anything towards relieving such a money 
stringency as is now rapidly developing in 
New York and. to a much less degree, in 
other sections of the country. Under the 
present laws all moneys received by the 
United States from customs dues must be 
paid directly into the treasury of the United 
States or some subtreasury, and cannot be 
loaned to banks under any possible contin- 
gency. No matter how great the demand for 
money the receipts from customs must lie 
idle in the treasury unless paid out to meet 
current demands. 


Panics Can Be Averted. 

Receipts by the government from internal 
revenue sources may be loaned to the banks 
without interest if this is done before the 
money gets into the treasury or one of the 
subtreasuries. Even in this event the de- 
posit of government funds in any bank must 
be secured by the deposit in the treasury 
on the part of the bank of bonds of the par 
value of the loan from the government. 

The result is that when the supply of gov- 
ernment bonds is exhausted on account of 
the demand first for circulation and then 
to secure deposits, there is no way under the 
law in which money can be deposited by the 
government to relieve serious financial strin- 
wen’ or even to avert a panic. 


New York Needs Money. 

At the present time, when the need of money 
in the New York market is so great that 
loans are being called daily and the rate of 
interest has gone toward the skies to keep 
company with the price of coal, the govern- 
ment is unable to come to the relief of Wall 
street, and through Wall street of the whole 
country. The secretary of the treasury has 
hunted the country over and has raked up 


enough idle bonds in certain scattered _— 
to permit him to loan half a dozen millions. 


By anticipating the October interest three 


| or four millions will be emptied into the 


street, but this latter sum is merely an an- 

ticipation of a few weeks and was long ago 

discounted by the money men of Wall street. 
Great Sums Made Useless. 


Yet at this some time, when the conditions 


.in the New York money market are such 


as to threaten disaster to small firms at al- 
most any time because of their inability to 
secure money at reasonable rates, the gov- 
ernment has locked up in the vaults of the 
treasury here in Washington, or in the vari- 
ous subtreasuries throughout the country, 
which is the same thing, about $100,000,000, 
which is absolutely useless except as a mere 
asset of the United States government. 

Not only is the currency of the country 
inelastic; but the government finds itself 
wholly unable to come to the relief of the 
banks at the time when they most need it, 
although there is an abundance of money ly- 
ing idle and the receipts of the government 
are now in excess of the expenditures. 


Abolish Subtreasury System. 

Abolition of all the subtreasury system 
which locks up the government money al- 
most as soon as it is received seems ‘to be the 
only relief. Such a policy has not only been 
actually under consideration but has been 
adopted and accepted to such an extent that 
it may now be announced as a policy which 
will at least be submitted to congress by the 
administration, if it is not actually adopted 


as the only means of putting the government 


once more in touch, with the strongest busi- 
ness interests of the country. © 


Scarcity of Government Bonds. 

The searcity of government bonds with 
which to furnish security for government 
deposits in the banks is as serious an ob- 
stacle in the way of the relief of the cramped 
money market as anything else could be. 
Even if the present laws-were amended so 
that the secretary of the treasury could take 
the surplus funds and deposit them in the 
banks he would find it impossible to do so to 
a large extent because there are no free 
bonds now in the country. They are all be- 
ing used either as the basis for circulation 
and for present government deposits, or else 
they are in the hande of private investors 
and trustees, who are unwilling to part with 
them. The remedy “for this, of course, is to

Character of the Securities. 
. Coupled with the proposition to abolish the 
subtreasuries and substitute the national 
banks as depositories of government funds 
will be a proposition to permit the secretary 
of the treasury within reasonable limitations 
to become the judge as to the character of 
the securities to be deposited with the gov- 
ernment prior to securing loans. The result 
of this of course would be to permit banks to 
put up municipal and state bonds of an ap- 
proved character, to say nothing of the pos- 
sibility of making use of their own general 
assets, or even of high grade commercial 
paper. 
Effect of New Policy. 

Under the new financial policy to be sub- 
mitted to congress as outlined above there is 
no doubt that it would permit of the active 
use of the present funds idle in the treasury. 
It would permit the government, in effect, to 
deposit all its available cash balance in the 
banks exactly as any other business concern 
would do, reserving only a small amount, 
comparatively speaking, for the daily needs 
of the government. The difference between 
the government deposits in the banks and 
those of a private corporation would be that 
the government would be constantly secured 
by holding the best assets of the bank for 
its own indemnification, so that if the secre- 
tary of the treasury did his duty properly the 
government would be secured against loss. 


Evils of Subtreasury Plan. 

There is no hostility of the administration 
to the subtreasuries, merely as branches of 
the treasury. The difficulty lies in the fact 
that while the subtreasuries are near to the 
place where the taxes are paid they none the 
Jess take that much money out of circula- 
tion the minute it is received over their 
counters, under the existing system. 


during the fiscal year of 1901 has total re- 
ceipts of $185,401,829, while the receipts of 
the New York subtreasury amounted to the 
enormous totak of $1,321,548,834. Every 


‘| penny of these enormous sums was absolute- 


ly subtracted from the general circulation 
until paid out over the counter for the cur- 
rent obligations of the government. 

If the general cash balance were deposited 
in national banks throughout the country 
there would be no use for subtreasuries, ex- 
cept as mere branches of the United States 
treasury. The government funds being sub- 
ject to check would be at the demand of the 
United States officers at all times, and would 
also be secured in a way not expected by 
ordinary business houses. 


Treasury Gobbles Up Money. 

The government is today making more 
money than it is paying out, the available 
cash balance according to yesterday’s state- 
ment amounting to the enormous sum of 
$218,774;500. Thisis entirely independent of all 
trust funds, against which certificates have 
been issued, and represents the actual cash 
on hand of the United States government. 
Of this enormous sum, $119,327,375 was de- 
posited in national banks to the credit of 
the treasurer of the United States, leaving a 
balance of $100,000,000, in round numbers, 
which is equal to the entire gold reserve of 
three years ago, actually lying idle in the 
treasury. Eliminating credits to disbursing 
officers and other items, it is evident that 
more than $75,000,000 is locked up in the gov- 
ernment vaults today, which would be in 
the hanids of the banks if the laws permitted 
it. 

Sanctioned by Administration. 


It is to meet such emergencies as the pres- 
ent that the govérnment is preparing and has. 
outlined for submission to congress a policy 
which is given above, and which ts at least a 
brave attempt to meet a serious situation in 
the only way which seems possible for the 
government, That it has the sanction if not 
the actual and active indorsement of the 
administration, can be asserted on an author- 
ity so complete that it could not be questioned 
if it were proper at this time to make use &f 
names in such a connection. 

That the policy will be sumbitted to con- 
gress by authority in December is unques- 
tionably true. Whether congress will be 
willing to accept it is a matter for which the 
administration is responsible. 3 


History of Subtreasuries. 

Inquiry into the history of the establish- 
ment of the subtreasuries shows that they 
were the direct outcome of the bitter opposi- 
tion to the proposition of President Andrew 
Jackson to transfer public funds from the 
United States bank to state banks and to the 
state governments. Previous to 1830 there 
was in existence the United States bank, an 
institution similar to the Bank: of England 
of the present day. In this bank government 
funds were deposited. President Jackson did 
not approve of this scheme, and those famil- 
iar with the history of his administration re- 
call the bitterness of the contest which re- 
‘suited in the president summarily $rdering 
his secretary of the treasury totransfer gov- 
ernment deposits from the United States 
bank to state banks and to the common- 
wealths themselves. The transfer proved to 
be the deathblow to the United States bank. 

This plan was not only unsatisfactory, but 
disastrous, and as a result the states at the 
present time owe the national government 
$28,101,644 on accounts of funds deposited 
and which will never be recovered, as the 
general government cannot sue a state. No 
deposits were lost which were placed in the 
state banks. 


Van Buren Father of System. 


When President Van Buren began to ad- 
minister the affairs of the government he 
recommended the establishment of the inde- 
pendent treasury system, of which the sub- 
treasuries are a part. His recommendations 
were adopted by congress, and in 1840 it 
authorized the establishment of thé system 
as organized today. Van Buren’s term ex- 
pired March 4, 1841, and the next congress 
end administration were controlled by the 
whigs, who immediately repealed the law 
authorizing the independent treasury sys- 


‘tem. 


President Harrison died after being in office 
one month, and President Tyler succeeded 
to the presidency. From that time until the 
administration of President Polk there was 
an acrimonious and prolonged ‘discussion 
over this question, and in 1846 congress re- 
‘enacted the law providing for an independent 
treasury system with gubtreasuries, and the 
law has been in effect uninterruptedly since 


that time.

$12,000,000. The State of Colorado will re- 
ceive as an inheritance tax $600,000 under the 
law enacted by the last general assembly. 

Stratton’s son, Harry Stratton of Toulon, 
Ill., is given $50,000 on condition that he does 
not contest the will. Stratton was divorced 
from his wife when the boy was born. 


Gift in Memory of Father. 

The Myron Stratton home is called in honor 
of the memory of Stratton’s father, an In- 
dianian who taught his son the trade of car- 
penter. In it the consumptives of Colorado, 
the poor, the disabled, and the aged may find 
a home. 

Years ago, when Stratton, fever stricken 
and without money, came into Colorado and 
was cared for by Tabor, then a millionaire, 
the idea of such a home came to him. 
Three years ago, while in Europe, Stratton, 
made a multi-millionaire by the gold ledge 
he discovered in 1891, became seriously ill 
and for three months was in a hospital. 
Then he planned to establish a home in 
Colorado Springs and worked out the details 
of his plans, which he embodied in his will. 

The will appoints Carl 8S. Chamberlain of 
Brooklyn, D. H. Rice of this city, and Tyson 
8. Dynes as executors, and the instrument is 
dated Aug. 5, 1902. The executors are or- 
dered to dispose of all his holdings, proper- 
ties, moneys, and credits, with a few excep- 
tions, and from the money realized to set 
aside $1,000,000 for the erection of the build- 
ings. 

The will states that in case any portion of 
the will is invalidated by any contest that 
may be brought, such part of the estate that 
is affected is to be given to the state of Colo- 
rado for the maintenance of its public char- 
itable institutions. 


Objects of the Institution. 

The objects of the Myron Stratton home 
are specified to be “‘ the erection of the home 
for persons physically unable to earn their 
livelihood, whether through advanced age, 
physical debility, or otherwise are handi- 
capped.” 

The will expressly shuts out all those who 
by reason of disease, indecency, or insanity 
would imperil the health and happiness of 
other Inmates: The inmates are to be select- 
ed by the board of trustees from residents of 
El Pago county, ih which this city is located, 
after which residents of the state may be re- 
ceived, 

The will further provides that the active 
management be left to a board of trustees, 
and that proper inspection of the institute be 
made under the law. The accounts of the 
home shall be supervised by the district 
court or a board of inspectors, to be provided 
for in the laws of the institution. 

fn order to insure the maintenance of the 
Myron Stratton home Mr. Stratton instruct- 
ed that the balance of the estate, not util- 
ized in the establishment of the institution, 
be reinvested in good interest paying secur~- 
ities, the income of which is to be turned 
over to the trustees to be used according to 
their discretion in keeping up the home. 


Other Bequests in Will. 

The will of Mr. Stratton gives the family 
homestead to Carl 8S. Chamberlain of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., including all furniture, books, 
heirlooms, and so forth, but excludes all 


personal property. The will gives E. W. 


Hamlin, son of Mrs. Harriet T. Hamlin of 
Jeffersonville, Ind., $50,000; to a nephew, 
Harry B. Hamlin, $50,000; to Mrs. Jennie 
Cobb Stratton of San José, Cal., $50,000; to 
Mary Cobb Smith, a niece, $50,000; to Lillian 
8. Cobb, now Mrs. Lillian Skelton of St. 
Louis, $50,000; to Elma P. Chamberlain, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., $50,000; to Mrs. Clair Marie 
Baldack, $50,000; to C. 8S. Chamberlain, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., $50,000. 

The will further provides that $10,000 be left 
to Byron C. Logan of Indianapolis, Ind., and 
to the trustees of the Colorado school for 
the deaf and blind in this city $25,000 is given.

Does Not Know of Peril. 

President Roosevelt did not know he waa. 
in peril of death until long after the danger 
was averted. Few in the great throng listen< 
ing to his address realized the nearness of a 
catastrophe, and, though the other halls and 
places of amusement in the ground were 
crowded, the disturbancté caused by the ap- 
pearance of the fire department was quell 
without a scare serious enough to alarm 
the large audience in the auditorium. 


Big Throng in Grave Danger. 

When the fire was discovered there wers 
over 8,000 persons packed into the audito- 
rium. At the same time the adjoining ex- 
position halls were crowded with those view-' 
ing the exhibits and who had been unable ta 
gain admittance to the Music hall. The pres< 
ident had been speaking about fifteen min< 
utes when there was a great commotion in 
Mechanical hall, adjacent to Music hall on 
the north. The sparks from an electric wire 
had set a curtain on fire,-and the fire de~ 
partment had been called to the scene. . 


- Alarmed Crowd Near Panic. 

The police and attendants of the exposition 
put out the fire, but they had much more 
trouble in controlling the alarmed crowd,' 
and it was with great difficulty that Capt. 
J. B. Foraker, son of the senator and one of. 
the officers of the day, headed off the fire 
department from rushing into the building. 
Just then one of the bands struck up, and 
those who left the auditorium were supposed, ) | 
to be going out to stop the band rather than’ HD iii 
to head off a panic.

Talks on Free Trade Proposal. 4 i 

President Roosevelt’s speech, the first tm- 2 
portant one of his western trip, was devoted 
principally to the question of tariff reduc- 
tion on trust made goods. 

The president stands by his guns. He does M, aa 
even more im declaring that there is no rea- mt he 
sonable hope of curing trust evils by mak- | im 
ing changes in the present tariff schedules. “ 

The trusts can be damaged by depriving eg 

them of the benefits of a protective tariff tf 
only on the condition of damaging all thetr 
smaller competitors and the wage earners 
employed in the industry. 

That is a literal quotation from his speech ‘a 
delivered before a tremendous audience here ie 
tonight. 
Two Big Combines Need No Aid. Ha 
The president in discussing the trust ques- ; 
tion instanced the Standard Oil com- _ 
pany and the corporations controlling ve 
the production of hard coal in the United io} 
States as examples of so-called trusts which a 
no changes in the tariff could affect, because 
there is no tariff at present on either ome ' 7 
oil or hard coal. a 

Those who are advocating immediate or 
radical changes in the tariff schedules will 
get no comfort from what he says in any 
way. 

If any tariff schedule can be shown to be 
producing harmful effects, and if such a 4 
schedule can be changed without doing more 
harm than good, then, the president de- 
clares, no consistent protectionist will ob- 
ject to changing it. Further than that he 
does not go. 

Removal of Tariff No Remedy. 

The president’s whole position in the mat- 
ter of proposed changes in the tariff with 
the alleged object of remedying the trust 
evil Ils plainly this: Suppose some industry 
which is controlled by an obnoxious trust is 
at present enjoying the benefits of a pro- 
tective tariff. It is proposed to drive such 
a trust out of business by reducing or en- 
tirely taking off the tariff on its products. 
Every such trust has somecompetitors. The 
result of'a reduction of the tariff on its 
products will be first felt by its weak com- 
petitors. They may even be driven out of 
business, 

At any rate, the result of any tariff reduc< 
tion of this kind would be to strengthen the 
power of the partial monopoly which would 
be best able to stand the loss. The president wig 
takes the ground, in other -words, that, (48 
though there may be tariff abuses they a 
should be considered by themselves and not i 
in any supposed connection with the trusts. — 


Again Urges Publicity. 

Having dismissed the tariff reform method 
of curing trg@t evils, President Roosevelt 
goes back to his old remedy as the only safe 
one. He insists that publicity as to the busi- 
ness transacted by all interstate corpora-~

since the different states make such widely 
different requirements of corporations, it is 
necessary that the national government be 
given power to regulate and control them. 

That an amendment to the constitution 
would be necessary to give the national gov- 
ernment the power it needs, he admits; that 
such an emandment would be hard to get 
and would take many months to secure, he 
thinks, one of the strongest points in its 


. favor. For such a delay would insure full and 


free discussion and deliberation, without 
which, he thinks, no such important action 
should be taken. For, most of all, the presi- 
dent condemne the action of those who de- 
nounce without proposing any reasonable 
plans of remedy. 


President Talks of Trusts. 
It was in his evening address at Music hall 
‘in the festival grounds in this city that 


President Roosevelt went at length into a. 


discussion of his views on the trusts. He 
said: 

“ Today I wish to speak to you on the sub- 
ject or group of subjects which we mean 
when we talk of the trusts. The word is used 
very loosely and almost always with technical 
Inaccuracy. But the average man, when he 
speaks of the trusts, means vaguely all of the 
very big corporations, the growth of which 
has been so signal a feature of our modern 
times, and especially those big corporations 
which, though organized in one state, do 
business in several states, and some of which 
have a tendency to monopoly. ‘ 

“This whole subject of the trusts is of 
vital concern to us, because it presents one, 


_@nd perhaps the most conspicuous, of the 


many problems forced upon our attention by 
the tremendous industrial development 
which has taken piace during the last half 
century in all civilized countries, and notably 
in our own. 


Industrial Conditions Changed. 

“‘ Many factors have concurred in bringing 
about these changed industrial conditions. 
Of these steam and electricity are the chief. 
The extraordinary change in the methods of 
transportation of merchandise and the trans- 
mission of intelligence has rendered not 
only possible but inevitable the immense 
-inerease in the rate of growth of industrial 
centers—that is, of great cities. Hence has 
wesuited the specialization of industries, and 
‘the tinexampled opportunities offered for 
“the employmeht of huge amounts of capital, 
and therefore for the rise in the business 
world of those master minds through whom 
alone it is possible for such vast sums of 
capital to be employed with profit. 


Must Accept New Situation. 

' “ Now, it matters little whether or not we 
like these new conditions, the creation of 
these new opportunities. Many admirable 
qualities which were developed in the older, 
simpler, less progressive life have to some 


.degree atrophied under the conditions of our 


rather feverish, high pressure, complex, and 
specialized Nfe of today. 

“ But our likes and disiikes have little to do 
with the mattér. The new ccaditions are 


' here. They have produced both good and 


evil, We cannot get rid of them—even if it 
were not undesirable to get rid of them— 
and our instant duty is to try to accommo- 
date our social, economic, and legislative fe 
to them, and to frame a system of law and 
condutt under ch we shall get out of 
them the utmost possible benefit and the 
least amount of harm. 


Debt Due Leaders of Progress. 

“It-is foolish to pride ourselves on our 
marvelous progress and prosperity, upon our 
commanding position inthe internationai 
world, and at the same time have nothing 
but denunciation for the men to whose com- 
manding business ability we in part owe this 
very progress and prosperity, this command- 
ing position. 
.™“ Whenever great social or industria) 
changes take place, no matter how much 
good there may be to them, there is sure 
to be some evil; and it usually takes man- 
kind @ number of years and a good deal of 
experimenting before they find the right 
ways in which, so far as possible, to control 
the new evil, without at the same time nuil- 
lifying the new good. In these circunrstances 
the effort to bring the new tendencies to a 
standstill is always futile, and generally 
mischievous, but it is possible somewhat to 
develop them aright. | 

Law Can Stay Development. 
“ Law can to a degree guide, protect, and 


control industrial development, but it can 
never cause it, or play more than a sub- 


ordinate part in its healthy development— 
, unfortunately it is easy enough by bad laws 


to bring it to an almost complete stop. 

“The homely simile of what can be done 
with a great river is far from inaccurate. 
The lower Mississippi fertilizes a great coun- 
try and aiso at times ravages it by floods. 
To attempt to dam it in order to stop these 
floods would be futile, and, even if not fu- 
tile, would be harmful. But it is entirely 
‘possible to build a system of levees by which 
these floods shall be largely controlled. 

“ The levees take time and trouble to make 
and to keep in order, and they do not by 
any means avert all mischief, Yet they do 
accomplish much good, ané they offer the 
Only method of accomplishing any go00d. 
The only way in which to build them or to 
exercise control over the current is by thor- 
eughly examining into the facts in the first 
place, and, in the second place, by proceed- 
ing in a spirit of combined sanity and reso- 
lution, avoiding above all things every form 
of hysteria, panic, and blind rage, and not 
expecting the impossible either in time or 
achievement. 


Danger from Bad Advisers. 

'“ Incidentally it is also necessary to beware 
ef the type of excellent person who insists 
that floods do good and not harm; and that in 
any event the effort to control them will 
doubtless somehow interfere with the water 
supply and damage the Mississippi river. 

“In dealing with the big corporations we 


Intend to proceed not by revolution, but by 


avolution. We wish to face the facts, declin- 
ing to have our vision biinded either by the 
folly of those who say there are no evils, or 
by the more dangerous folly of those who 
either see, or make believe that they see, 
nothing but evil in all the existing system, 
and who, if given their way, would destroy 
the evil by the simple process of bringing 
ruin and disaster to the entire country. 


Must Control All Monopolies. 
“ The evils attendant upon overcapitaliza- 


tion alone are, in my judgment, sufficient to 
, Warrant a far closer supervision and con- 
. trol than now exist over the great corpora- 
' tions. 
_@an be shown to exist we should certainly 
_ try our utmidst to devise an expedient by 


Wherever a substantial monopoly 


which it can be controlled. 

“ Doubtiess some of. the evils existing in 
or because of the great corporations cannot 
be cured by any iegisiation which has yet 
been proposed, and doubtless others, which 
really have been Incidént to the sudden de- 
velopment in the formation of corporations 
of all kinds will, in the end, cure themselves. 
But others will remain that can be cured if 
we only set about curing them with sanity. 

‘ The surest way to prevent the possibility 
of curing any of the evils is to approach the 
subject in a spirit of violent rancor, compli- 
cated with total ignorance of business condi- 
tions, and of fundamental incapacity or un- 
Willingness to understand the limitations on 
the power of all law making bodies. 


Intelligent Action Required. 

“No problem, and least of all so difficult 
@ problem as this, can be solved if the qual- 
ities brought by its solution are panic, fear. 
envy, hatred, and ignorance. And there can 
exist in a free republic no man more wicked, 
no Man more dangerous to the people than 
he who would arouse these feelings in the 
hope that they may redound to his own 
political advantage. 

“ Corporations that are handled honestly 
and fairly, so far from being an evil are a 
natural business evolution and make for the 
general prosperity of our land. We do not 
wish to destroy corporations. We wish to 
make them subserve the public good. All in- 
dividuals, rich or poor, private or corporate, 
must be subject to the law of the land; and 
the government will hold them to a rigid 
ebedience thereto. 

_“ "The biggest corporation, like the hum- 
blest private citizen, must be held to strict 
compliance with the will of the people as 

“expressed in the fundamental! law. 

‘“ The rich man who does not see that this 
i@ in his interest is indeed shortsighted. 
‘When we make him obey the law we insure 
for him the absolute protection of the law. 

“The savings banks show what can be 
, Gone “= the way of genuinely beneficent work 


» 


by large corporations when intelligently ad- 
ministered and supervised. They now hold 
over $2,600,000,000 of the people’s money and 
pay annually about $100,000,000 of interest or 
profit to their depositors... There is no talk 
of danger from these corporations, yet they 
possess great power, holding over three times 
the amount of our present national debt—. 
more than all the curreney, gold, silver, 
greenbacks, etc., in circulation ingthe United 
States. 
“The chief reason for there being no talk 
of danger from them is that they are on the 
whole faithfully administered for the benefit 
of all under wise laws which require frequent 
and full publication of their condition, and 
whith prescribe certain needful regulations 
with which they have to comply, while at the 
same time giving full scope for the best en- 
terprise of their managers “within these 
limits. 
“ Now, of course, savings banks are as 
highly specialized a class of corporations as 
railroads, and we cannot force too far the 
analogy with other corporations, but there 
are certain conditions which I think we can 
lay down as indispensable to the proper 


treatment of all corporations which frem. 


their size have become important factors in 
the social development of the community. 


Peril in. Many Proposed Cures. 


“ Before speaking’ however, of what can 


be done by way of remedy, let me say a word 


or two as to certain proposed remedies which 
in my judgment would be ineffective or mis- 
chievous. The first thing to remember is 
that if we are to accomplish any good at 
ail it must be by resolutely keeping in mind 
the intention to do away with any evils in 
the conduct of big corporations, while stead- 
fastly refusing to assent to indiscriminate 
assault upon all forms of corporate capital 
as such. The line of demarcation we draw 
must always be on conduct, not on weaith; 
our objection to any given corporation must 
be. not that it is big, but that it behaves 
badly. Demagogic denunciation of weaith 
is never wholesome, and generally danger- 
ous; and not a few of the proposed methods 
of curbing the trusts are dangerous chiefly 
because all insincere advocacy of the im- 
possible is dangerous. : 

“It is an unhealthy thing for a community 
when the appeal is made to follow a course 
which those who make the appeal! either do 
not or ought to know cannot be followed; 


-and which, if followed, would result in dis- 


aster to everybody. 

**Loose talk about destroying monopoly 
out of hand without a hint as to how the 
monopoly should even be defined offers a 
case in point. Nor can we afford to tolerate 
any proposal which will strike at the so- 
called trusts only by striking at the genera! 
wellbeing. 


Must Not Hurt Whole Nation. . 


“We are now enjoying a period of great 
ty. This prosperity is generally dif- 
fused through all sections and through all 
clasees. , Doubtless there are some individ- 
uals who do not get enough of it, and there 
are others who get too much. But this is 
simply another way of saying that the wis- 
dom of mankind is finite. that even the — 
human system cannot work perfectly. The 
men who propose to get rid of the evils of the 
trusts by measures which will do away with 
this general well being advocate a policy 
which would not only be a damage to the 
community as a whole but which would de- 
feat its own professed object... 

“Tf we are forced to the alternative of 
choosing a system under which most of us 
prosper somewhat, though a few of us pros- 
per too much, or else a system under which 
no one prospers enough, why, of course, we 
will choose the former. If the policy advo- 
cated is so revolutionary and destructive as 
to involve the whole community in the crash 
of common disaster, it is as certain as any- 
thing can be that when the disaster has oc- 
curred all efforts to regulate the trusts will 
cease, and that the one aim will be to restore 


prosperity. 


Free Trade Not a Remedy. 

“A remedy much advocated at the moment 
is to take off the tariff from ail articles which 
are made by trusts. To do this it will be 
necessary first to define trusts. The lan- 
guage commonly used by the advocates of 
the method implies that they mean all arti- 
cles made by large corporations, and that 
the gnaneee in tariff are to be made with 
punitive intent toward those large corpora- 
tions. 

“Of course, if the tariff fs to be changed 
in order to punish them, it should be 
changed so as to punish those that do ill, 
not merely those that are prosperous. It 
would be neither just nor expedient to pun- 
ish the big corporations as big corporations. 
What we wish to do ts to protect the peopls 
from any evil that may grow out of their 
existence or maladministration. Some of 
those corporations do well and others do ill. 
If in any case the tariff is found to foster 


&® monopoly which does ill, why, of course, 


no protectionist would object to a miodifi- 
cation of the tariff sufficient to remedy the 
evil. But in few cases does the so-called 
trust really monopolize the market. 


Would Harm Small Industries. 


“ Take any big corporation which controls, 
say, something over half the products of a 
given industry. Surely in rearranging the 
schedules affecting such a big corporation it 
would be necessary to consider the interests 
of its smaller competitors, which control the 
remaining part and which, being weaker, 
would suffer most from any tariff designed to 
punish all the producers: for of course the 
tarif! must be made light or heavy for big 
and little producers alike. 

“‘ Moreover, such a corporation necessarily 
employs many thougands of workmen, and 
the minute we proceed from denunciation to 
action it would be necessary to consider the 
interests of these workmen. Furthermore, 
the products of many trusts are unprotected 
and would be entirely unaffected by any 
change in the tariff, or at most slightly so. 

“The Standard Oil company offers a case 
in point, and the corporations which control 
the anthracite coal output offer another—for 
there is no duty whatever on asthracite coal. 


Not Reopening Whole Problem. 

“IT am not discussing the question of the 
tariff as such, whether from the standpoint 
of the fundamental difference between those 
who believe in a protective tariff and those 
who believe in free trade; or from the stand- 
point of those who, while they believe ina 
protective tariff, feel that there could be a re- 
arrangement of our schedules, either by 
direct legislation or by reciprocity treaties 
which would result in enlarging our markets; 
nor yet from the standpoint of those who fee! 
that stability of economic policy is at the 
moment our prime economic need, and that 
the benefits to be derived from any change 
in schedules would not compensate for the 
damage to business caused by the wide- 
spread agitation which would follow any 
attempted general revision of the tariff at 
this moment. 

“Without regard to the wisdom of any 
one of those three positions, it remains true 
that the real evils connected with the trusts 
cannot be remedied by any change in the 
tariff laws. The trusts can be damaged by 
depriving them of the benefits of a protective 
tariff only on condition of damaging all their 
smaller competitors and the wage workers 
employed in the industry. 

Would Avoid Misunderstanding. 

“This point is important, and it is de- 
sirable to avoid any save willful misunder- 
standing. I am not now considering whether 
or not, on grounds totally unconnected with 
the trusts, it would be well to lower the duties 
on various schedules, either by direct legis- 
lation or by legislation or treaties designed 
to secure ae an Offset reciprocal advantages 
from the nations with which we trade. My 
point is that changes in the tariff would have 
Iittle appreciabie effect on the trusts, save as 
they shared in the general harm or good pro- 
eceding from such changes. 

“No tariff change woukt help one cf our 
emalier corporations, or one of our private in- 
éividuals in business, sti less one of our 
wage workers, as against a large corporation 
in the same business; on the contrary, if it 
bore heavily on thé large corporation, it 
would inevitably be felt still more by that 
corporation’s weaker rivals, while any in- 
jurious result would of necessity be shared 
by both the employer and employed in the 
business conce 


Big Combines Can Weather Panic. 

“The immediate introduction of substan- 
tial free trade in all articles mtnufactured 
by trustse—that is, by the largest and most 
successful corporations—would hot affect 
some of the most powerful of our business 
combinations in the least, save by the dam- 
age done to the general business welfare of 
the country; others would undoubtedly be 
seriously affected, but much less so than 
their weaker rivals, . while the loss would be 
divided between the capitalists and the ia- 
borers; and after the years of panic and dis- 
tress had been lived through and some re- 
turn to prosperity had occurred, even though 
all were on a lower plane of prosperity than 
before, the relative difference between the 
trusts and their rivais would remain as 
marked as ever. 

* In other words, the trust, or big corpora- 


tion. would have suffered relatively to and 
in she interest of its foreign competitors: 


but its relative position toward its American 
competitors would probably be improved; 
little would have been done toward cutting 
out or minimizing the evils in the trusts; 
nothing towards securing adequate control 
and regulation of the large modern corpora- 
tions. 

‘In other words, the question of regu- 
lating the trusts with a view to minimizing 
or abolishing the evils existent in them is 
separate and apart from the question of 
tariff revision, 


No Good in Vindictive Action. 

‘““¥ou must face the fact that only harm 
will come from a proposition to, attack the 
so-called trusts in a vindictive spirit by 
‘maeasures conceived solely with a desire of 
hurting them, without any regard as to 
whether or not discrimination should be 
made between. the good and evil in them, 
and without even any regard as to whether 
a necessary sequence of the action would 
be the hurting of other interests. The adop- 
tien of such a policy would mean temporary 
damage to the trusts, because it would mean 
temporary damage to all of our business 
interests; but the effect would be only tem- 
porary, for exactly as the damage affected 
all alike, good and bad, so the reaction would 
affect all alike, good and bad. - 

‘* The necessary supervision and control, ir 
which I firmly believe as the only method 
of eliminating the real evils of the trust, 
must come through wisely and cautiously 
framed legislation which shall aim, in the 
first place, to give definite control to some 
sovereign power over the great corporations. 
and which shall be followed, when once this 
power has been conferred, by a system giv- 
ing to the government the full knowledge 
which is the essential for satisfactory ac- 


tion. 
: Publicity the Frst Move. 

“Then when this knowledge—one of the 
essential features of. which is proper public- 
ity—has been gained. what further steps of 
any kind are necessary can be taken with the 
confidence born’ of the possession of power 
to deal with the subject and ef a thorough 
knowledge of what ought and can be done in 
the matter. 

“ We need additional power, and we need 
knowledge. Our constitution was formed 
when the economic conditions were so differ- 
ent that each state could wisely be left to 
handle the corporations within its limits as it 
saw fit. Nowadays all the numerous cor- 
porations which I am considering do what is 
really an interstate business. and as the 
states have proceeded on different lines in 
regulating them they are often organized in 
a state in which they do little or no business 
and do an enormous business in other states, 
to the spirit of whose laws they may be open- 
ly antagonistic. 

“It might be better if all the states could 
agree to work along the same lines in deal- 
ing with these corporations, but I see not the 
slightest prospect of such agreement. 
Therefore I personally feel that ultimately 
the nation will have to assume the responsi- 
bility of regulating these large corporations 
which do an interstate business. 

“The states must combine to meet the 
problem caused by the great combinations 
of capital, and the easiest way for the states 
to combine is by action through the national 
government. 


Slow Work Amiending Constitution. 


“I amg well aware that the process of con- 
stitutional amendment is necessarily a siow 
one and one into which our people are re- 
luctant to enter save for the best of reasons; 
but I am confident that in this instance the 
reasons exist. I am also aware that there 
will be difficulty in framing an amendment 
which will meet the objects of the case and 
yet which will secure the necessary support. 
The fact that there must be delay in secur- 
ing the adoption of such an amendment in- 
sures full discussion and calm consideration 
on the whole subject and will prevent any 
ill-considered action, 

“I have no intent of trying to outline the 
proper phraseology of such an amendment, 
for I know it must come as a matter of agree- 
ment and discussion. But 1 firmly believe 
that all these obstacles can be met, if ohly we 
face them, both with the determination to 
overcome them and with the further deter- 
mination to overcome them in ways which 
shall not do damage to the country as a 
whole, which on the contrary shall further 
our industriai development and shall help 
instead of hindering all corporations which 
work out their success by means that are 
just and fair towards all men. . 7 


Much May Be Done Even Now. 

“ Without the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment my belief is that a good deal 
can be done by law. It is difficult to say 
exactly how much, because experience has 
taught us that in dealing with these sub- 
jects, where the lines dividing the rights and 
duties of the states and of the nation are in 
doubt, it has sometimes been difficult for 
congress to forecast the action of the courts 
upon its legislation. 

“Such  ilegislation—whether -. obtainable 
now or obtainable only after a constitutional 
amendment—should provide for a reasonable 
supervision, the most prominent feature of 
which at first should be publicity; that is, 
the making public both to the governmental 
authorities and to the people at large the 
essential facts in which the public is con- 
cerned. This would give ue exact knowledge 
of many points which are now not only in 
doubt but the subject of fierce controversy, 

“* Moreover, the mere fact of the publica- 
tion would cure some grave evils, for the 
light of day is a deterrent to wrongdoing. 
It would doubtless disclose other évils, with 
which for the time being we could devise no 
way to grapple. Finally, it would disclose 
others who could be grappled with and 
cured by further legislative action. 


President’s Power Restricted. 

‘Tt advocate action which the president 
only can advise, and which he has no power 
in himself to take. Under our present legis- 
lative and constitutional limitations the na- 
tional executive can work only between nar- 
row lines in the field of action concerning 
great corporations. Between those lines I 
assure you that exact and even handed 
justice will be dealt and is being dealt to 
all men, without regard to persons. 

“TI wish to repeat with all emphasis that, 
desirable though it is that the nation should 
have the power I suggest, it is equally de- 
sirable that it should be used with wisdom 
and self-reatraint. The mechanism of mod- 
ern business is tremendous in its size and 
complexity, and ignorant intermeddling with 
it would be disastrous. We should not be 
made timid or daunted by the size of the 
problem; we should not fear to undertake 
it, but we should undertake it with ever 
present in our minds dread of the sinister 
spirits of rancor, ignorance, and vanity. We 
need to keep steadily in mind the fact that 
besides the tangible property in each cor- 
porations there lies behind the spirit which 
brings it success, and in the case of each 
very successful corporation this is usually 
the spirit of some one man or set of men. 


No Wrongdoing to Be Allowed. 

** Under exactly similar conditions one cor- 
poration will make a stupendous success 
where another makes a stupendous failure, 
simply because one is well managed and the 
other is not. While making it clear that we 
do not intend to allow wrongdoing by one 
of the captains of industry any more than 
by the humblest private in the industria! 
ranks, we must also, in the interests of all 
of us, avoid cramping a strength which, if 
beneficently used, will be for the good of al! 
of us. 

“The marvelous prosperity we have been 
enjoying for the last few years has been 
due principally to the high average of hon- 
esty, thrift, and business eapiciiy among 
our people as a whole, but some of it has 
also been due to the ability of the men who 
are the industrial leaders of the nation. In 
securing just and fair dealing by these men 
let us remember to do them justice in re- 
turn, and this not only because it is our duty 
but because it fs our iInterest—not only for 
their sakes but for ours. We are neither 
the friend of the rich man as such, nor the 
friend of the poor man as such; we are the 
friend of the honest man, rich or poor, and 
we intend that all men—rich and poor—shal! 
obey the law and receive its protection 


alike."’ 
Roosevelt Day at Festival. 


‘This was “ Roosevelt ” day at the fall fes- 
tival and beautiful weather made it in all 
ways @ success. Special and regular trains 
brought in thousands, filling the city to over- 
flowing. The presidential train arrived at 10 
a. m. and was met by Senator Foraker, 
Mayor Fleischmann, and the festival officials. 

Notwithstanding a specia)] effort to make 
time from the depot to the hotel, As the prest- 
dent was passing the two engines that pulled 
his train he stopped to shake hands with 
Road Foreman of Engines Sam Mider, Engi- 
neer F. B. Doten, and Fireman J. T. Dwyer 
of the first locomotive, and Engineer T. B. 
Arehart and Fireman Leroy Pray of the sec- 
ond locomotive. 

Fast Drive from the Station. 

An effort was made to give the president a 

fast morning ride. A large detachment of 


mounted police headed his carriage, while 
other officers along the line on signa! had@dthe 


s‘reets cleared between the ropes. The most, 


of the earriages were full, the start was 
made. leaving some of the carriages to be 
filed and catch up. The mounted police 
struck a lively trot at once and kept it up #0 
the president was in his hotel in less than 
twenty minutes after leaving his car. He 
had an informa! reception during. the fore- 
noon, with Senator Foraker Introducing the 
visitors. 

From 11 to 12 o’clock the president divided 
the time with representatives of organiza- 
tfone calling tn bodies. He held a half hour 
reception for the women, and just before 
luncheon Gov. Nach and staff and state offi- 
cials called in a body. These receptions were 
held in the parlors occupied by President Mc- 
Kinley on his visits here and they were tasté- 
fully decorated. The noon luncheon was 
limited to 100 persons. All of the presidential! 
party was included, as well as the fall fes- 
tival officers, Senator Foraker, Gov. Nash, 
Mayor Fleischmann, and others. 

President Frank W. Foulds then present- 
ed the president a gold badge, the same as 
worn by the festival directors. It was ac- 
cepted with responsive thanks. 

Over 400 persons attended a dinner given 
in honor of President Roosevelt at the St. 
Nicholas at 6:30 p. m. The guests included 
Senator Foraker, Gov. Nash and staff, Lieut- 
Gov. Gordon, and Mayor Fleischmann. 

President Roosevelt reviewed the G. A. R. 
veterans 4 military organizations and 
spent an hour in the gr before deliver- 
ing his address. | 


President’s Afternoon Speech. 


When President Roosevelt spoke at Music 
hall tn the afternoon he was introduced by 
ldeut. Gov. Harry L. Gordon. The president 
said: 

“ Gov. Gordon, Mr. Mayor, Senator Fora- 
“ker, and you, the captains of industry (turn- 
ing to the business men on the stage), and 
you, my fellow Americans, men and women 
of this great and beautiful city: I am glad 
indeed to have the chance to come out to 
this festival, this industrial exposition, held 
here in your great city—one of those ex- 
positions called ‘the timekeepers of prog- 
ress’ by the great statesman and patriot 
whom Ohio claims, but whom the. nation 
claims no less, the martyred president, Wiill!- 
jam McKinley, and whose memory the na- 
tion Will ever keep in its heart as a symbol 
of that public and private virtue which Hes 
under all national greatness. 


Recalls Revolutionary War. 

“ Cincinnati is a city which by its name 
commemorates the organization of the offi- 
cers of the revolutionary army—the organi- 
zation which was the loyal legion of the men 
in blue and buff who followed Washington. 
Cincinnati stands on the site of the great 
frontier fort, the log fort, raised to protect 
our frontier against the Indians at a time 
when this nation expanded; and Cincinnati 
stands in that northwest which is to a pecu- 
liar degree the property of all the nation, 
and, therefore, rightly the heart of the na- 
tion, for it is in that northwestern territory 


organized under the famous ordinance of 
"1787 which consecrated this portion of the 


union forever to freedom, so that it was most 
fitting that this part of the country, which is 
the old northwest, which is now the central 
west, the center of the country, should by 
virtue of the cunditions under which it was 
created and grew, become, when the crisis 
of 61 was upon us, the leader in the great 
struggle for union and for freedom. 


Nation Must Work for All. 


“ Cincinnati is prospering marvelously, and 
under the theory of our national government, 
which was invoked when this country be- 
Came a part of the nation, the nation must 
continue to do its part in helping secure tne 
prosperity of Cincinnati and of the entire 
Ohio valley by seeing that the policy of the 
improvement of the Ohio river is continued, 

‘‘ Our government is a practical exempli- 
fication of the great principle of each for all 
and all for each. The whole country is bene- 
fited by whatever benefits one part. This 
valley of the Ohio, this valley which in- 
cludes the drainage basins of portions of 
some thirteen states, is one of the great seats 
of the future industry not only of this coun- 
try but of the world, and it is to the interest 
of all the country to see you prosper; and 
you will prosper even more than at present 
as the great waterways are made more ac- 
cessible to larger vessels from here to the 
gulf, and that will take place coincidently 
with the beginning of the great work which is 


. to connect the Pacific and the Atlantic by an 


isthmian canal—a work destined to be one 
of the giant performances, one of the giant 
material works of the twentieth century— 
a work surpassing in magnitude anything 
of the kind that has ever before been at- 
tempted in the history of mankind. 


Men and Women Who Count. 


“And yet, my féllow countrymen, in 
speaking of your material prosperity, do 
mot think that I forget for one moment 
the fundamental fact that this great ma- 
terial prosperity rests upon the intellectual 
and moral fiber of the men and women back 
of it. You have a marvelously fertile region, 
you have a great river, but the main thing 
that you have is the spirit of your citizens. 
That is what counts most. Natural advan- 
tages are nothing but opportunities, and you 
must have the men to take advantage of 
them or they will be wasted opportunities. 

“In the end a community depends for 
success upon the average standard of effi- 
ciencyiand decency of its citizenship. The 
conditions change from decade to decade. 


Not Like the Early Days. 


*“ You, the heads of industries which have 
brought about the prosperity of this city, 
work uader different conditions from those 
under which your.forefathers worked: but 
after all, in the last analysis, the qualities 
that brought success in their day are the 
qualities needed to secure success now. That 
is true of peace, as it was true of war. I 
passed through the ranks of the veterans, 
your comrades, Senator Foraker, on the way 
up here—the ranks of those who fought in a 
war in which striplings who had yet to go 
to college went in the ranks and came back 
with commissions—and, Senator Foraker, 
your son and I fought in a small war after- 
wards. 

** Now, the men of the civil war, the men 
who followed Grant and Sherman and 
Thomas and Sheridan, were differently 
armed from the men who followed Wash- 
ington and Mad Anthony Wayne and 
Greene in 1776 to 1782. They were 
drilled in different tactics, but the 
spirit that drove them to victory was 
the same, We saw Appomattox crown the 
four years of doubtful struggle in 1865, be- 
cause the men who wore the blue and fol- 
lowed Grant had in them the same lift to 
lofty and generous action that those had 
who under Washington saw the six years 
of the revolutionary struggle end in the vic- 
tory at Yorktown. 

“ And now should there happen, which I 
not only earnestly hope, but believe never 
will happen, should this country ever be- 
come engaged in another serious war the 
tactics will be different, the weapons used 
will be small caliber, high power, smokeless 
powder rifles; there will be no longer the 
old elbow to elbow touch: the fighting must 
be in open order; the drili’will be different, 
too. If victory comes, and I am sure it will 
come, it will come because the sone have in 
them the stuff out of which the sires were 
made. 

“ Back of the material, and greater than 
the material, lies the moral. You have won 
here in peace; we as a nation have 
wor in peace because we have achieved the 
matérial successes that have raised us so 
high through the development of the indi- 
vidual character of the individual citizen. 


Intellect Is Not All. 


“ Intellect is a good thing, bodily strength 
is a good thing, but what counts in the long 
run is character—character into which en- 
ter as the fundamental elements honesty, 
courage, and common renee. 

“S80, Gov. Gordon, in thanking you for 
giving me the chance to be present today atia 
to greet these, the business men of Cincin- 
nati, I congratulate you and them. I con- 
gratulate your great and mighty city upon 
its past, upon: its future, upon its maferial 
well being, and above a!l upon that which 
its well being depends, upon the qualities of 
character that make good and strong citizen- 
ship everywhere in this, our land.” 


Cheers Tribute to McKinley. - 


President Roosevelt was interrupted by en- 
thusiastic demonstrations when he referred 
to McKinley, and later to Senator Foraker, 
and especially to the proposed Ohio river im- 
provements. 

After the meeting the president shook 
hands with many of the business men who 
had occupied the stage and was escorted to 
his carriage, which had been filled with 
flowers in his absence. 

The same scenes as in the day were re- 
enacted during the night trip to the festival 
grounds and President Roosevelt's speech 
was received enthusiastically. After the ad- 
dress the presidential party resumed the trip 
to Detroit. 


GIRLS ON STRIKE. 


Boxmakers Quit Work to En- 
force Their Demands for 
Better Conditions. 


CAR MEN URGE ACTION. 


Employes of South Side Trolley 
Lines Carry Fight to Man- 
ager MeCulloeh. 


Three thousand girls and 175 men went 
on strike in the various folding box fac- 
tories of the city last night. For four days 
they waited for their employers to grant 
them an increase in wages, and when it was 
not granted they walked out. 

The girls formed a union two weeks ago 
at Horan’s hall and& added over 400 to their 
membership last Thursday night. Their 
hours are too long and their pay is toosmaill, 
they say. . The union demand ranges from 
$13 to $21 a week. Strikes were declared 
last Wednesday in the plants of J. W. Sefton 
& Co., the Pictorial Box company, the Chi- 
cago Label and Box company, and the 
Schroder Manufacturing company.

Car Men Demand a Strike. 

The employés of the Chicago City railway 
company held a stormy meeting last night. 
The radical element demanded a strike un- 
less the management of the road immediate- 
ly reinstates the forty men discharged at 
the repair shops, State and Twentieth 
streets, during the last week. Despite the 
ery of “strike,” the conservatives were 
strong enough to postpone any definite ac- 
tion. 

It was decided to call a special ‘strike 
meeting’ for Wednesday night, and the ex- 
ecutive committee of the union was ordered 
to visit General Manager McCulloch before 
that time and attempt to induce him to re- 
instate the men. If he does not do this, a 
strike may be called, to take effect Thursday 
morning. 

The strike, should it be called, will affect 
all of the 300 shop men and practically all 
of the 2,000 electric trainmen. The cable 
men are not affected directly. 


Drug Employes Organized. 
Employés of the wholesale drug houses of 
the city have been secretly organized by 
representatives of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor and a union of 570 members has 


been established. Better hours and higher 


wages will be demanded. Most of the mem- 
bers of the new union are employed by 
Truax, Greene & Co., Lord, Owen & Co., 
Morrisson, Plummer & Co., Fuller & Fuller, 
Robert Stevenson & Co., and Peter Van 
Schaack & Co. 
‘Freight Handlers Active 

The freight handlers. have begun a\cam- 
paign on the nonunion men employed in the 
various freighthouses of the city. On the 
doors of the Baltimore and Ohio sheds signs 
have been chalked up, reading: ‘“ Union 
door ’’ and ‘‘ None but union men here.”’ All 
doors not marked were singled out by union 
teamsters, who refused to deliver or cart 
from them. The same method will be used 
in other freighthouses.” 


New Scheme for Co-operation. 

The Trades Union Codéperative and Pro- 
tective association was formally launched 
yesterday. Cards were distributed through- 
out the city asking all in favor of such a 
move to meet on Monday, Sept. 20, at 79 East 
Randolph stréet. Thomas Nelson, business 
agent of the Parcel. and Delivery Express 
Drivers’ union, called the meeting. .The ob- 
ject of this association is to bring all unions 
into closer connection by codperative work. 

Fight on President Menche. 

The Chicago federation will take a stand 
against the present officers of the Illinois 
State Federation of Labor. The local lead- 
ers declare that President Menche of the 
state body has fought them at every turn. 


FAIRBANKS HITS FREE TRADE. 


Senator in Opening Speech of Indiana 
Campaign Makes Tariff the Prin- 
cipal Issue. 


‘Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 20.—[{Special.J— 
The republicans of Indiana opened the fall 
campaign today with speeches by prominent 
members of the party in every congressional 
district. Besides Senator Fairbanks and 
Senator Beveridge and other Indiana men, 
Congressmen Cannon of Illinais and Gros- 
venor of Ohio delivered speeches. 

. Senator Fairbanks spoke at Anderson to- 
night, and this afternoon he made a short 
speech at Newcastle. His Anderson speech 
is regarded as the keynote of the campaign. 
Senator Beveridge spoke at South Bend to- 
night, it being his first address since his re- 
turn from the west, 

In his Anderson speech tonight Senator 
Fairbanks made the tariff the dominant 
note of the campaign. He quoted the state 
democratic platform, and in replying to it 
said in part: 7 

“ Those who give note to current’ events 
will readily recognize a striking similarity 
between conditions prevailing in 1892 and 
now. They will recall Gen. Harrison's last 
annual message, submitted to the congress 
in December, 1892. He called attention to 
the fact that our commerce had attained un- 
precedented proportions. 

“The democratic party faithfully set 
about the overthrow of the McKinley law, 
which was the embodiment of the policy of 
protection, and the substitution thérefor of 
the democratic free trade policy. Commercial 
paralysis, bankruptcy, loss, and distress sure- 
ly and swiftly followed. 

“Shall history repeat itself? Shall we 
overthrow the Dingley law, which was enact- 
ed as the concreté expression of the repub- 
lican principle of protective tariff, and sub- 
substitute for it a free trade measure? 
Think you that this can be done without re- 
peating history? 

The republican party may be relied upon 
to modify tariff schedules whenever their 
modification is demanded in the interest of 
sound and wholesome industry and com- 
merce, and the modification will never be 
made to destroy, but to build up.” 


RUMOR OF ANTI-YATES REVOLT. 


Stubblefield and Others Said to Be Plan- 
ning a Manifesto Against the 
Governor and Hopkins. 


State Senator George W. Stubblefield of 
Bioomington and four other state senators 
are said to be preparing a manifesto on the 
United States senatorship question.

Springfield, Ill., Sept. 
Yates today issued an order to heads of stat, 
institutions and departments directing thy 
mo compulsory political assegsmentg 
levied on state employés. The order ig ay 
follows: 

“To heads of institutions and depar. 
ments: 

“Charges have -been recently made that 
state employés are being subject to lowe 
assessments or compulsory 
political purposes in various state institutions 
and depaftments.. It has been further 
charged that all such employés are gi 
jected to such assessments, even to the milper 
employés, including serubwomen. The 
further charge is made that all such em 
ployés are subjected to dismissal from ther 
positions for failure to make such conti 


tions. 
“Tt have made investigation into this me> 


ter, so far as this administration is don- 


cerned, from all the information at my com- 
mand, and I find that in no institution or 
department has any woman ever been asked 
or allowed to contribute. I further find that 
in no institution or department has there 
been any such collection or invitation & 
contribute as may be construed into @ M- 
quirement. 


Finds “ Contributions Were Allowed.” 
do find, however, that in some institt 
tions contributions for political purposes 
have Deen allowed, in the case of male em- 
ployés above the grade of attendant or nurse, 
‘The state board of charities, in a report 
of their investigation of charges against the 
Illinois Bastern Hospital for the Insane at 
Kankakee, use the following language: 

“* While it appears that funds were col- 
lected from employés for political. purposes, 
there ig no evidence that any employé was 
ever required to contribute, or that he was 
discharged for failure to do so. Several of 
the employés examined, some of whom have 
been at the hospital for years, testified that 
they had never been called upon to contribute 
and have not done so, It is certain that no 
part of any empiloyé’s pay te withheld, for 
urder the regulations of this board, each em- 
ployé is paid by check the full amount due 
him, and the check so issued is delivered to 
him. A comparison of the pay rolls with 
these checks canceled and returned through 
the banks, properly indorsed, can be madeat 
any time. 


Exaggeration Is Charged. 

“There is no question but that the extent 
of these contributions has been grossly ex- 
aggerated, as well as the effect such practice 
has upon the care and management of the 
hospital. Not one dollar is given that could 
or would have gonerto care for the insane 
or helpless wards of the state. 


.** Your board has no desire to tnterfere in 


any way with the privilege which every cit- 
izen has of contributing money for the pur- 
pose of promoting the interests of the polit- 
ical party to which he-belongs., It is of the 
opinion, however, that the superintendent 
should not permit the collection of funds for 
palitical purposes, from employés, where 
such action may be construed by them as 
a requirement to give contrary to their own 
free inclinations and desires.”’ 


Orders the Levies Stopped. 

“It is my earnest desire that the spirit 
of the above recommendation apply to, and 
control in, all institutions and departments 
of the state government; and accordingly it 
is hereby ordered: 

“1. That there be no compulsory politi- 
eal contribution or levy of assessment for 
political purposes of any kind at any time. 

“2. That no person be permitted to collect 
or réceive any contribution against the will 
of the contributor. } 

“3. That no employés be discharged os 
suspended for failure to make contributions 


Have Right to Contribute. 

“4. That. this order is not to be construed 
to in any way interfere with the undoubted 
right of employés to contribute volusrly, 
and of their own free will and accord, forte 
support of their respective party orgamiaa- 
tions, candidates, and campaigns. 

“5. That if any employé discharged sme 
Jan. 15, 1901, shall claim that he has De® 
dismissed solely for failure to make political, 
contributions, you forthwith cause invest.

the employé, provided he is competent, hom 
est, of good habits, and attentive to duty. 

“6. That, on the other hand, no Inefficient, 
inhumane, or insubordinate employé shall 0¢ 
allow@i to hide tbehind or take advantag?

Finding of Young’s Trunk in 
Chicago with Evidence Fur- 
nishes Final Link. 


MAN STILL IN NEW YORK. 


Seen on Broadway During After- 
noon — Woman’s Diamonds 
Taken from Pawnshop. 


New York, Sept. 20.—-[Special. ]—The trunk 
which William Hooper Young, the murderer 
ef Mrs. Anna Nelson Pulitzer, shipped to 
Chicago by the Wells-Fargo express Thurs- 
day night, was opened in that city today. It 
contained the final proof of Young's crime. 

In the trunk were Mrs. Pulitzer’s clothing, 
a suit of clothes belonging to Young, a pawn 

- tieket showing that he had pawned her dia- 
mond earrings at William Simpson’s, 91 Park 
row, on Wednesday, and a blood stained 
dirk, which was probably the weapon he used 
{n inflicting the wound that killed her. 


Young Seen During Afternoon. 

The contents of the trunk are good evi- 
dence, in the opinion of the police, that 
Young had no intention of following it to 
Chicago. They say Young is still in the 
city, or at any rate not far fromit. He left 

the Clarence apartment house Thursday 
evening with two bundles under his arm, 
and probably planned to hide himself in this 
city. 

Augustus J. Powers, president of the En- 
‘terprise Engraving company, informed the 
-police tonight that he had seen Young, whom 
he knew well by sight, in Herald square this 
afternoon. 

Some of the police express the belief that 
Young is still in the precinct and is being 
protected by an alleged Mormon secret so- 
clety, which they say was supposed to have 
been broken up by the United States secret 
service. 


May Have Written Confession. 
Young is believed to have sent a letter to 


one of his brothers confessing the murder 
of Mrs. ‘Pulitzer and explaining his motives. 


In his father’s apartments a portion of a 


draft of a letter was discovered. It wasin 


-> Young’s handwriting and was written with 


a pencil. In the letter Young speaks of 


_ members of his family with much bitterness; 


especially does he denounce his father, who 
has now come to his defense. Healso makes 


’ vague reference to some contemplated crime 


and flight from the country. 

Four Mormon missionaries, Clarence 
Snow, Lawrence Taylor, J. L. Woods, and 
John R. Porter, who have been occupying 


' part of the Young apartments, deny that 


Hocper Young is a Mormon. They lived 
in rooms mot connected with the ones in 
which the woman was killed. They say 
they were all in the apartments Tuesday 
night and heard nothing unusual. 


Find Diamonds in Pawnshop. 


The police located Mrs. Pulitzer’s earrings 
at Simpson’s pawnshop. They gota descrip- 
tion of the man who pawned them Wednes- 
day afternoon that fitted Young accurately. 

The earrings were taken to police head- 
quarters. Joseph Pulitzer, the woman’s hus- 
band, was summoned. At the first glance he 
said: 

*““Those are Anna’s earrings. They are the 
ones that she wore when she left me last 
Tuesday night.”’ 

Zoung pawned Mrs. Pulitzer’s earrings 
arly Wednesday afternoon. Undoubtedly 
“he spent the morning preparing the body 
of-the woman for removal that night, and 
‘then came downtown with the earrings and 
went to Hoboken to hire a conveyance in 
which to take the body out to the canal, 
where he concealed it. Young got $60 on the 
earrings. He gave the name of Steiner and 
said he lived at 439 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-third street. 


Say Motive Was Robbery. 

The finding of the earrings completes the 
case against Young. While medical men 
who have been called into the case say the 
brutal way in which Young butchered his 
victim indicates that he is a degenerate, and 
that he took a keen delight in treating the 
body as he did, the police say all the acts 
indicate that robbery inspired the murder. 

Mrs. Pulitzer was fond*of making a show 
of clothing and jewelry. Young often saw 
Mrs. Pulitzer, and the police say he probably 
marked her for a victim long ago. —

were found in a trunk, which arrived at the 
Polk street offices of the Wells-Fargo Ex- 
press company early yesterday morning. The 
contents of the trunk give to the police a 
convincing clew in explanatign of the mur- 
der of Mrs. Pulitzer in New York, whose 
body was found in the Morris canal, just 
outside of Jersey City, last Thursday. 

The Chicago police were notified) by Chief 
of Detectives Titus of New-York to watch for 
the arrival of the trunk, and it had:scarcely 
reached the Polk street depot over the Erie 
road when Lieut. Rohan and two detectives 
were at the express office, waiting for the 
owner to claim the baggage. It was con- 
signed to ““C. 8. Eiling,’”’ but as’ no such 
name is in the Chicago directory, the con- 
clusion was that.the name was fictitious. 

During the torenoon Chief cf Police O’ Neill 
held a conversation over the telephone with 
Chief of Detectives Titus in New York, the 
latter asking that the trunk be shipped back 
to New York at once without being opened. 
The request came too late, however, as the 
express officials, in the presence of Lieut. 
Rohan and the’ detectives, had unlocked the 
trunk, examined the contents, resealed it, 
and prepared it for reshipment. . The trunk 
Was sent back to New York at 3:40 p. m. 
over the Erie road. ; 

Every effort was made by the police and 
the express company officials to conceal the 
fact that the trunk had arrived in Chicago. 


At first it was thought tha’ some one might 


call to claim* the trunk, bu his theory was 
abandoned later on, it belng reasoned the 
fact that the trunk had been shipped to 
Chicago had been given too much publicity. 

It is now believed that the person who 
shipped the trunk intended to abandon it to 
the express company. At the end of six 
months it would have been sold as “ un- 
claimed baggage,’’ but by that time the 
murder would have been an old story. 

The examination of the trunk’s contents 
was thorough enough to satisfy the police 
that no mistake had been made by the New 
York police in announcing that Young was 
the murderer of Mrs. Pulitzer. The piles 
of letters addressed to Young, nearly all 
of them having been written by-women, con- 
vineced the police that he was shipper 
of the trunk. None of the letters was read, 
the express officials feeling that-they were 
not warranted in going further with the ex- 
amination. 
Dagger a Telling Clew. 

The blood stained dagger was considered 
another strong link in the evidence against 
Young. Mrs. Pulitzer was killed by a knife 
thrust in the abdomen and by blows on the 
head which could scarcely have done more 
than render her unconscious. The police 
found a knife in Young’s apartmentsin New 
York City, but there were no stains of blood 
on the weapon. 

Among the articles of clothing found in 
the trunk were a linen petticoat marked with 
the initials ‘‘ A. P.,’’ a chemise marked “' A. 
K., and a corset cover bearing the name of 
Pulitzer. _ The initials ‘‘ A. K.’’ are sup- 
posed to represent the name of Annie Kings- 
ton, by which Mrs. Pulitzer was sometimes 
known. There also was a pawn ticket show- 
ing that one ‘ Steiner’’ had pledged a pair 
of earrings to a New York money lender. 

The trunk, which now becomes the chief 
piece of evidence in the murder case, is a 
new one of cheap make, probably costing not 
more than $5. It is cloth covered, with a 
flat top and brass lock, and its sides are 
bound with wooden slats. It bore no marks 
of previous travel, and its contents evidently 
had been thrown in loosely without any at- 
tempt at packing. The shipping label bore 
the -inscription, **To be held until called 


Police See a Blunder. 


Disappointment was manifested by the po- 
lice over the fact that ‘the New York officials 
had announced the shipment of the trunk to 
Chicago.

Has Relatives in Chicago. 


Although Young has relatives in Chicago: 
the police do not believe that he intended io 
visit this city. Lillian Young, a half sister 
of the accused man, lives with the family of 
Nat C. Brigham at 1817 Aldine avenue. The 
Brigham family came to Chicago from Rock- 
ford, Ill, last July, and Miss Young came 


‘with them. At the house yesterday it was 


said she was absent frcem the city—where 
no one would say. 

“I have heard of William Hooper Young,” 
said Mr. Brigham, ‘‘but only indirectly, since 
he was 3 years ofage. His hgif sister, Miss

Coal Held a Necessity, to Which 
All Are Entitled Alike— 
Strikers Firm. 


New York, Sept. 
ment ownership of the coal mines and the 
railroads connected with them was demand-, 
} ed in resolutions at an open air massmeet- 
ing, attended by 10,000 persons, in Madison 
Square tonight. The resolution read in part: 

“The time has come when no individual 
or corporation may longer be allowed to re- 
main in sole ownership and control of a 
prime necessity of life for the whole people. 


Call It the Only Solution. 

** We declare in favor of collective owner- 
ship and operation by the people of the coal 
mines and the railways dependent on them 
as the only way out of the present state of 
social war between a few capitalists who 
own all the means of production and the 
masses of the toiling people who use them— 
the only way to secure to each worker the 
full product of his labor.’ 

The meeting, which was organized by 
the Central Federated union, was addressed 
by John Mitchell, president of the United 
Mine Workers, and Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of Labor. 


Mitchell Still Confident. 


President Mitchell, in his address, said, in 
Part: 

** I believe that if the coal trust had known 
three months ago that in order to crush the 
miners of the anthracite region it would 
have to crush the American people its lead- 
ers would not have refused to extend fair 
treatment to the workers. 

**I wish to say to the American public that 
the mineworkers will never return to the 
mines until they are treated as every Amer- 
ican workingman should be. This is astrike 
for living wages; it is a strike for sufficient 
wage)to enable the people to live. 

“The strikers can and will stand firm all 
winter if necessary. There has been no

President Mitchell said the miners are still 
willing to submit their demands to arbitra- 
tion and to abide by the decision of the ar- 
bitrators.

INCENDIARY FIRES IN FLATS: 
MANY FAMILIES IN DANGER. 


Three Attempts Are Made to Burn the 
Morton and Suffield Apartment 
Buildings on the South Side. 


Three mysterious attempts to fire south 
side apartments, two within twenty-four 
hours, have caused much uneasiness among 
tenants in the Morton and Suffield flats. 
Thus far there is little clew to the incendiary. 

The attempt to fire the Suffield, which is 
at Bighteenth street and Wabash avenue, 

as made shortly before 8 o'clock last night. 

hree tomato cans filled with gasoline were 
found in the rear of the buiiding. The oil 
tad been ignited, and a lively blaze started. 
An alarm was turned in, and the fire de- 
partment succeeded in extinguishing the 
tlames without material loss. 

The other building attacked by the in- 
cendiary is the Morton, at Kighteenth street 
and Michigan avenue. Twice an effort was 
made to fire it, but both failed. 

The first attempt occurned on Sept. 8 at 4 
o'clock in the morning. A’young man living 
in the Eighteenth street'side of the building 
was returning from work .at that hour and 
found a half gallon can of oil and much paper 
afire on the third story landing. 

At 6 o'clock Friday evening some of the 
children in the same section of the building 
discovered another can of oil and much paper 
absaze on the top ianding. Other tenants 
going out at the same time noticed a roughly 
dressed man rush from the entrance and dis- 
appear. 

Alderman Coughlin. who lives in the Mor- 
ton flats, said fast night that he was con- 
vinced that some one was trying to burn the 
building. 

“This attempt to destroy the Suffield,” he 
said. “leaves no doubt in my mind that an 
incendiary is at work. It is time for people 
to be on their guard. There might be a ter- 
rible loss of life if either of these buildings 
should be set on fire at night after the occu- 


pants had retired.” .

CHARGES A POISON PLOY? 


WOMAN HAS V. K. MORRIS AND 
MRS. P. L. RITCHIE ARRESTED. 
Accuser Says She Is Mrs. V. K. Morris 
and That Her Husband and a Board- 
er Conspired to Kill Her—Relates 
How She Was Made Ill by Food, 
Which Analysis Showed Contained 
Deadly Drug—All Reside at 21 Pine 

Street. 


Declaring that she was the victim of of a 
plot to poison her, a woman calling herself 
Mrs. V. K. Morris last night secured war- 
rants for Vierling K. Morris and Mrs. P. L. 
Ritchie. Morris ves at 21. Pine street and 
Mrs. Ritchie and ther husband are boarders 
in the house. The man and woman were ar- 
rested by Detectives McCarthy and Rohan, 
Mrs. Ritchie being released later on bonds. 
Both deny the charge. 

The story Mrs. Morris teljs is as follows: 
A month ago she was taken violently ill 
after eating dinner. Suspecting that some- 
thing was wrong with the food of which she 
had partaken, she took it to a medical col- 
lege, where she had it analyzed, and was 
told, she says, that it cofitained poison. 
She says the physician told her the poison 
had been injected into the sweet potatoes. 
Her 3 year old son, she says, was not 
allowed to partake of the potatoes by Mr. 
Morris. She asserts that she started to give 
the boy some of the potatoes, but Mr. Morris 
said the child did not.want any of the food, 
and, taking him from the table, placed him 
in bed. 

Mrs. Ritchie, she declares, was a party to 
the conspiracy. , 

At the East Chicago avenue station last 
night Morris laughed at the charge. 

‘Tl am surprised at my arrest,”’ said he. 
‘‘The woman’s name is Clemmie Jackson. 
I have known her for five years and have-had ° 
her in my employ as a housekeeper. I can- 
not account for her actions other than that 
her mind is affected. She has acted queerly 
of late. Recently she asked me for money, 
and when I did not pay her she secured these 
warrants. I scarcely know Mrs. Ritehie.”’ 

Mrs. Ritchie was unwilling to discuss the 
case. 

‘**T know little of either the man or the 
woman,” said she. “ lalways addressed her 
as Mrs. Morris. I understand she has an 
idea that I am in Iove with Mr. Morris. If 
she has, she had better get rid of it, forlam 
a married woman and love my husband and 
never spoke a dozen words to Morris in my 
life. 

‘* As for the poisoning, I know nothing of 
it. A month ago Mrs. Morris told me her 
son was suffering from poison, but she did 
not state at the time that she suspected any 
one.”’ 

Mr. Morris is a real estate dealer, with an 
office at 140 Dearborn street. Ritchie is a 
foreman ina box factory in Illinois*street. 


PLANS NEW ART BUILDING 
FOR CHICAGO EXHIBITIONS. 


Associated Societies’ Action Follows Re- 
fusal to Allow Their Pictures to Be 
Shown in Institute. 


Having been refused permissiom to give 
an exhibition -at the Art institute next 
March the society of Associated Arts has 
decided to secure a building and fill it with 
productions of its members. In addition to 
the proposed exhibition the society has 
started a fund for the erection of a building 
which shall be Known as the national Art 
museum. Forty thousand dollars has been 
pledged already. 

The society. broadened the scope of its 
efforts yesterday at its monthly meeting in 
the Masonic temple. After a long sten- 
ographic report of the meeting with Director 
French of the Art institute, at which the 
request for space in the building next spring 
had been read, the society adopted resolu- 
tions to erect a building and declaring the 
Art institute conducted on “ narrow and 
prejudiced lines.” 

In addition the society decided to establish 
a permanent sales department at which the 
work of artists from every part of the coun- 
try may be exhibited for sale. 

‘Our membership is increasing rapidly,” 
said Treasurer Van Ness. ‘* We had thirty 
applications at the meeting today. These 
came from Munich, Paris, Vienna, London, 
New York, and San Francisco.”

Police Recover $5,000 Worth 
Stuff—Some Is Identi- 
fied as Stolen. 


THREE MEN ARE TAKEN, 


Grand Rapids Furniture Com-

Five thousand dollats’ worth of costly fure 
niture, rugs, curtains, and bric-4-brac was 
seized by the police of the Desplaines street 
station in a flat at Center avenue and West 
Twelfth street yesterday while an express 
wagon was standing at the curb ready ta 
cart the stuff away for shipment to Indiana. 

The police say the plece is a fence for 
stolen goods, and to bear out their state- 
ment most of the furniture was identified as 
property stolen on July 14 from the big ware- 
house of the Grand Rapids Furniture com- 
pany at Madison street and Oakley avenue. 
The other articles are piled up at the Warren 
avenue station awaiting identification. 

Sergeant Thomas O;}Malley of the Des< 
plaines street station-and Detectives M. and 
P. L. Mulvihill made the raid. They had to 
draw their revolvers before they were able 
to carry out their work. 


Search for Edward Rohlfing. < 


William Steubner, Emanuel Farnadey, and 
Frank Waldner were arrested. The last 
named is an expressman. ~The police are 
searching for Edward Rohlfing, supposed to 
be the leader of the gang. He is thought to 
be with his wife. Both will be arrested on 
sight.

It had been 
noticed that costly stuff was delivered there 
more frequently than is customary at flats 
in that part of the city, and this awakened 
suspicion. A watch was kept for, several 
days, and then it was decided to make a 
raid. \ 


O’Malley Talks of the Raid. 


“This is undoubtedly cne of the biggest 
fences which has come to the attention of 
the police for some time,’ said Sergt. O’ Mal- 
ley. ‘‘ Rohlfing and his wife probably re- 
ceived information of the intended raid, but 
we will get them both. One of the men 
under arrest told us that the property was 
to be shipped to Indiana. It will probably 
develop that other booiy has been shipped 
from the state and disposed of in the west.”

weaith, and thus to the nation’s wealth, it is 
more important that he be protected as a 
producer than as a consumer. 


Producer to Be Protected First. 

“The republican party, therefore, takes 

the ground that if the product of his labor is 
protected he will be able to protect himself 
with the proceeds. The.opposition party has 
always taken the other view. It has legis- 
lated avowedly in the tnterest of the con- 
sumer, and on the theory that it matters lit- 
tle what he sells his labor at provided he can 
-buy cheap. It has invited the unrestricted 
importation of the products of foreign labor 
and has levied thereon only such duties as 
were deemed necessary for purposes of reve- 
nue. It has again and again declared that 
the whole protective policy is unconstitu- 
. tional. 
+ “ And now I want to stop long enough to 
refer to the historic effect of the application 
‘of these divergent schools of economic 
‘thought. We have established a vastly 
‘higher standard of living in America than 
in any other cquntry of earth. Comparing 
class with class, American artisans with for- 
eign artisans, American clerks with foreign 
clerks, and American-day laborers with for- 
eign day laborers, our people live in better 
houses, wear better clothes, spend more 
‘money for educatién, put more and better 
carpets on their floors, more pianos, organs, 
-gnd furniture in their homes than do the 
people of any other country. And the reason 
lies in the fact that the American toiler, in 
whatsoever field, receives better compensa- 
‘tion and, therefore, becomes a much larger 
consumer; and, being the largest consumer 
in the world, he affords his brother American 
toiler the best market in the world. 

“For nearly a century we have struggled 
for commercial independence. We have 
builded, advanced, improved during every 
period when we have had a tariff for pro- 
tection, and our industries have gone to 
pieces every time, and always, when we have 
had a tariff for revenue only. | 

“TI always carry with me during a cam- 
paign the historic proof that the best times 
ever produced by a tariff for revenue only 
was the period between 1893 and 1897; and 
the reason for this lies in the fact that the 
Wilson-Gorman bill did violence to the plat- 
form on which the congress which enacted 
the bill was elected. The opposition plat- 
form of 1892 contained this language: 

_“*We declare it to be a fundamental 

principle of the democratic party that the 
federal government has no constitutional 
power to impose and collect tariff duties ex- 
sept for the purpose of revenue only.” 


Pays a Tribute to Cleveland. 

“This platform, you will see, declares not 
only that the protective policy is unwise but 
that the protective principle is unconstitu- 
tional. Nevertheless, several schedules in 
the Wilson-Gorman bill were protective. 
There was, in fact, so much protection in the 
bill that the then president, who sincerely be- 
lieved in the platform on which he was elect- 


ed, and was conscientiously opposed toany . 


protection whatever, refused to sign the bill. 
If I remember his language correctly, he de- 
nounced it as being ‘ full of perfidy and dis- 
honor.’ In this I do not criticise him. Ihave 
a high personal regard for Grover Cleveland 
and a sincere admiration for his devotion to 
principle. Believing in the democratic plat- 
form of 1892, he allowed the bill to become a 
law without his signature. 

“ So I repeat, for 100 years we have fought 
on and on and on, now advancing, now re- 
ceding, now building factories, lighting fur- 
naces, establishing mills, opening mines; and 
then, by a defeat at the polis and the inaugu- 
ration of a*tariff for revenue only, our fur- 
maces have been extinguished, our factories 
closed, and labor has gone on the streets to 
beg. 

What Protection Has Done. 


We have. finally attained commercial 
independence and have an annual balanwe 
of trade in excess of $500,000,000. We pro- 
duce more food than any other country in 
the world. We not only feed ourselves, but 
we annually export $500,000,000 worth with 
which to feed the world. For many years 
we had little to seli abroad except food prou- 
ucts, but under a protective policy we have 
built up our manufacturing interests uniil 
now our factories turn out more in value 
than all the shops and all the factories of 
any other two countries on the map by more 
than $3,000,000,000. 

“ We now have a surplus of manufactures 
as well as food products, and the ali im- 
portant question confronting us is, What 
shalt we do with’it? The world having had 
need of our food products and having had 
& great surplus of manufactures, which 
during our period of development we were 
unable to produce, has been kind tous. Now 
we have both to spare, and that fact is quite 
certain to cause something quite as pro- 
nounged as a * healthy rivairy.' Europe !s 
full of factories and its people believe them- 
' Selves quite competent to manufacture for 
themselves. Unless we can show superior 
geods or greater dispatch in filling orders 
we will have no easy time in putting our 
surplus. on the European market. 


Where Markets Are Needed. 


“ We are making better engines than are 
made eleewhere, and hence we find the Amer- 
ican engine on every continent. We make 
better agricultural implements than others, 
and are able to market them under every 
sky. We make the best sewing machines 
in the world, and we send them to every 
country where clothes are worn. And so I 
might enlarge the list. But for the more 
common.articies of manufacture, like iron 
and steel and glass, and the product of 
the loom and the spindle, we need more 
markets. In fact, we must have them: forif 
the ability of our people to consume should be 
materially checked eithgr by probonged and 
acrimonious tariff agitation or by failure 
of crops, we will be confronted with a 
surplus, and labor will again seek employ- 
mentinvain. ~- 

** Need I go further in the argument? If 
I have made my premises clear the con- 
clusion is irresistible. Il am not advocating 
opening our markets to unrestricted trade of 
foreign countries. That must never be so 
much as thought of. That would not assist 
us in finding a foreign market for ourselves. 
When you go to buy a carpet or a suit of 
clothes or a dress pattern do you inquire 
whether it was made in a country that has 
given us free access in its markets? No, 
you inquire only where you can get the best 
article for the least momey, and the same 
question is asked by the importer. No, I 
am not making a free trade argument. 


Makes Plea for Reciprocity. 


“IT am simply making as strong an argu- 
ment as I am able to formulate in favor of 
swapping trade privileges. And I have 


secant regard for the political sagacity of 


the man who is unwilling to swap trade 
privileges, but is willing to give ours away. 
No republican asks an exchange of free mar- 
“kets, but simply exchange of reduced 
retes of duty.

certain treaties were prepared and signed 
during Mr. McKinley's first term. They 
have not beeh ratified. Before referring 
generally to the merits of one or two of these 
treaties I want to call attention to the fact 
that the republican platform has deelared in 
favor of reciprocity and the then president 
authorized these treaties. No one supposes 
for a moment that William McKinley did this 
without knowing of their contents and with- 
out approving them in detail. 


Quotes McKinley’s Last Speech. 
“Now, I want to emphasize the fact that the 
last speech made by that herognd statesman 
was his first and prelimigary speech prepar- 
atory to an aggressive movement in favor of 
their ratification. I doubt if a speech was 
sever misrepresented as much as that one has 
been. The opposition papers throughout the 
country seized upon it as a declaration in 
favor of tariff revision. There are not three 
consecutive sentences that permit of such a 
construction. I am going to read that por- 
tion of the speech which bears upon foreign 
trade relations. I wish it could be reprinted 
in every newspaper in America and that 
every American citizen would read it. He‘ 
says: 

“My Fellow Citizens: Trade statistics indicate 
that this country is in a state of unexampled proa- 
perity. The figures are almost appalling. They 
show that we are utilizing our flelds, and forests, 
and mines and that we are furnishing profitable 
employment to the millions ‘of workingmen 
throughout’the United States, bringing comfort and 
happiness to their homes and making it possible 
to lay by savings for old age and disability, That 
all the people are participating in this great pros- 
perity is seen in every American community and 
shown by enormous and unprecedented deposits [mn 
our savings banks. | 

‘* We have a vast and intricate business built up 
through years of toil and struggle in which every 
part of the country has its stake, which will not 
permit of either neglect or of undue selfishness. 
No narrow, sordid policy will subserve it. The 
greatest skill and wisdom on the part of manu- 
facturers and producers will be required to hold 
and increase it. Our industrial enterprises, which 
have grown to such great proportions, affect the 
homes and occupations of the people and the wel- 
fare of the country. 


Enlightened Policy Is Needed. 


‘* Our capacity to produce has developed 80 enor- 
mously and our products have so multiplied that 
the problem of more markets requires our urgent 
and immediate attention. Only a broad and en- 
lightened policy .will keep what we have. No 
other policy will get more. In these times of 
marvelous business energy and gain we ought to 
be looking to the future, strengthening the weak 
places in our industrial and commercial system, 
that we may be ready for any storm orstrain. By 
sensible trade arrangements which will not inter- 
rupt our home production we shall extend the out- 
lets for’ our increasing surplus. 

‘‘A mutual exchange of commodities is manifestly 
essential to the continued healthful growth of our 
export trade, We must not repose in fancied se- 
curity that we can forever sell everything and buy 
little or nothing. If such a thing were possible it 
would not be the best for us or for those with whom 
we deal. We should take from our customers such 
of their products as we can use withdut harm to 
eur industries and !abor. 


* Reciprocity the Natural Result. 


‘ Reciprocity is the natural growth of aur won- 
derful industrial development under the domestic 
policy “now firmly established. What we produce 
beyond our domestic consumption must have a 
vent abroad. The excess must be relieved through 
a foreign outlet, and we should sell everywhere 
we can_,and buy wherever the buying wiil enlarge 
our sales and productions, and thereby make a 
greater demand for home labor. 

“The period of exclusiveness is past. The ex- 
_pansion of our trade and commerce is the press- 
ing problem, Commercial wars are unprofitable. 
A policy of good will and friendly trade relations 
will prevent reprisals. Réeciprocity treaties are 
in harmony with the spirit of the times: measures 
of retaliation are not. 

** If, perchance, some of our tariffs are no longer 
needed for revenue or to encourage and protect 
our industries at home, why should they not be 
employed to extend and promote our markets 


What the Speech Advocated. 


*“ Where, | say, is there a word about tar- 
iff revision? * if, perchance, some of our tar- 
iff are no longer needed for revenue or to 
encourage and protect our industries at 
home, why should they not be employed to 
extend and promote our markets abread”?’ 
He does not say, why should they not be re- 
moved—thrown away. What he does say 
is,‘ Why should they not be employed to ex- 
tend and promote our markets abroad?’ You 
eannot employ them by removing them 
gratuitously. | 

* He explains how. 

*** Reciprocity treaties,” he says; ‘are in 
harmony with the spigit of the times.’ Reci- 
procity treaties are the means pointed out 
by William McKinley for using these ‘ ho 
jJonger needed tariffs to extend our trade 
abroad.’ That is the whole import of that 
speech; and in it he gave notice that he pro- 
posed to use every honorable means to secure 
the ratification of those treafies. 

“The fact that William McKinley was in 
favor of these treaties is not sufficient. No 
man's judgment in this country is a guar- 
anty of the wisdom of a measure. But I in- 
piet that am in pretty company wnen 
i urge on this audience the soundmess of the 
protective principle and the wisdom of the 
reciprocity policy outiined in republican 
piatforms for more than a decade. 


Treaty with Argentina Explained. 


“I now want to refer to the terme of just 


the United States shatl admit the wool, the 
hides, and the sugar from Argentina at a 
rate of duty 20 per cent below the regular 
Dingley tarfff, and in consideration of this 
reduction Argentina is to give us 50 per 
cent reduction from its regular tariff sched- 
ules on canned salmon, lobsters, corn, succo- 
tash, tomatoes, apples, dried afd evaporated 
fruits, paraffin wax, and windmills, and 20 
per cent reduction on bacon, oatmeal, 
cracked wheat and hominy, and other cereal 
foods, and on certain kinds of twine and 
cotton rope, We are also to have certain 
advantages on a large number of manu- 
factures of wood. Similar treaties were 
drawn with other countries. 

“Under the Dingley bill 20 per cent reduc- 
tion may be allowed by treacy duly ratified.. 
In other words, our minimum tariff under 
the Dingley act is 20 per cent below the reg- 
ular schedule. The minimum tariff in 
France varies on different items, but 
amounts to about 30 per cerit less than their 
regular tariff rates. 


Where Reduction Would Benefit, 


“ France has given a number of countries 
the advantage over us in its markets. The 
only way we can get equal concessions is to 
give it some little concession in our mar- 
kets. If We were to reduce our tariff rates 
ever so much it would not help. us over there. 
It would only help France over here, There 
can be no reciprocity in the transaction until 
we secure it by contract, by treaty. It sells 
special privileges in its markets for a con- 
sideration, and would never buy privileges in 
the American market if we stood ready to 
let every nation on earth into our markets 
free and without consideration. 

**So I repeat that I have scant regard for 
that statesmanship that will give trade privi- 
leges away and will refuse to sell them, I 
am the more emphatic in this because it 
takes a two-thirds vote to ratify a treaty, 
and the democratic party, first, last, and all 
the time, has denounced the whole policy of 
reciprocity. Unless they will consent there- 
to, ratification of these treaties cannot be 
obtained. 


Uncertainty a Trade Handicap. 

“And now one more reason why I am so 
anxious for the practical application of this 
policy. If I understand business men at all, 
they desire above al! things stability of con- 
ditions. As it is now, if a manufacturer un- 
dertakes to build up a tradein a foreign coun- 
try he is conscious all the time that as soon 
as he has it established it may be ruined by 
that country granting some rival country 
special advantages through a _ reciprocal! 
treaty. 

But when trade privileges in a foreign mar- 
ket are protected by treaty—by a solemn 
compact, signed, sealed, and delivered—our 
manufacturers will recognize that itis worth 
their while to make a campaign for the in- 
troduction of their products. 

‘Our manufacturer has a hard time at best 
establishing a foreign trade. In the first 
place, he pays higher wages than his rivals. 
In the next place, as soon as he crosses the 
sea and begins to build up his trade and of- 
fers his goods at a price that will insure a 
sale, he is confronted at home with the ac- 
cusation of selling cheaper abroad, and with 
a threat that his home market will be de- 
stroyed by the removal of the tariff. Foreign 
eountries do not: do this. They encourage 
their exporters, and these exporters are ex- 
pected to sell cheaper abroad than at home. 


French Sugar an [ilustration. 


“I have with me six sampies of sugar sent 
by Maj. William Williams of Ohio, special 
agent of the treasury department, resident 
in Paris. They were bought by his servant 
for use in his kitchen, and he paid therefor 
the equivalent of 10 cents a pound. That 
was in France, mark you, and this is ordinary 
granulated sugar. The wholesale price was 
above T cents. Yet France makes its own 
sugar, exports to the United States, pays 
$1.95 a hundred tariff duty, and then gells it 
at wholesale in this country for less than 3 
cents, In other words, the wholesale price 
for this sugar at the factory where made is 
7% cents. It is exported here, a duty of 2 
cents a pound paid thereon, and the whole- 
sale price is less than 5 cents, 

‘A year or so ago some manufacturers of 
chocolates in Holland imported their product 
to the United States and were charged with 
undervaluing it, The board of general ap- 
praisers at New York took sworn evidence 
as to the cost of manufactuing these choco- 
lates, and the evidence disclosed the fact 
that granulated sugar was worth at whole- 
sale in Holland 7% cents. Yet Holland ex- 
ports sugar to the United States, pays 2 cents 
a pound duty, and selis for less than 5. 
The sturdy Hollanders believe it is the part 
of statesmanship to encourage the export 


goods abroad cheaper than at home, 
Suggests a Plan for Cuba. 


‘And now a word with reference to reci- 
procity with Cuba. I leave the question of 
our obligations to Cuba for others to dis- 
cuss. The American people are not devoid 
of sentiment. They are not unmindful of the 
peculiar ties between them and the people 
of that little island whose fag went up amid 
the cheers of those who had been their pro- 
tectors and whose independence was as- 
sured and form of government outlined and 
authorized by the congress of the United 
States. 

** But I am speaking this evening from a 
business standpoint, and I sincerdly believe 
it is the part of business wisdom to make 
to the people of Cuba, not a present of 20 
or 25 per cent reduction, but an exchange 
of reductions. The amount of sugar pro- 
duced in Cuba, if admitted free, would not 
affect our markets. Neither am I here to 


trade, and they do not criticise for selling |. 


whether it will accrue to the advantage of 
the importer. They certainly ought to be 
able to harvest the benefits. 

** But I am speaking from our standpoint, 
and I know that we, a8 a people, can har- 
vest our benefits. And what are our benefits 
to be? It is proposed that the people of the, 
United States, in consideration of our con- 
cessions, shall have an advantage over évery 
other people of earth in all the Cuban mar- 
kets. We run a department store. Cuba 
has a fruit stand on the corner. We can 
afford to pay any price for a little candy and 
a few bananas if by so doing we can supply 
her household.”’ 


Problem of the Trusts. 


The secretary devoted the latter part of 
his address to a discussion of trusts and of 
the questions arising from the acquisition 
of the insular possessions following the war 
with Spain, which he termed “ the first great 
altruistic war of the world.”” Concerning 
trusts, he said: 

‘I am opposed to trusts. So are you. Bo 
are we all. But on what party does the re- 
sponsibility for their existence rest? Trusts 
existed in their original form in the '80s, and 
were so growing an evil during Cleveland's 
first term that a commission was appointed 
to investigate and report conditions obtain- 
ing in regard to them. This commission held 
its report until the closing days of the con- 
gressional term, and then recommended leg- 
islation against them as a legacy to suc- 
ceeding congresses. 

“During Harrison's administration John 
Sherman drafted the anti-trust law, the 
same law that our hero president is trying 
to enforce, It is our law. We drafted it. . 
President Harrison signed it, President Me- | 


‘Kinley stood for it, and President Roosevelt 


is enforcing it. The trusts have changed 
their methods and their organization to 
avoid that law. It is easy toresolve. It is 
easy to draft a platform condemning trusts, 
but it is not so easy to draft a law to over- 
come them. What has been done in that di- 
rection has been done by us.’’ 


Audience Sings “‘America.”’ 

Before taking up a discussion of the ques- 
tions arising from the results of the Spanish 
war Mr. Shaw called for a leader toa chorus 
of “America,’’ and while Col, O. F. Knight 
led the song, the thousands present joined 
in the strains. 3 

Then the speaker continued: 

“ There Was one occasion when a serious 
question was solved without partisanship, 
and that was when we sent a commission to 
Cuba to investigate and tell us of the con- 
dition of the reconcentrados. That commis- 
sion returned with its awful report, and 
members of all parties joined im the unani- 
mous appropriation for the first great al- 
truistic war of the world. We called on our 
little army of 260,000 men, and from the fields 
and the shops came the volunteers. They 
left their homes after seeding time, and, with 
the assistance cf a glorious navy, had 
whipped Spain and got back in time for 
harvest. 

‘One man of the commissidn of five sent 
to Paris to draft the treaty with Spain was 
a democrat, and he agreed to the terms of 
the treaty. Then when the treaty came 
before congress President McKinley and W. 
J. Bryan for the only time worked together 
to secure its ratification. We have provided 
for Cuba and Porto Rico, and are providing 
for the Philippines. 


Future in the Philippines. 


“T do not believe the people there are 
ready for self-government. The Filipino 
won't work and a man who won't work can 
never become a good American citizen. We 
are educating them now and trusting to the 
future for the solution of the problems they 
present. I don’t Know what we wil! do with 
them ultimately, and I would not forecast 
what we willdo. This I know, however, that 
so long as American blood runs red, so long 
will Ameriean people have liberty under the 
law. So long as the flag stands, so long it 


will stand for justice, and equatity, jand 
mercy. We will work out the problem some 
day.”’ 


The speaker closed with amappeal to young 
voters to start right on the grave questions 
confronting the American people, and an- 
other chorus led by Col. Knight closed the 
meeting. 

Talks of Henderson Affair. 


Secretary Shaw, accompanied by his secre- 
tary, Nathaniel Van Doren, arrived in Chi- 
cago at 5 o'clock in the afternoon over the 
Pennsylvania railway from Washington. He 
Was met at the train by James Pease and 
Congressmen Boutell and Foss. He was 
asked if the declination of Speaker Hender- 
son would have ahy effect on results in lowa. 

** Not ultimately.’’ he said. There will 
be no serious effect felt. Mr. Henderson was 
a popular man and it is to be regretted that 
he declined to run.” 

The secretary discussed briefly the proposi- 
tion for the treasury to accept as securities 
from banks other bonds than United States 
bonds, although he did not admit being the 
author of the proposition. 

_ The secretary was asked who would be the 
authority to decide whether the bonds other 
than government offered should be.acce pted. 

“I can't discuss that,” he said, * e&cept to 
say that the banks which have made pro 
sitions along that line have been refused.” 

“Is the proposition one of your own?” he 
‘was asked, 

Mr. Shaw shook his head and said: 

“It is too early to discuss it. You don’t 
have to cross Fox river until you reach it, 
but there is no harm in having a few pon- 
toons ready.’

PALMA TALKS OF CUBA 


PRESIDENT WANTS AMERICAN 
TROOPS OUT OF ISLAND. 


Chief Executive of the Island Republic 
Reviews the History of the New Gov- 
ernment During the Four Months of 
Its Existence—Still Hopes for Reci- 
proctty with the United States and 
Hints at a System of Internal Rev- 
enue Taxes.

HAVANA, Sept. 20.—Today ends the fourth 
month of Cuba Libre, and President Palma, 
in an intérview, reviewed the work of the 
young republic. The president has more 
decided views than when he took office. He 
is more certain of ‘this ground. 

“Our first four months of self-govern- 
ment,’’ he said, “‘ have been as successful as 
any one could expect. We have paid all ex- 
penses of government and have a surplus. 
Everything is running smodéthly and to my 
entire satisfaction.”’ 


Tires of American Troops. 

The statement of President Palma in re- 
gard to the retention of United States ar- 
tillerymen in Cuba wil! be of interest to the 
United States, and particular!y to Washing- 
ton officials. He said: 

**It will be a source of gratitude and re- 
joicing for the Cuban people when the Amer- 
ican troops are all withdrawn, and I hope 
they will be soon. They are not needed. 
Their presence has a bad moral effect. [t 


States government has no confidence in the 
ability of the Cubans to maintain peace and 
BOvern themselves. 

“1 don’t want to be misundersteods We 
are grateful to the Americans, but our pea- 
rle cannot feel free with American soldiers 
all around them. They are not needed to 
protect us from outsiders, and if they ever 
are they could be quickly dispatched here. 
Our artillery force, when increased to 5,000 
men, will be sufficient for the eountry,’’ 

As to the question of reciprocity, President 
Paima said he hopes for favorable action by 
the United States senate in the coming ses- 
sion.

MORE MARINES FOR COLON. 


HUNDRED MEN TO BE ADDED 
0 PORCE ON ISTHMUS. 


Navy Department Decides to Send More 
Troops to Insure Uninterrupted 
Traffie on the Panama Ratliroad — 
Will Have 1,800 There When All Ar- 
rive—Colombia Will Not Be Per- 
mitted to Use Line for Moving Army 
‘if by So Doing Traffic Is Blocked. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20:—[Special.]— 
The navy department today ordered 600 more 
American marines to be mobilized at Nor- 
folk, Va., for service at Colon, to insure 
uninterrupted traffic on the Panama rail- 
road. 

The Panther, which sailed from League 
island last Sunday night, took 380 marines 
to the isthmus, and they are due at Colon 
tonight or. tomorrow. These troops, added 
to the force landed from the Cincinnati! and 
the Ranger, will bring the American forces 

on the isthmus up fo nearly 800 men, 
» The 600 marines ordered today, together 
with the force which will be available at 
Panama upon the arrival of the battleship 
Wisconsin, will give the United States a 
force of about 1,800 men on the isthmus. 


‘Will Keep: the Railroad Open. 

The United States has determined to keep 
the Panama railroad open for regular traffic. 
To this end Capt. McLean of the cruiser 
Cincinnati has been directed to prevent the 
Colombian government from using the rail- 
road for the transportation of troops if by 
so doing regular traffic is interfered with. 
‘Neither: will thé revolutionists be permitted 
‘to obstruct the line. 


Orders to Capt. McLean. 

Secrétary of the Navy Moody and Acting 
Secretary of State Adee discussed.Captain 
McLean's recent reports at a conference 
this morning, and later in the day the fol- 
lowing cablegram was sent to the Cincinnati: 

“United States guarantees perfect neu- 
trality of isthmus, and that a free transit 
from sea to sea-be.not interrupted or em- 
barrassed, United States of Colombia guar- 
antees right of way for transit across the 
isthmus open and free to government and 
citizens of United States and their property. 

“Any transportation of troops which 
might contravene these provisions of treaty 
should not be sanctioned by you, nor should 
use of road be permitted which might con- 
vert the line of transit into theater of hos- 
tilities. | 

“ Any transportation of government troops 
not in violation of treaty, and which would 
not endanger transit or provoke hostilities, 
may not be objectionable. The department 
must rely on your judgment to decide such 
questions, as conditions may change from 
day to day. Consult department freely when 
in doubt.”’ 


Troops Must Not Interfere, 
Under the terms of the treaty the railroad 


is compelled to transport government troops, - 


but not to the extent of provoking hostilities 
and causing the destruction of the line. At 
the same time the use of the road by revolu- 
tionists is not sanctioned, because of the 
same reason, as it is feared the line of transit 
would then become the theater of hostility. 

Secretary Moody is not entirely satisfied 
the marines already on the way to Colon will 
be sufficient. Hence the orders today for the 
mobilization of a force of 600 more at Nor- 
folk, Va., where they will be held in readi- 
ness for service on the isthmus should condi- 
tions there warrant such action. Nothing 
hag so far developed as to warrant the send- 
ing of this force, but Secretary Moody be- 
lieves that every preparation should be made 
in advance. 


Ancther Cruiser Under Orders.

'MASON-MILLS CHECK SUIT 
HAS LIVELY COMPLICATIONS. 


jG. J. Tisdel Deposits Amount with the 
Court, but Senator Orders It With- 
drawn and Issues Affidavit, 


* The action commenced by Allen G. Mills 
nd. Senator William E. Mason and his 
nephew, Clark J. Tisdel, to recover a loan 
of $50, which Mills alleged he had made 
‘to Tisdel, assumed several interesting phases 
yesterday, which may complicate its final 
disposition. The most important incident 
‘in the case was the depositing by Tisdel with 
;Justice Underwood of a certified check for 
$53 ta cover the claim and costs of the court, 
and the filing of an affidavit by Senator 
Mason, in which he repudiated any connec- 
tion with the loan, or profit from it, charged” 
politics and blackmail, and demanded a 
‘thorough hearing of the case. 
| As the payment of the check by Tisdel 
;was considered equivalent to an admission 
‘of the claim on his part, and might result 

sin a dismissal of the suit without further 
hearing, the senator later found his nephew 
and directed him to withdraw the check 
which he had deposited. 

The senator declared that he would insist 
on vindication to the extent of having the 
plaintiff make a statement of his claims 
under oath, or, failing in that, to the end that 
the records of the justice will show, not 
merely that the case has been dismtssed, but 
the exact manner in which it was dismissed, 
showing that the senator was not in any way 
concerned in the transaction between Tisdel 
and Mills. 

After making the deposit of the check 
in court, Tisdel made a statement in which 
he exonerated Senator Mason from any con- 
nection with the loan, and denied that he had 
negotiated the loan on the representation 
that he wanted the money for use in ang) un- 
cle’s political interests.

PANGS DEAD NOW 0 


VICTIMS’ LIST IN 
DISASTER IS GROWING. 


Many More of the Injured in Stampede 
at Negro Baptist Meeting will Die— 
Friends and Relatives of Missing 
Delegates Throng the Undertaking 
Establishments Seeking to Identify 
Bodies—Hospitals Filled and Private 
Houses Pressed Into Service. 


Birmingham, Ala., Sept. 20.—[Special.]— 
One hundred and ten dead now is the 
total of the victims of the panic at the meet- 
ing of the National Baptist association in 


P Shiloh church last night. Of the 100 or more 


injured it is feared many wiii die. 

Ninety-thrée bodies have been identified, 
but as so many were strangers in the city the 
listing of names is slow work, and.it may 
be several days before all’ the dead are 
known and are turned over to relatives or 
friends. 

Great throngs surrounded the undertaking 
establishments where the dead were laid out 
ali day. Those who had lost relatives went 
from one place to amother seeking to learn 
the sad truth. 

Hospitals are crowded to overflowing and 
many. private houses and hotels have been 
turned {nto-temporary hospitals for the eare 
of the ecores of seriously injured. 

That the roll of dead was so much longer 
than first estimated was a general sur- 
prise, as it seemed inconceivable that even 
in sucha panic so many could be killed. 


No Excuse for the Panic. 


Statements by eye witnesses today proved 
the fact that there was no excuse for the 
wild stampede. Booker T. Washington had 
not taken his seat after concluding his ad- 
dress when the cry of “ fight,’’ caused by an 
argument over one man accidentally step- 
ping on another’s toé, startled the audience. 
The word being misunderstood, the shout- 
ing of.“ fire’ started the rush for. the main 
door. 

Those who have missing friends and rela- 
tives have been requested to make a round 
of the undertaking establishments, and also 
to make known through the newspapers the 


} names of the missing. 


Bodies Found in the Weeds. 


After midnight last night several bodies of 

persons who were crushed in the panic were 
found lying in the weeds in the vacant lot 
adjoining the church. They had scrambled 
out of the mass of struggling humanity with 
broken limbs or crushed breasts, and had 
crawled away in this manner to die. 
, No white people were killed in the panic. 
A* number of white visitors were in the 
ehurch at the time, and several of them were 
hurt in the wild seramble, but none will die, 
Policeman Elledge, who was standing at the 
exit endeavoring to quiet the mad throng, 
was caught between the moving multitude 
and the wall in the narrow passageway lead- 
ing down to the stairs, and nearly all his 
clothing was torn from his body. His legs 
were mashed, but he will recover. His ef- 
forts to quiet the crowd were utterly futile, 
and not until the fire department and a large 
number of officers arrived on the scene was 
anything like order restored. | 


Leaders’ Efforts All Vain. 


Then it was found that practically every- 
body had got out of the building. Those 
nearest the speakers’ stand seemed to realize 
quickly that there was no fire and no occasion 
for a panic, and the speakers and leaders 
passed outside through a door to the rear of 
‘the pulpit, where they addressed the. mob of 
‘struggling humanity in an earnest ffort to 
restore order. 

Booker T. Washington was among the num- 
ber, but even his words fell upon deaf ears. 

An examination of the bodies ofthe victims 
shows that the’majority of them died of suf- 
focation, the congestion of humanity in the 
vestibule and passageway where the greatest 
crush came being so great. Those who re- 
ceived bodily injuries were the ones who 
were crushed and trampled under foot. Many 
had broken limbs and one negro threw him- 
self over the heads of the crowd and his 
brains were dashed out ageinat the wall.

NEW CRUISER LAUNCHED. 


WARSHIP DES MOINES CHRIS- 
TENED AT QUINCY, MASS. 


Gov. Cummins and Party Look On 
While Miss Macomber Smashes the 
Traditional Bottle of Champagne— 
Largest Vessel Ever Bailt on Mas- 
sachusetts Bay—Description of the 
Oraft and the Service for Which It. 

Is Designed. 


Quincy, Mass., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—The 
new protected cruiser, Des Moines, na 
in honor of the capital city of lowa, was 
launched here soon after noon today in the 
presence of Gov. Cummins and a large party 
of lowa and Des Moines officials. 

Miss Elsie Macomber of Des Moines, with 
Gov. Cummins of lowa and Mayor Brenton 
of Des Moines standing by her side, smashed 
the traditional bottle of champagne against 
the steel prow of the cruiser, while Miss 
Clara N. Carleton of Haverhill, Mass., cut 
the ropes which held the last keel block and 
started the ship down the ways. ~ 

The Des Moines is the largest vessel éver 
launched in the waters of Massachusetts 
bay, and ig the first of the goverriment ships 
‘under construction by the Fore River com- 
pany. 

At a given signal Miss Carleton cut the 
rope which held this piece of timber with a 
hatchet made from the iron and mahogany 
used in the construction of the ship. 

Scarcely had the rope been cut when Miss 
Macomber dashed the bottle of champagne 
against the steel bow with the words: “I 
christen thee Des Moines.” 

The big vessel hesitated but a few moments 
and then started down the ways. The plunge 
into the river was made gracefully and was 
hailed by a deafening roar of cheers, 

The Des Moines represents what its de- 
signer, Admiral Hichborn, regarded as the 
most useful of the medium sized type of 
warship. It was never intended that the 
cruiser should be a racer nor yet that it 
should be a battleship in resisting qualities, 
but the Des Moines was planned to combine 
a fair rate of speed, a moderate but still 
formidable armament, good seagoing quali- 
ities, and:a coal endurance above the 
average. All these qualities have been got- 
ten together in -a vessel of 3,200 tons dis- 
placement, 308 feet 9 inches long, 44 feet 
beam, and 15 feet 9 inches draft, and a speed 
of 16% knots. 

The Des Moines has a protective deck two 
inches thick, and its sides are lined with 
cellulose to exclude water in case they are 
pierced by a shell. There is no other armor. 
The cruiser carries ten five inch rapid fire 
guns, eight six pounders, two one pounders, 
and four Colt’s automatic guns. The indi- 
cated horse power will aggregate 4,500, the 
engines being triple expansion. Six water 
tube boilers will supply the necessary steam.

was branded as a faree by one reform organ- 


zation yesterday, while another reform so- 


clety received a report from its attorneys 
condemning the asylum management and the 
manner in which the inquiry was conducted 
by the state board of charities. 

organization which went on reeord in 
the matter was. the Protective Agency. for 
‘Women and Children, while the one which 
will take action later. on is the Civil Service 
Reform association: ‘The first named organr 
ization adopted the report of its attorneys, 
William H. Fitzgerald and Louis T. Orr, 
while the second received the report of Fol- 
lett W. Bull and Eldon J. Cassoday, the at- 
torneys. who represented: the civil 
workers at the inquiry. 


Blame Put on Politics. 


The report adopted by the protective agen- 
cy, after declaring that the state board of 
charities evidently desired to Hmit the in- 
quiry as much as possible, says in part: 

The testimony produced showed conclusively that 
there was, on the part of the management of the 
hospital, elther through the incompetency or cul- 
pability of the attendants in charge of the male 
and female patients, a sad lack of the vigtlance 
necessary in such cases to prevent the dangerous 
association of the sexes. This resulted, as the 
evidence showed, in two instances where unfortu- 
nate female patients became mothers of children. 
whose fathers were, in one instance, an insane 
person, and in another instasce an attendant 
at the hospital. 

It also appeared that the sanitary arrangements 
of the hospital and cottages, particularily the 
bathroom’ facilities, were inadequate, so much 
so that women patients received, as some wit- 
neszes téstified; but a single bath a week, Physi- 
clans “at the hospital testified that frequent bath- 
ing is almost essential to the cure of the insane. | 

In.our opinion the faults in the management of 
the hospital are not due particularly to its execu- 
ffve head, the superintendent, but are due to an 
unhappy system which permits the management 
of a great institution like this, containing 2,300 pa- 
tients, to be under the control of—and this the evi- 
dence, to our mind, conclusively showed-—a polit- 
ical machine, whose managers, being not directly 
responsible to the people, have no lively sense of 
the things necessary to a proper and honest man- 
agement of a public institution. 

The report of the state board of charities falls 
to specify many acts of negligence shown by the 
evidence and referred -to above and fails to make 
the necessary. recommendations which it would 
seem could properly have been made by gentlemen 
who are supposed to possess the necessary quali- 
fications for membership in such a body. 


Members of Board Criticised. 

The report to the Civil Service Reform as- 

sociation deals in personal criticisms of mem- 
bers of the charity board, saying: — 
_ We do not recall single courtesy extended to 
us by the state board, while, on the other hand, J. 
“Mack Tanner and Dr. Glerin used all the means in 
their power to make our position embarrassing. 
Dr. Glenn made no less than five speeches during 
the investigation, all of which were as strong 
arguments in favor of the institution as he was 
capable of making, and, in addition thereto, he 
went on the witness stand in behalf of Dr. Corbus: 
Mr. Wright and Mr. Moore were only slightly be- 
hind Dr. Glenn and Mr. Tanner, but were not 
as active. Dr. Jayne did his part by consistently 
ruling out all evidence which we offered of events 
that took place pricr to Jan. 1, 1901. 

This ruling, the report says, had the effect 
of excluding the evidence of several impor- 
tant witnesses, and made it impossible to 
draw a cOmparison with the managements 
which had preceded that of Dr. Corbus. 


Also Blames Politics. 


Continuing, the report calls attention to 
various abuses, then says: 

The fact that the women attendants In point of 
efficiency were superior to the men indicates that 
were political influence eliminated in the ap- 
pointment of persons’ who can vodte to the same 
extent that it is eliminated on the women's side 
there would be a vast improvement.

EXPLORERS RETURN HOME 
FROM TRIP TO LABRADOR. 


©. H. Perrigo, Member of Glazier Party, 
Arrives in Chicago—Tells of Finding 
Unmapped River and Ore Deposits. 


The Glazier exploring party, which Has just 
returned home after two months spent in 
labrador, has added to the geographical 
knowledge of the interior of the frozen land 
by finding a hitherto unmapped river. 

The party was able to penetrate 100 miles 
into the interior by means of a boat. De- 
posits of mica, both white and black, copper, 
and iron were found in the islands which 
fringe the coast. The commercial valué of 
these discoveries is yet to be determined. 

C. H. Perrigo,261 Bast Thirty-fifth street,’ 
was the only member of the party from Chi- 
cago. Mr. Perrigo arrived home ‘bearing a 
large collection of samples of the minerals 
and a number of curios purehased from the 
inhabitants. 

The expedition was headed by Col. William 
Glazier of Albany, N. Y., who located the 
source of the Mississippi river in Lake Gla- 
gier; George H. Clark of Winthrop, Mass.. 
a member of Lieut. Peary’s expedition in 
1892, was a second member. Mr. Clark was 
a companion of Lieut. Peary in his dash for 
the pole on dpg sieds when he made his best 
record. Charles M. Donohoe, a mining engi- 
neer of Brookfield, Mass., was a third mem- 
‘ber, and in addition to Mr. Perrigo were six 
etudents from eastern colleges. : 

“We found the mouth of our river at the 
head of Nain bay,” said Mr. Perrigo. ¢ The 
tip came from a guide who knew in a gen- 
etal way where it could be found, and we 
determined to follow it. “We found the river 
a series of narrow lakes, about a mile wide 
and several miles long. They are connected 
by rapids so swift that we had to haul our 
boat up them with ropes. There are ten 
lakes in all, and the mountains rise from 
their sides 1.000 to 2,000 feet. At times it 
was difficult to find enough of a, beach to 
camp on.

TackleJansen Breaks Through 
 $tagg’s Line for Long 
Run to Goal.

Frequent Changes in Chicago 
Lineup to Give All Candi- 
- dates a Chance. 


Stage’s candidates for the maroon varsity 


defeated Lombard yesterday in the first col-- 


Jegiate game of the season. The Midway 
boys walked right through their opponents, 
and the scorer marked down five touchdowns 
to their credit. But the joy of victory was 
saddened in the second half after Chicago 
had scored four times, when Jansen, the 
plucky tackle of the Lombard team, broke 
through the maroon line and sped down the 
field forty yards for a touchdown. The final 
*gcore was 27 to 6. 
Capt. Sheldon made the apactacuiar’ 

of the day by scoring the fourth touchd ie 
after a sixty-four yard run through a broken 
feld with half the Lombard team at his 
heeis. The little tow headed captain went 
into the game in the second half determined 
to show the freshmen how football should 
be played. He did. Chicago had the ball on 
Lombard's forty-six yard line. Sheldon was 
called on, dashed into the line, squirmed his 
way through, and before the Lombardians 
knew what was doing he was sprinting down 
the gridiron in recordtime 


Farr Shows Up Well. 


Farr, the big 196 pound tackle from Case 
school, showed up to good advantage. 
Though a heavy man, he was remarkably 
speedy, getting down the field on punts and 
tackling so fiercely that itneeded a good man 
te get around him. During the first half 


Farr and Robert Maxwell tore holes through 


the Lombard line, through which Sehnur, 
the speedy half back, plunged for constant 
ns. 

While Stagg put in new men In every other 
position, Maxwell played through the whole 
game, and played well. A formation which 
the maroons used several times with telling 
effect brought Maxwell behind the line to 
work with the backs and carry the ball. 
The Englewood giant was always good for 
heavy gains. 

Oliver, at full back, made steady gains by 
line bucks. He made the first three touch- 
downs in succession. Schnur, at left half, 
showed ability. Mefford, another Morgan 
Park boy, played a fine game at end. When 
a fumble was made Mefford was there ready 
to fall on the ball. 


Both Coaches Are Satisfied. 


Director Stagg after the game expressed 
himself as well pleased with the showing 
made, He commended the work of Farr, 
Koehler, and Schnur. Although disappointed 
that, his men had not defended their goal 
better, he said he was going in this year 
to win games and not necessarily to prevent 
scoring. Coach Kienholz said Lombard had 
done fully as well as he expected. 

The ball was in Chicago's possession most 
of the game, being lost at intervals by fum- 
bles. Schnur, Maxwell; Oliver, Perkins, and 
Sheldon made gains at will through the line 
andaround the ends. Some of the individual 
play of the visitors, however, was exception- 


_ ally good. Cooper, the quarterback, made a 


numiber of fine tackles. Hartgrove and Capt. 
Eustace played a good game. 

The first three touchdowns were made by

VANENNA GETS THE PRIZE 


DEFEATS VENCEDOR IN DECIDING 
— RACE FOR CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Price's Boat Beaten by Two Minutes 
and Eight Seconds--Contest Is Close 
Until the Second Leg, and Then Van- 
enna Draws Away and Finishes 
with a Handy Margin—Already Talk 
Upon the Part of the Losers of a 
Challenge Match. ; 


Vanenna, owned by W. F. Cameron of the 
Chicago Yacht club, defeated Commodore 
Fred A. Price's Vencedor yesterday, and 
thereby won the championship pennant of 
Lake Michigan. 

It was the third meeting of the two fifty- 
footers, and decided the match, though in } 
reality it is still an open question as to which 
is the faster sailer, because the second race 
was won through Vencedor’s breaking down 
at the start, an accident which put the Price 
boat out of the contest, while Vanenna went 


sulted in a victory for Vencedor. 

_ The big sloops sailed over the fifteen mile 
triangular course of the Chicago Yacht club. 
The wind was east southeast and blowing 
about ten miles an hour. 

Vencedor was first over the line, crossing 
at 2:00:35, followed by Vanéenna at 2:00:49. 
Both went across on the starboard tack, 
Vanenna breaking out a baby jib topsail at 
once. Seon after starting Vencedor came 
about on the port tack, but had to give way 
to Vanenna, as the latter had the right- of 
way. Vencedor went under Vanenna’s stern, 
and got the weather berth. 


Vencedor Leads on First Leg. 


The yachts next split tacks, with Vencedor 
in the lead and holding its position by a 
good margin om the run for the end of the 
leg. Veéncedor came about on the port tack 
first and was soon followed by Vanenna, 
both squaring away for the crib, and as the 
mark was neared it was a question which 
as Vanenna, aided 
greatly by its topsail, was cutting down its 
rival’s lead. Vencedor managed to keep 
ahead, however, going around in the lead at 
2:50, With Vanenna but twenty seconds be- 
hind. 

After turning Vanenna broke out a reach- 
ing staysail. Both indulged in a luffing 
match for a while in an effort to get the 
other’s wind, but, as Cameron held the best 
position, Price soon gave up. The race was 
a beauty, with Vencedon ahead and Vanenna 
trailing close behind. The later’s crew 
changed the reaching staysail for a larger 
one, and, working gradually to weather, be- 
gan to foot faster than before and cutting 
cown Vencedor’s lead perceptibly.« Skipper 
Rosing, who was sailing the Cameron beat, 
did fine work at this point, and when about 
one-half the distance to the second buoy had 
been sailed managed to blanket Vencedor 
and passed, but the lead gained was so small 
and the boats were so evehiy matched that 
it was still in doubt as to which would win 
out. Vanenna turned the Hyde Park crib 
buoy at 3:20:25 and Vencedor at 3:20:56. 


Jockeying on Final Reach. 

The final leg was a reach, and upon squar- 
ing away from home Vencedor broke out its 
immense balloon jib, the move being soon 
followed by Vanenna’s crew. Vencedor be- 
gan working to weather of Vanenna, Skipper

HARNESS HORSE GOSSIP 


DIRECT HAL SHOULD MAKE svUc- 
CESSFUL SIRE OF SPEED. 


Strongest Point in the Black Stallior’s 
Favor Is That He Is a Descendant 
of Dictator — Something Abont 
Prince Direct—Story of Cresceus’ 
Life in Book Form—Plans for the 
Lexington and Memphis Fall Meet- 


ings. 
[BY H. T. WHITE.) 

A man who has achieved more than the 
ordinary measure of success in breeding 
trotters, and who is engaged in the business 
on a large scale, writes to know what, In the 
light of history, are the chances of the pacer 
Direct Hal, the star of the present season 
among greet horses, to become famous as 
a sire of trotting and pacing speed. 

It is axiomatic that breeding fast horses, at 
any gait, is a lottery, and while a certain de- 
gree of certainty is oftentimes approached, 
when the operation is conducted fn an exten- 
sive and systematic manner, the adage still 
holds good. So far as individual horses are 
concerned, it is not difficult to give an opin- 
ion based on what the immediate ancestors 
of the mMmdividual in question have done in 
the way of speed production, and in the case 
of Direct Hal there is every chance in the 
world for him fo become a great sire if he 
lives, and no chance at all for him to fail 
unless he is lacking in potency as a sire to a 
degree seldom approached. 


Of the Hambletonian Family. 
To begin with, he is one of the fastest 


} pacers in the world, but this fact would have 


tittle to do with his chances as a sire were 
it the only ene on which his claim was 
based. The strongest point in the black 
stallion’s favor is that, in the male line, he 
is descended from a branch of the Hamble- 
tonian family that has proven itself one of 
superlative merit—that which begins with 
Dictator. This last named stallion was a 
brother to Dexter, incomparably the great- 
est trotter of his day, and Dictator was him- 
self a fast horse, being able to show a 2:20 
clip In stud condition. But it was as a sire 
that he became famous, and also thereby 
that his nameé still lives in trotting history. 
In Phallas, Director, and Jay Eye See, Dic- 
tator had three sons contemporaneous in 
their turf careers, that were undisputed 
champions, each in‘a sphere of his own. 
Jay Eye See was the first horse to trot in 
2:10, that performance making him a 
worla’& champion, an honor which had been 
preceded by that of champion 4 year old 
trotter, the record in that case being 2:19. 
Then to crown it all the black pony, after 
years of retirement, came out as a pacer 
and went a mile in 2:06%4, and he stills holds 
the honors of the fastest miles at the trot 
and pace by one horse. Phallas was cham- 
pion stallion of his day with a reoprd of 
2:18%, and Director was the greatest race- 


-horse trotter of his time. His record was 


only 2:17, but Phallas and a lot of other 
horses with faster marks could not beat 
Director a race, although every one of them 
had a chance. 

Director and His Two Good Sons. 

It was also Director that proved the great 
sire of the two, Phallas doing nothing worth 
mentioning in comparison with his half 
brother when it came to speed production, 


although he had a good chance to show his y 


worth and lived toa fair age. But Director 
was a speed getter from the start, and with 
out @ilating on his 2:30 list and the game- 
cock qualities of his get it may be said that 
what his two most famous sons, Directum, 
2:05%, trotting, and Direct, 2;05%, pacing, 
accomplished on the turf and are doing in the 
atud is more than enough to make any 
horse live in history. Direct is double gait- 
ed, beating 2:19 asa 3 year old trotter, and 
later pacing to a mark of 2:05%. Director, 
on the contrary, knew nothing but trot, and 
John Goldsmith, who drove the Httle horse 
in his campaigns, often said he would like to 
match him against any trotter in the world, 
to gc without shoes, so perfectly balanced 
was Director. 


Inherits Speed and Gameness. 


It is through the Dictator-Director-Direci 
line that Direct Hail gets his speed at the 
pace, and also his gameness as a racehorse, 
in which latter particular it would be difficult 
to find his equal. At present he is a possible 
two minute pacer if campaigned another sea- 
son, but what he will accomplish as a sire 
is of course problematical. As a 2 year old 
he was bred to a couple of mares. One of 
the resultant foals I saw at Memphis last 
spring, Geers having just traded, “ sight un- 
seen,’ for him. He is a black trotter, 3 years 
oid, and at the time Geers got him had 
etepped a quarter in :38. He certainly hada 
good way of going, but Geers could not take 
him along withthe other horses on leaving 
Memphis, and so turned the colt over to Lafe 
Shafer, who stepped him a quarter in bD4q 
at Cincinnati in the early summer. since 
which time nothing has been done with him. 
This colt is out of a mare by Wedgewood. the 
old time grand circuit .trotter that made a 


record of 2:19 and was game as a bulldog. 


The other coit sired by Direct Halasav year 
old has been lost sight of, but on what the 
only one of his progeny that has been handled 
for speed has shown, and on the remarkable 
potency of his blood lines on the male side 
of his ancestral tree it would seem, knowing 
that he will have the best mares in the land 
sent to him, that Direct Hal can Scarcely fail 
of siring a lot of speed. His dam was a fast 
mare, and the Hal blood in her veins is 
esteemed by many. It is certainly the only 
so-called pacing blood that has given us any 
and it has to its credit 
such undoubted stars in the Pacing line as 
Little Brown Jug, Hal Pointer, ang Brown 
Hal, the last named a successful sire, 


Case of Prince Direct. 


While on the subject of the bi | 
has made Direct Hal what he is. 
should be taken of the midget pacing stallion 
Prince Direct, that, coming from Oregon 
last winter, has paced to a record of 2:07%, 
shown the ability to go in 2:05, and in the 
$10,000 stake for pacers at Providence a few 
weeks ago was second to Direct Hal, beating 
the other dozen or more starters in the race, 

Prinee Direct is by Direct, and looks far 
more like the old horse than does Direct Hal. 
Prince Direct is out of a mare by Duroc 
Prince, whence his name.

Story of Cresceus. 


the title “The Story. of a Great 
John McCartney of Chillicothe, well 
known as a writer on topics pertaining to the 
light harness horse, has compiled a neat 
book of 200 pages, which gives in detall the 
performances of the champion trotter from 
his first start as a 2 year old down to the 
close of last season. 

As a contribution to the literature of the 
trotting turf the book is valuable and time- 
ly, and it is altogether proper the work of 
such an epoch making horse as Cresceus 
should be put in shape for easy reference, 
and at the same time possess a permanency 
that the necessarily ephemeral work of a 
daily or weekly newspaper cannot achieve.

Club Loses Nearly $5,000 by lis Failure 
to Bring Off McGovern-Corbett Bout 
as Scheduled—Ryan’s Decisive Vic- 
tory Over Carter Leaves Him the Un- 
disputed Middlewcight Champion— 
“ Philadelphia Jack ” O’Brien Seems 
Dnly Logical Opponent for Title,

The Young Corbett-Terry McGovern 
‘featherweight championship battle will. not 
‘take place at Louisville tomorrow night, as 

ndvertised. That was definitely settled on 
Friday, when the Court of Appeals sus- 
tained the injunction granted. to the com- 
‘monwealth of Kentucky by Judge Field in 
‘the Court of Common Pleas on Thirsday. . 
Bob Gray, manager of the Southern Ath- 
letic club, under whose auspices the battle 
was to have been held, secured the best 


legal talent possible to have the injunction. 


dissolved, but the law got in the first blow, 
and, as usual in such cases, it won the battle. 
The club management and others directly 
and indirectly interested in the contest en- 
Yeavored to convince the court that Corbett 
McGovern were merely hired to engage 
a test of skill with boxing gloves, and 
that the championship did not hinge on the 
‘result... 

These statements, in the face of the ad- 
vance notices of the fight and the tickets 
sdvertising it as a battle for the ?feather- 
weight championship, were ludicrous, to 
The match, when first ar- 
ranged to take place at Hartford, Conn., 
and later at New London in the same state 
was heralded throughout the country as be- 
, ing for the championship. When the 
‘Connecticut Law and Order league knocked 
‘the props out from under the fight and 
compelied Manager Crowley of the Nut- 
meg club to transfer it to Louisville, it 
was still advertised as being for the cham- 
pionship. . This, of course, was known to 
‘those opposed to having the contest take 
place in Kentucky and they used it as a 


_* Weapon to kill the fight. 


There is not the slightest doubt that had 
the Southern Athletic club secured the con- 
‘test when it was first arranged it might 


» ™ have pulled it off, but the law and order 
- Kentuckians did not fancy accepting any- 


thing that was obnoxious to New Eng- 
landers. Mayor Granger has been a 
‘stanch supporter of boxing, and had sig-

Nominating Committees Are Growing 
Mysterious and Everything Is Get-

contests of the present.

schedule is a relief after j~he strenuous ef- 
forts of many months, but as October ap- 
proaches the true enthusiast wearies of the 
makeshift games and begins to feel in every 
fiber of his being that it is time there was 
something doing. Lately nearly all the Chi- 
cago clubs have introduced the Howell game 
to vary the monotony, but with results only 
partly satisfactory.

Peculiarities of ed” Game. 


Interest in the ‘‘ mixed game has kept up 
better than in any other. A curious question 
arose in one of the clubs recently which has 
puzzied many a- whist committee before. It 
frequently happens that the “‘ mixed "* games 
are filled out with one or more teams of men 
in some cases to secure the odd table desired, 
in others merely to give all the players an 
opportunity to join the game. These pairs 
cannot win high score, as.they do not conform 
to the chief requirement of the contest, the 
prizes for high scores always being awarded 
to a “ mixed ’”’ team, although the men fre- 
quently have greater gains. In the contest in 
question the men’s pair on each side gained 
so heavily as to put every other team on their 
side in the minus column, thereby making it 
a puzzle to dispose of the prizes provided. It 
is, of course, not proper to give prizes to 
teams with a minus score, as a pair that has 
lost would. scarcely deserve prizes for win- 
ning, and at first thought the puzzle seemed 
impossible to solve. The solution lies in the 
fact that the game fs properly composed of 
** mixed ’’ teams only and that the winners 
are the ‘‘mixed’’ teams having the best 
scores, therefore the high scores in question 
must be thrown out entirely and a new aver- 
age computed from the scores of the 
mixed teams only. 

In critical deals the pair with the top score 
is usually the one which does not start the 
trump attack.

Here ‘east opened the club suit, the play 
in itself not affecting the result. North, 
however, makes a bad start by attempting 
the eld ruse of leading. through declared 
strength. East promptly shifts to his suit 
of hearts and south gets into the game at 
trick five under apparently favorable condli- 
tions, winning with one of his two trumps 
and being in a position to give his partner 
a review of the trumps held by West. The 
latter, however, plays well in putting up his 
ten of trumps, which is higher than the card 
turned by the dealer, and north is in diffi- 
culties at once. At trick eight he is, of 
course, unable to tell that his partner has 
no trumps remaining, and east’s play is 
good at trick nine in refusing to overruff. 
To have the lead at this juncture would be 
fatal to east. 

West plays clevery at trick eleven in shift- 
ing to the diamond instead of continuing 
with a heart, which at first glance seemed 
the obvious play.

“America cannot be injured seriously by 
Jewish itimigration, and its action was un- 
doubtedly chivalrous. Yet, as the main 
refuge and hope of the homeless few, it has 
a technica! case for interference, even though 
not represented at the Berlin congress.

FRENCH CABINET IN PERIL 


DANGER OF A CRISIS IS REASON 
FOR EARLY PARLIAMENT. 


Excuse of Need for Measures to Remedy 
the Deficit in the National Treas- 
ary. Finds Few Believers—Lack of 
Harmony Among Ministers and Fail- 
ure of Premier Combes to Have Any 
Control Over His Colleagues Make 
Condition Serious.

PARIS, Sept. 20.—The reassembly of the 
French parliament, definitely decided upon 
for Tuesday, Oct. 14; a fortnight sooner than 
originally intended, is ostensibly to enable 
the chamber to deal with the drastic meas- 
ures proposed by Rouvier, the minister of 
finance, to remedy the appalling deficit in the 
national treasury and to discuss the budget 
of 1908. But it is an open secret that the real 
cause of the early meeting of the legislature 
is the chaotic state of the cabinet. 

Those who have all along supported the 
ministry admit that Dr. Combes has been so 
absorbed by his campaign against the paro- 
‘chial school teachers that he has had no time 
for other matters. The result is that hiscab- 
inet now resembles a balky team. 


Has No Control of Colleagues. 

The prime minister seems-never to have 
had the slightest control over his colleagues, 
and the worst break of all occurred when 
Camille Pelletan, the minister of marine, 
took the'bit between his teeth, and by his 
recklesS speeches at Bizerta and Ajaccio 
made playful! allusions toa holy war in Tunis 
and likened the former station to a knife 
pointed at the heart of Italy, and by. his 
other inopportune allusions raised the Eu- 
ropean hornet’s nest, and has nearly undone 
the friendly understanding with Italy that 
Deleasse, the minister of foreign affairs, 
after so much patient and consummate skill 
succeeded in bringing about last spring. . 

Rouvier, the finance minister, feels sore at 
being left in the lurch by his chief, while 
honestly striving to stop the leaks in the 
national budget by applying the alcohol tax 
to the small home distillers.

Sverdrup Tells of Voyage. 

CHRISTIANIA, Sept. 20.—Capt. Otto 
Sverdrup, who reached Stavanger yesterday 
from the arctic regions on the steamer Fram, 
in an interview today gave the following de- 
tails of his expedition: 

“I spent the winter of 1898-09 in winter 
quartersat Ellesmere Land,whence scientific 
expeditions were started with sledges. The | 
summer of 1899 was unfavorable and the 
Fram was obliged to return and pass the 
winter at Ellesmere Land. A great part of 
the surrounding region was mapped out. 

“There was a serious fire on board the 
Fram in May, 1900. It wasstarted by sparks 
from the funnel and spread to the kayaks 
(arctic canoes), which were smeared with 
paraffin for their protection. The rigging 
and maste caughi fire and the total destruc- 
tion of the vessel was threatened, -but we 
succeeded in,mastering the flames. 


Winter in Jones Sound. 

"In August, 1900, we traversed Jones 
sound and Cardigan strait and took up winter 
quarters at 76.48 north and 89 west. The re- 
gion was rich in reindeer and polar wolves, 
of which we brought back living specimens. 

“The following winter was more than or- 
dinarily cold and stormy, the average tem- 
perature being 45 degrees belowzero. Sledge 
expeditions occupied the spring and summer 
of 1901 and the early part of 1902. 

“ Aug. 6 the Fram succeeded in breaking . 
away from the ice and arrived at Godhaven 
Aug. 18. We left cape Farewell, homeward 
bound, Aug. 28."’ . 


VAST AREAS DEVOID OF STARS. 


British Scientist Declares the Universe 
Is Only One Unit of the Great 


Cosmos System,

LONDON, Sept. 20.—Dr. Isaac Roberts in 
a recent paper on the evolution of the stellar 
systems, advanced the theory that the uni- 
verse, as astronomical research has thus far 
revealed, is only one unit in the cosmos 
region. 

Tlis inference is that all over the sky vast 
areas without any stars were scattered, and 
that we are not warranted in assuming that 
the absence of stars is due to the inadequacy 
of our optical and photographic powers to 
reveal them, but that there is actually an 
impenetrable abyss void of stars, existing 
beyond the faintest stars that our most pow- 
erful modern equipments enable us to see. 

We cannot prove incontrovertibly the truth 
of this deduction, but the author had no hesi- 
tation in stating that the solution of the 
question will not be long delayed, for trust- 
worthy data are being rapidly accumulated

British Scientist Suggests That All Na- 
tions of World Learn to Speak 
Italian.

French Minister’s Two Sides, 


| Who Handle Foreign Policies of 
Nations; Deleasse and Others 
| Not Impressive in. Appear-

DELCASSE'S cordial recep- 
tion of the attorney general 
of the United States at Paris, 
as wéll as the attention 
which has been excited by 
the prolonged cGonferences 
between Sig. Prinetti, Count 
Bilow, and Baron Richtho- 
fen during the King of Italy’s 
recent. visi to Berlin, render 
timely a brief pen sketch of 

‘those statesmen of the old 
world, who, by reason of 
their direction of the foreign 
policy of their respective 
governments, are brought 

- into close touch with the 
United States—the more so 
as the attitude of the latter 
in the various problems that 
confront the great powers of 


the worte constitutes an important 
every 


consideration in the eyes o European 
“minister of foreign affairs.’ WHile the vari- 
ous standard works of reference contain 
data concerning their births, marriage, and 
appointments to office, too little is known in 
this country concerning their personal char- 
acteristics, some information concerning 
which may therefore prove of interest. 

Of all the foreign ministers of the old world 
there is hardly one who inspires such uni- 
versal respect abroad, or who enjoys to such 
an. extent the confidence of his own country- 
men, as well as of foreign governments, as 
M. Theophile Delcasse, who throughout sev- 
eral changes of administration has continued 


in office at the Quai d’Orsay, in consequence . 
of his retention there being regarded by his . 


countrymen, irrespective of party, as indis- 
pensable to the welfare of France. Level- 
headedness, self-control, and imperturbabili- 
ty are his principal characteristics, which one 
is all the more surprised to find in him, as he 
is diminutive In size, and small men are al- 
ways inclined to be self-assertive and im- 
pulsive. Indeed, his appearance, is not im- 
pressive. 


Yet, in spite of his abbreviated stature 
Deleasse is politically one of the biggest men 
in France, and, indeed, of Europe. He began. 
life as a schoolmaster at Pamiers, in Ariege, 


' and may be said to have been launched upon 


his wonderfully successful career by a ham- 

per of those haricot beans for which the 
Ariege is so justly celebrated among gour- 
mets 
president of the parliamentary budget com- 
mittee wielded predominant power in 
France and was popularly known as “ The 
Great Tribune.’”’ Nowhere was there greater 
enthusiasm in his behalf than at the College 
de Pamiers, and when the members of its 
faculty decided to give expression to their 
admiration by offering him a large basket of 
Ariege haritot beans they chose young Del- 
fasse to make the presentation of their 


original testimonial to the famous states- 


man. 


It was under these odd circumstances that 
" Gambetta and Delcasse met, and the former, 
finding him intelligent, invited him offhand 


*+to dinner. Before the meal was over Del- 


casse had accepted an offer of his host to 
join the staff of the “ Republique Fran- 
caise,”” of which Gambetta was then edi- 
tor in chief, and shortly afterwards recom- 
mended him so strongly to the deputy of his 
department that the latter insisted on his 
becoming his private secretary and political 
agent. In the course of a railroad journey, 
on which he accompanied his deputy and the 
latter's wife, some illbred drummer got Into 
‘the carriage with them and insisted on smok- 
ing a particularly atrocious cigar, in spite 


of the protests of madame. Without a word 


- little Delcasse whipped the weed out of the 


* 


man’s mouth and tossed it out of the win- 
dow, the boldness of his action startling the 
fellow into abject submission and silence. 
Madame was so grateful to the young secre- 
tary that when she becamea widow, not long 
afterwards, and she thought of remarrying, 
it was to M. Delcasse that she gave her hand, 
her heart, and a large fortune. 

It is not necessary to,follow hfs subsequent 
career as deputy, as undefsecretary of state 
for the colonies, as colonial minister, and as 


of foreign affairs.” For these are 


matters of public.record. Those who meet 
him in private life cannot fail to be struck 


bp his southern temperament, by his lively 


speech, his devotion to music, his rapid 


and his imagery of expression. But 


> #his is only in private life: In his public life

‘Miscreet person. Nothing will make him 


It was in the days when Gambetta as: 


speak if he thinks it politic to hold his tongue 
‘nothing will make him say one word more 
than he thinks necessary. Although he has 
a real gift of oratory, he reads almost every 
one of his utterances in parliament. They 
are concise and characterized by sobriety of 
expression, every sentence being carefully 
weighed and corresponding clearly and pre- 
cisely to his thought. The key noté of his 
policy he briefly summed up on one occasion 
not long ago th a private convérsation as 
follows: ‘“‘ When a man directs the foreign 
affairs of his couhtry, he is a Frenchman, 
nothing more nor less, without even .party 
distinction. He does his best to maintain an 
imperturbable serenity of mind, always keep- 
ing in view first and foremost the interests of 
France.” 


NOTHER strong man whose 
appearance is not altogether 
imposing, and who has had 
to live down some prejudice, 
and whose political career 
has been almost equally re- 
markable, is Sig. Prinetti, 
the Italian minister of for- 
eign affairs, who ‘seems to 
have created a deep. im- 
pression at Berlin, where 
people were at first disposed 
to treat him with. indiffer- 
ence owing to his bourgeois 
birth, to the fact that he 
had been a business man be- 
fore he turned his attention 
to politics, and also because 
he was believed to be luke- 
warm in respect to the con- 
tinuance of Italy as a mem- 
ber of the triple alliance. He, too, is short, 
but instead of being slight is stocky, with a 
stubby black beard and rather coarse black 
hair, worn brush fashion. Indeed, he looks 
so thoroughly the successful merchant or 
manufacturer that he presented a striking 
contrast to the tall and aristocratic looking 
dignitaries of the court of Berlin and like- 
wise to the stalwart military officers who 
made up the remainder of the suite of the 

‘Italian monarch. 

Unlike Delcasse, Prinetti is a hot tempered 
man, although he comes from a part of 
Italy where the people are renowned for 
their cold and calculating disposition—name- 
ly: Lombardy; and only a short time ago, 
having been asked to retract his picturesque 
denunciation of a politician who had been 
guilty of some particularly odious insinua- 
tions against the government, he declined to 
do so, expressed his readiness to back up 
his words an the so-called field of honor, and 
in the duel with swords which ensued gave 
additional force to his remarks by slicing a 
large plece off one of the ears of his ad- 
versary—this in spite of the drastic and 
stringent laws which exist—but only on 
paper—in Italy against dueling. 

Prinetti is the son of a rich Milanese mer- 
chant, was educated as a civil engineer, and 
shortly after coming of age founded the 
great firm of Stucchi, Prinetti & Co., which, 
after acquiring a European celebrity as man- 
ufacturers of sewing machines, achieved 
still greater fame as manufacturers of bicy- 
cles. He is an exceedingly independent man, 
thanks no doubt in part to his being so rich, 
the majority of his ministerial colleagues, 
and likewise by far the greater number of 
the members of the chamber of deputies, be- 
ing men of limi#ééd means, to whom their 
pay either as officeholders or as legisia- 
tors ie a matter of vital consideration. 

Thus he does not make any attempt to con- 
ceal his warm friendship for the cardinal 
archbishop of Milan, with whom he main- 
tains pleasant social relations, and while 
minister of public works he put a sudden 
end to the innumerable claims fer damages 
put forward by contractors of railroads and 
of public works of one kind and another by 
establishing a hard and fast rule that no 
contractor should be allowed to tender for 
any kind of government work who had any 
pending claim against the state, either in 
the courts or otherwise. The wisdom of this 
somewhat arbitrary decree, which only a 
strong man would have dared to issue, was 
speedily demonstrated by the fact that hun- 
dreds of claims were hurriedly withdrawn, 
this going to show that they were based, not 
on any valid grounds, but on the hope that 
by means of bribery or influence they might 
be used to get the treasury to consent to 
the payment of a sum by way of compro- 
mise. 

Like a sensible man that he is, he makes

no whatsoever to to the 
patriciate, and has a charming wife, who is 
a childhood friend of Countess Bulow, the 
Italian born wife of the German chancellor, 
and has remained on terms of the closest in- 
timacy with her ever since.. The relations 
between thése two Clever women are not 
without exercising a certain amount ofinflu- 
énce upon the political intercourse of their 
respective husbands, who have Known one 
another for more than twenty years past. 


PAIN’S foreign minister, the 

duke of Almodovar, is a 
gorgeous individual, who, 
when at school in England, 

was known by the nickname 
of ‘* Golden Sherry,’’ owing 
to the fact that his father 
was one of thé wealthiest 
owners of the sherry pro- 

ducing vineyards in Andalu- 
sia. He in those daye bore 
tHe name of Sanches Ro- 
mall, which was lUkewise 
that of his father. His title 
of duke of Almodovar and 
his grandeeship came to him 
later through his marriage 
with the only daughter and 
heiress of the late @uke of 
Almodovar del Rio of the il- 
lustrious houge of Fernandez 
de Cordova, who played se prominent a part 
in the events of 1868 that culminated in the 
overthrow and exile of Queen Jeabelia. 

The duke is about 48 years of age; genial, 
sunny tempered, and good looking; accus- 
tomed to make the best of everything and 
to lovk at life from its rostest side. His boy 
ig one of the intimate friends, former play- 
mates,-and present cronies of the young 
king, and from an American point of view 
the foreign relations of Spain could not be in 
better hands, since the duke has a predilec- 
tion for the English speaking races, is in 
sympathy with English and American ideas 
of sport, retains a pronounced taste for foot- 
ball, for polo, and for hunting, and conveys 
far more the idea of being a whole souled, 
jolly Englishman than a grave Spanish 
hidalgo. 

Lord Lansdowne, the British foreign min- 
ister, as well as his ‘marchioness, are por- 
trayed by Lord Beaconsfield in his novel 
Lothair,’” and they. were married in West- 
minster abbey on the same day and at the 
same hour as Lady Lansdowne’'s sister, | 
Albertha, and -Lord Blanford, who died as 
Duke of Marlborough. Of the two bride- 
grooms who stood before the altar, Lord 
Blanford was accounted far.and away the 
most brilliant, and the highest destinies 
were predicted for him, whereas few dreamt 
that there was any future in store for Lord 
Lansdowne, who, with his peculiar looking 
hair of a scrubbing brush type, appeared to 
be the personification of titled mediocrity. 
Yet Lord Blanford: failed to realize ary ‘of 
the expectations entertained concerning him 
and died in spite of his ducal title of Mar!l- 
borough without ever having accomplished 
anything, and shunned by. the greater part 
of hie fellow countrymen, whereas Lord 
Lansdowne has been promoted to the high- 
est offices of state, and after having held in 
turn the governor generalship of Canada, 
the viceroyalty of India, and the secretary- 
ship of state for war, is now, as a Knight 
of the garter, the minister of. foreign af- 
fairs of the British empire. 

The scrubbing brush hair has long since 
wiven way to a baldness, which the marquis 
doubtless inherited from his French maternal 
grandfather; the Comte de Flahault. The 
latter was distinguished even in his younger 
days for his lack of hair, and it is on record 
that when once in the course of a conversa- 
tion with the great Talleyrand he expressed 
a desire to presént something really valuable 
by reason of its rarity to a lady asa mark of 
his respect and esteem, Talleyrand re- 
marked: ‘‘ Present her with a lock of your 
hair. 

Lord Lansdowne knows this counters well, 
having visited it on several occasions during 
his sojourn at Ottawa as governor genera! of 
Canada, and he is keenly alive to the ad- 
vantages to be derived by England from the 
United friendly relations with the

perfect Fretich scholar, and a particular 
favorite of Empress Eugénie, who was wont 
to regard his mother, the late marchioness 
of« Lanedowne, not only as a dear friend but 
eiso, by reason of the Flahault blood in her 
veins, as a near relative of Napoleon ILI.’

On his head was 
a fez: Save for his decoration, a modest 
affair, he bore no sign of being the despotic 


vuier of one of the oldest ‘countries in the 
world, 

As he appeared, leaning on the arm of hts, 
grand vizier, the. men: doffed their hats and 
the women made an effort to attract his at- 
tention. He seemed to enjoy the latter au- 
dacity more than the respectful salutation. 
Indeed, I am afraid the grand vizier pulled 
rather hard to get his august master along 
into their private salon. The members of

to the executive capacity of the Cubans, 
but there is good reason to believe that the 
effectiveness of the work done will suffer 
at least in proportion to the reduction in 
expenditure. The Cubans can scarcely 
understand the importance of perfect sani- 
tation. For generations they have been 
bred and reared and have died surrounded 
by filth. It is too much to expect that in 
three years they should be cured of the 
indifference to dirt and disease which is the 
habit of centuries. They naturally make 
their first economies in the department which 
interests them least. But of the departments 
of the Cuban government the one which 
concerns the United States most is that 
which Jooks after the health of the island. 
It seems as if the breakdown of the sanitary 
system in Santiago and the reorganization 
of the-insular service are only the beginning 
of worse things. If there is an outbreak of 
yellow fever at Havana there will be a 
change of front on the part of southern 
opponents of reciprocity, and those in the 
north will be silenced. In that light one 
might not view it as an evil without com- 
pensations. 


THE DRIFT TOWARDS MUNICIPAL OWN- | 


ERSHIP. 

The drift towards municipal ownership in 
Chicago during the last two years has been 
unmistakable. When the two questions of 
public policy, “ the ownership by the city of 
“ Chicago of all street railways within the 
“ corporate limits of the said city ” and “ the 
“ ownership by the city of Chicago of gas 
“and electric lighting plants, said plants to 
“ furnish light, heat, and power for public 
“and private use,” were submitted to the 
voters of this city on April 1 last the vote in 
favor of the former proposition was 124,594 
as against 25,987, and in favor of the latter 
124,190 as against 19,447. 

This growth of sentiment in favor of mu- 
nicipal ownership has been due largely to 
the inefficient services of the traction com- 
panies. They have been giving the people 
of Chicago during the last few years some 
frightful object lessons. ‘The “ terrible ex- 
amples ” that used to be paraded by temper- 
ance lecturers are as nothing to the in- 
stances of “how not to do it” which have 
multiplied in street railway management in 
Chicago so rapidly during the last few years. 
The service has been not only insufficient 
and infrequent but abominable of its kind. 
Antiquated, dirty cars—out of date equip- 
ment and power—and not enough of them 
have characterized the management of the 
roads on all sides of the river. 

The resentment that has been felt on ac- 
count of imperfect street car service has ex- 
tended to other public utilities. The gas 
companies are open to criticism for main- 
taining excessive charges. The electric and 
telephone companies are more or less open 
to the same criticism, though it is true that 
they have given good service. 

The vote at the April election did not in- 
accurately represent public sentiment in 
Chicago. Many of the members elected to 
the legislature undoubtedly will be in favor 
of municipal ownership. Indeed, if the mat- 
ter depended solely upon the vote of Chicago 
and of the members of the legislature repre- 
senting the city it is difficult to see how an 


experiment of this nature could be avoided. 


The tendency towards municipal ownership 
is strong in many cities of the United States, 
Great Britain, and-the continent. It is the 
latest thing in ideas, and, sooner or later, it 
is bound to be tried in Chicago and in other 
Illinois cities. Nothing can permanently 
prevent it. 

The objections to municipal ownership 
are obvious, the principal one being that it 
will put a large army of men under the di- 
rection of politicians who are not interested 
in obtaining the best service at the lowest 
rates but rather in giving employment to 
many political workers for the shortest pos- 
sible number of hours at the highest con- 
ceivable rate of pay. Many other objections 
might be urged, some of great weight, but it 
is not necessary to enumerate them here. 
They are sufficiently well known, and have 
often been rehearsed in public and private. 
None of them will weigh permanently 
against the strong public sentiment develop- 
ing in favor of municipal ownership. 

The one thing likely to postpone the ex- 
periment for some time in Illinois is not, 
strange to say, the opposition of the people 
of Chicago or of the legislative representa- 
tives from this city but the consolidated 
strength of the municipal corporations that 
will be developed in the smaller cities and 
villages of the state. Scarcely one of them 
is without its interests in gas, electric, and 
traction companies, and when these are 
united they will present a formidable front 
in the legislature and for the time being will 
come near stopping any scheme which con- 
templates the trial of municipal ownership 
on a large scale. This influence should not 
be underrated. In the aggregate it will con- 
Upon 
their side, also, the steam railroad influence 
will be arrayed. The managers of these 
roads are a little nervous about any experi- 
ments in the direetion of state ownership. 
They will not do much talking in public, but 


their influence will be felt at times and in 


places and under circumstances easier im- 
agined than described. 

It cannot be said that municipal owner- 
ship will have smooth sailing, whichever 
party may be in control, now or in the future, 
but Tue TRIBUNE looks for great growth of 
the idea in Chicago and an increased num- 
ber of those in the legislature who believe 
that one or more, and perhaps all, of the 
great public utilities can be better managed 
under municipal than under private owner- 
ship. ) 


THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 
It begins to look as if the foreigners who 
have lived longest in China were right in 


holding that the boxer outbreak was a na- 


tional movement and not the work of the 
court or a band of fanatics. The present 
rebellion has reached such dimension¢ that 
the American minister has called upon the 
throne to take further steps for its suppres- 
sion. 

The court has learned that the allies can 
occupy the capital at will, and, headed by 
the empress dowager, has adopted a policy 
of conciliation. In the provinces a different 
condition exists. The people have been told 
that the emperor drove the foreigners from 
Pekin, and many of them witnessed his 
triumphal return to the forbidden city. 
The story of the atrocities committed by the 
allies lost nothing in the-telling throughout 
the empire, and cannot have lessened the 
anti-foreign sentiment which has been grow- 
ing for a generation. Can the court, which 
has profited by its lesson, restrain the peo- 
ple, who have learned nothing? 

China is entering upon a period of change 
like that through which Japan has passed. 
The same agencies which made Japan a 
modern mation have been at work for as 
long a time in the empire of the son of 
heaven, but almost nothing has been accom- 
plished. ‘Territorially and in point of popu- 
lation . China is ten times greater than Jap- 
an and is correspondingly harder to change. 
Japan was a centralized, feudal country, 
with 2 homogeneous, patriotic~population, 
while in China the great viceroys are almost 
independent sovereigns, ruling people who 
speak. different languages and whose patri- 
otism has only been developed by the irritat- 
ing presence of the foreigner. The nature 


‘ 


of the government and of the people makes 
it as hard for the central government to 
‘control the maicontents as to begin reforms. 

There is nothing for Mr. Conger and his 
colleagues to do but to insist that the court 
shall have the order to suppress the rebel- 
lion carried out. If the court is not able to 
do so it will become necessary for the allies 
to intervene, with what result no one can 
say. Mr. Sharretts believes that the end 
of the integrity of China is in sight. Atall 
events, if the Chinese cannot pass through 
the period of transition without disorders: 
like the one now reported from Pekin, they 
cannot pay the indemnity nor withstand the 
aggressions of the powers. So far the 
United States has been inclined to help the 
Chinese. If the Chinese prove themselves 
able to take advantage of the opportunities 
which are thrust upon them they can count 
on American support, but continued out- 
breaks will finally exhaust the patience of 
the Christian world, and the independence 
which has so far been preserved to the em- 
pire will be.Jost through the fault of the 
Chinese as much as through the greed of 
Europe.

KIOLBASSA. 

Now that the aldermanic health committee 
has adopted its report there are three main 
reasons why the people of Chicago look to 
Building Commissioner Kiolbassa for some 
act either of denial and defense or of apology 
and amendment. | 

First, it has been shown that the building 
department had official knowledge of the 
condition of the elevator at the St. Luke 
sanitarium. In the face of this knowledge 


| it issued a certificate of safety. The direct 


result was the sickening loss of life in the 
St. Luke fire. If the elevator had been kept 
in the condition prescribed by the city ordi- 
nances there would have been no loss of life, 
Here is a charge, a proved charge, which 
cannot be sneered away. The mayor says: 
Politics.” He cannot persuade Chicago 
that because the aldermen who have proved 
Mr. Kiolbassa guilty are republicans Mr. 
Kiolbassa ought not to be punished. The 
public does not care whether the investigat- 
ing aldermen were republicans or democrats. 
It is concerned only with the facts in the 
St. Luke situation. It finds now that cer- 
tain factse—damaging and incriminating 
ones, too—have been established. Mr. Har- 
rison and Mr. Kiolbassa do not try to dis- 
establish those facts. They are content with 
their parrot talk about “ politics.” The 
public is not content with it. 

The second reason why the people of Chi- 
cago want Mr. Kiolbassa to make explana- 
tions is connected with the laxness which 
everybody knew existed in his department 
| and which now the investigating committee 

has brought clearly into the light. This 
laxness had two forms—incompetency and 
corruption. As for incompetency, Mr. Kiol- 
bassa himself is neither an engineer, an 
architect, nor a builder, though the city 
ordinances provide explicitly that he shall 
be, and the men who work under him either 
share or imitate the ignorance of their chief. 


know perfectly well how many of the in- 
spectors are “ approachable,” and the one 
bribe case taken up by the aldermanic com- 
mittee—and disregarded by Mr. Kiolbassa 
—was a mere illustration, not a complete ex- 
hibit. The question is, with incompetency 
and corruption charged and proved both on 
himself and on his associates, will Mr. Kiol- 
bassa continue to say that it is permissible 
to him to be incompetent and corrupt be- 
cause Alderman Snow is a republican? 

The third, and last, complaint the public 
has to make is not so serious as the others, 
but it is almost equally suggestive. It is 
the insufficiency and slovenliness of the rec- 
ords kept in the building department office. 
Let the interested citizen go over to the 
city hall some day and take a look at that 
office. Any private firm that kept such a 
place would not have a patron once a year. 
The records of elevator accidents, for in- 
stance, are stuffed away in a pigeonhole 
without any attempt at logical arrange- 
ment, and are as incomplete as they are un- 
methodical. Laxness, laxness, laxness is 
what every desk and every document cries 
out. 

This, then, is the situation. Mr. Kiol- 
bassa is confronted with the St. Luke fire, 
the incompetence and corruptness of his 
whole department, and the lack of busi- 
ness methods in his office. Will he make 
an attempt to clear himself? 


AUTHORS AND DRESSMAKERS. 

There is a class of individuals who neither 
wear nor make gowns who yet might be 
greatly benefited by an attendance at the 
dressmakers’ convention. We refer to au- 
thors whose lamentable lack of knowledge 
of the dressmaker’s art is frequently the 
cause of failure in their own art. In the 
opinion of many readers there should be 
less psychology and more dressology in the 
modern novel, and if the latter is created 
for commercial purposes, then surely its 
author ought to know the difference between 
a blouse and a basque and be able to say 
which of these would be more becoming to 
his heroine. Dressmakers have already ap- 
propriated something of the novelist’s art, 
and fashion magazines are frequently dis- 
tinguished by a high degree of literary skill. 
One may look forward to the day when the 
inventor of a certain hook and eye will be 
as desirous of concealing the advertising of 
his wares beneath literary verbosity as the 
wearer of these articles will be of hiding 
them from public view. 

Women writers have the advantage in this 
department of their art, and it is universally 
acknowledged that Mrs. Humphry Ward's 
feminine creations are the best dressed 
women in English literature. Male writers 
‘may think it beneath their dignity to at- 
tend a dressmakers’ convention, but they 
have Shakspeare’s word for it that “the 
apparel oft proclaims the man,” and their 
readers’ word for it that their heroines are 
too frequently not properly “ proclaimed.” 


PREPARE TO BE LECTURED. 

Among the many agencies designed to 
give the intellects of mankind a perceptible 
nudge forwards none is so popular, as the 
lecture, or lecture course. A glimpse at 
the programs of culture clubs for the com- 
ing season reveals a variety of subjects that 
would have bewildered the less disciplined 
brain of a decade ago. .In the opinions of 
many persons the lecture course is a passive 
way of taking on culture and of giving to 
individuals that pleasant sense of being 
counted among those who “ stand for the 
best in life” and who strive for the 
“highest ideals.” Others look upon them 
as a form of mental dissipation to which 
women in particular are much addicted and 
to whom they bring that transitory stimulus 
that is gained when good words come in at 
one ear and go out at the other. 

It is a noteworthy fact that although there 
never was a time when lectures were more 
eagerly attended or good lecturers more 
easily obtainable one rarely hears of a lec- 
turer arousing his 
of enthusiasm that Lowell ascribes to Emer- 
son’s hearers.

Chicago is rich in lecture opportunities and 
no one can estimate how much the general 
standard of culture in the city’ has been 
elevated by taking advantage of these privi- 


leges.

THE RURAL HOME-—A SUGGESTION. 

To say anything unfavorable about the 
new Rural Home and School for Boys at 
St. Charles is to venture into a position 
which is not without its embarrassments, 
Here are men who are giving an immense 
amount of time and of money to an enter- 
prise which has for its end the saving of 
the boys of Chicago. Up steps the irre- 
sponsible critic and says to these men: “I 
clearly perceive that you are making some 
bad mistakes.” Could anything be more 
presumptuous? - Nevertheless, what is the 


critic to do if he knows that something ought | 


to be said, and if, after waiting a reasonable 
length of time, he finds that everybody 
about him is preserving an unbroken silence? 
Does it not then become the critic’s duty to 
open his mouth and express his opinion?. 

Such seems to be the temper in which 
the article on the rural home in yesterday's 
Codperation was written. The bureau of 
charities evidently has the most cordial 
appreciation of the value of the new school. 
At the same time it hasonefear. Theplans 
now being laid for the school are on a 
tremendous scale. Americans like to do big 
things. Chicagoans are in this respect not 
only Americans but, algebraically speaking, 
Americans plus. The men whaare interest- 
ed in the rural home want to see it, as Mr. 
Gates remarked, “the greatest thing on 
earth.” Now this is most creditable to their 
local patriotism. Even though Chicago al- 
ready has so many of the “ greatest things 
on earth” that they attract no more atten- 
tion than yellow dogs, still no Chicagoan 
would have any other feelings than those 
of elation if one more “ greatest thing on 
earth ” should be set down within the city’s 
jurisdiction. The danger, however, in trying 
to make the rural home an immense institu- 
tion lies in the unfortunate fact that the 
immienser it is as an institution the less 
satisfactory it will be as a boy saving 
agency. 

There can be absolutely no doubt about 
this. The men of the Rural Home associa- 
tion are most of them amateurs in the rural 
home game. Let them consult the profes- 
sionals. They will not find one professional 
in a hundred who will not say that their 
plan for putting forty boys in each cottage 
and allowing the total number of boys in 
the school to climb up to over a thousand 
is a most serious error of judgment. If 
there is anything that the delinquent boy 
needs it is the family atmosphere. It is 
the absence of family atmosphere of the 
right kind that has bronght him where 
he is. The place for him now is a small cot- 
tage, with not more than ten or twelve other 
boys, under the care of a “ house mother.” 
He will then get real family life for the 
first time. And it is family life, not insti- 
tutional life, that will build him up into a 
good man. -It is only in family life that he 
will get that individual attention which he 
ought to have. In a cottage of forty and a 
school of a thousand a boy is a mere unit, 
featureless, characterless. indistinguishable 
from other units. In a cottage of ten and 
a school of fifty or a hundred he changes 
fronf a unit to a person. His development 
then proceeds naturally along the line of 
his own powers. This difference is all the 
difference in the world. 

It would be impossible, however, to go 
into all the arguments which have led the

elephant is somewhat to the point. That animal has attained high record / 


of life on occasion. I do not know that naturalists have had means of com/ 
puting the age of whales, and I suspect we have no accurate data on which 
to found any remarks concerning the age to which bulky beasts like the 
hippopotamus or rhinoceros would attain in a state of nature. 

Crocodiles are regarded as being long lived creatures, as also are tor- 
toises. Here we enter the domain of the cold blooded races, where the 
processes of life move much more slowly than in warm blooded animals. 
There is a record of a famous pike of German nationality that lived con- 
siderably over a century, as attested by a metal tablet which was wired 
through one of its fins. We might arrive at some computation of reptilian 
age if we could estimate the time required for the formation of the bony 
casings many of these creatures possess. When one looks at a huge 
Galapagos tortoise in the “zoo,” such as might carry a man on his back 
without being sensible of his burden, we know physiologically that the 
growth of the shelly armor must have been a slow process indeed, Nature

R. BENSON'S play is clever and full 
of Dodo-isms. It is not a great 
play, it is not a pleasant-play; but 
Mrs. Campbell has a part well 
YS suited to her, for it requires no 
great exhibition of emotion. You have prob- 
ably read the plot by this time—a woman, to 
save her niece from the toils of a man who 
has wrecked the life of another niece (that 
niece's sister), takes it upon herself to make 
him fall in love with her. In this she suc- 
ceeds, scorching her wings slightly in the 
process. 

There were moments when in the working 
out of this plot the play became somewhat 
ridiculous. It was too-obvious from the 
first what was going to happen, and how it 
was going tohappeh. I believe it isn’t neces- 
sary to surprise an audience too much in the 
working out of a plot, but there should be 
some sufprise. e is no surprise in this 
play, however, and there is not only no sur- 
prise but no action; it is simply all talk— 
clever and amusing talk at times, tiresome at 
other times. I am afraid that if it hadn’t 
been for the comedy of Mr. Herz a large pro-

DOUBT if “ Aunt Jeannie’ will be 
a long lived play, for, although it 
suite Mra Campbell in many re- 
spects it’ is not one to please the 
average audience, and it is the aver- 
age audience that makes or mars the for- 
tunes of a play. Mrs. Campbell looked hand- 
some in gowns that were as startling as they 
were picturesque. In one particular gown— 
I think the one worn in the second act—she 
looked ‘like a female Bacchus, the color of 
her gown and the vines in her hair suggest- 
ing anything but a staid woman of 33, which 
was Aunt Jeannie’s age when she indulged 
in a flirtation for the first time in her life. 

Mr. John Blair, the young American actor 
who is now Mrs. Campbell's leading man, 
played the part of the villain, Lord Lindfield. 
Mr. Blair made up—unconsciously, of course 
—tbto look like Clyde Fitch. I never saw such 
a likeness, except that his facé was fuller 
and his figure more rotund. It has been Mr. 
Blair’s misfortune to be cast for villains late- 
ly. He was one in “A Gentleman.of France,” 
and he is one in thisplay. Mr. Blair isreailly 
a romantic actor. If he was properly drilled 
he would make a legitimate successor to 
Alexander Salvini. It is a mistake to dress 
him in modern clothes and to put the lan- 


guage of the drawing room in hie mouth, 
He was not at home in the part of Lord Lind- 
field, and he overracted certain scenes im the 
part. I do not think that the kiss episode 
which caused much merriment in the audi- 
ence and much criticism from the critica, 
was intentionally aa bad as it seemed, I 
doubt if it will be played with the same 
fervor again.

At the 
same time it could not but have gladdened 
her heart. . 
The part of the hero, Henri de Fravigneul,

-‘Iyn has been in New York since the Ist of 


September, and has made many friends dur- 
ing that time.’ Indeed, he began making 
American friends on the ship that brought 
him over, and there was a large party of his 
fellow voyagers on hand to bid him welcome 
and to entertain him after the play witha 
supper. I think these friends, as well as 
those whom he made on land, wére a little 
downcast not only at his reception by the 
public but at the reason of this coolness. 
To be perfectly frank, the earl of Roslyn 
has no more qualifications for the theatrical 
profession than has the earl of Yarmouth. 
He is a finer figure of a man, one May say, 
than the other earl, but he is no better actor. 
He played the part of the gentleman just as 
stifiy and with as little unction as he played 
the part of the servant. In the hands ofa 
real actor the rdéle is a sympathetic one and 
gets its full share of applause.

is not because you and they are no longer 
interested in these concerts, but because the 
pressure of other engagements often pre- 
vents attendance, so that your money seems 
to be wasted. Furthermore, the great size 
of the Auditorium makes it easy to get seats 
when you do wish to go; and you think you 
will go often. It is our experience, however, 
that our friends easily put off going from 
week to week, knowing that the season is 
long and the performances numerous. The 
consequence has been a serious falling off 
of season sales and nearly equal loss in gross 
receipts.”’ 

The trustees then point out that this de- 
crease in receipts makes a “‘ discouraging im- 
pression upon those who have paid the deficit 
of the orchestra, and who nvust always aid if 
it is to be continued.” 

A list of names of 142 prominent men and 

with the amount each has con- 
tributed to make good the deficit of the last 
eleven years, is inclosed with the letter. 
This list shows that $370,961 has been 
given by these 142 people, the amountsrang- 
ing from $50 to $15,500. 

“ The larger givers,’ the letter continues,” 
‘are for the most part those who have con- 
tributed from start to finish, but many of 
these generous men have lately been much 

by the falling off In the season 
sale, thinking this an indication that they 
are making sacrifices for the sake of some- 
thing for which the public no longer cares, 
Many of those who have ceased contributing 
have done so for this express reason. 

‘That portion of the publid who buy sin- 
gle seats show no sign of waning interest, 
anda their attendance continues and has in~ 
creased. The season sale, which we rely 
on as the foundation of our institution, hag 
proved to be the weak spot.” 

It is im the hope of strengthening’ 

weak spot that the trustees have 
their appeal to the orchestra’s former sea~ 
gon patrons. It remains to be seen if this 
‘appeal will result im improved financial con- 
ditions for the coming year—whether those 
to whom $30 fora@season ticket should be and 
is a mere bagatelle, will continue to with- 
hold their subscription simply because they 
cannot attend every concert im the sertea, and 


are unwilling to give the ticket eway on the 


evenings they are unable to go.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENGY

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT is by no 

means the only executive of a great 

nation who has enjoyed the extremely 

embarrassing experience of being 

‘preached at. Indeed, there is hardly 
a single European ruler who has not been 
either subjagted to exaggerated praise, or 
eise to criticism from the pulpit. Its only 
in rare cases that it is tolerated and ap- 
proved of, as, for instance, when somé young 
member of a reigning family is being con- 
firmed or tharried, when it is not cénsidered 
out of place for the preacher to address 
some words of friendly admonition and of 
advice to the young people who are the prin- 
cipal figures in the ceremony... 

But between that and preaching at a full 
fledged ruler'on the subject of hie virtues: 
and his shortcomings, there is a great differ- 
ence, and the practice is never favored, and: 
always meets with. disapproval, conveying, 
as it does, the impression of’ unfairness, 
since the preacher has obviously an undue 
advantage in this, that, by reason of his 
oectiipancy of the pulpit, and of the sacred 
character of the place, one cannot talk back 
at him. « 

Preaching at rulers is almoet as old as 
the history of religion, and in this connec- 
tion one’s memory is carried back to the 
scene of John Knox, in black gown and skull 
cap, with a fierce fanatical light in his re- 
forming eyé, preaching at Mary, Queen of 
Seots, and her ladies, whose calmness and 
serenity beneath the torrent of invective, 
thus publicly poured upon her by the father 
of Scotch reformation, has served as the 
theme and inspiration of many a famous 
painter. 

The late Queen Victoria was on several! oc- 
casions preached at and invariably resented 
it. In fact,it is asserted that the refusal of 


fore, popularly known as. “ Soapy Sam,”’ 
from the bishopric of Winchester either to the 
archbishopric of York or to the archbishopric 
of Canterbury was due to the fact that he had 
on one Sunday, when. preaching at Windsor 
castle, taken advantage thereof to preach at 
his sovereign in a manner which both she 
alid the prince consort so bitterly resented 
that they never forgot nor forgave it. 
Victoria. submitted to the infliction in si- 
lence, differing therein from her predecessors 
on the throne and likewise from her father 
and uncles, who were accustomed to com- 
ment perfectly openly and in a loud and sten- 
torian tone of voice upon the preacher's ut- 
terances throughout the course of the ser- 
mon, sometimes expressing approval with an 
intimation to the effect “‘ By gad, but that’s 
true,’ or else expressing a differerice of 
opinion with such an apostrophe as ‘‘ Now, 
you know that that’s a —— —— lie.”” This 
comment was carried on in so loud a tone as 
to be heard in every portion of the sacred 
edifice, and, while amusing for the remainder 
of the congregation, was extremely discon- 
certing for any pulpit orator who had not 
until that time enjoyed the questionable 
honor of preaching before royalty. 
The fact of the matter is that rulers; no 
matter whether monarchs or presidents, are 
80 much accustomed to command and to dic- 
tate that they do not relish receiving direc- 
tions even from the pulpit, and it is difficuit 
to find any sovereigns of the old world who 
have ever shown any taste for pulpit ora- 
tory unless they did the preaching them- 
sélves, as for instance, in the case of the pres- 
ent German emperor. The latter does not hesi- 
tate to preach at considerable length when 
conducting divine service on board his 
yacht, the Hohenzollern, or elsewhe But 
woe betide any imperial chaplain or other 
ecclesiastic who ventures to preach in his 
presence a sermon lasting longer than ten 
minutes, a quarter of an hour being the out- 
side limit, and only tolerated on extraor- 
dinary occasions. The too discoursive pas- 
tor receives an imperial rebuke noi always 
couched in the kindliest language, added to 
which he comes in for remonstrances from 
the principal court dignitaries, as well as 
from the chief of the royal chaplain depart- 
ment. . 4 
King Bdward likewise holds his chaplains 

down to a time limit, and, providing that 
they adhere to this, he maffitains a per- 
fectly quiet and reverent demeanor, so that 
his clerk of the closet has ho need of per- 
forming the offices which his predecessors 
were called upon to perform for previous 
sovereigns, that is to say, to wake them up 
at the end of the sermon. 


King Charles II. ts on record as having al- 
ways slept throughout the sermon, and, so, 
too, did King George II., while King George 
I. paid no attention to the sermon at all, 
was' wont to talk throughout it with his 
clerk of the closet, the Rev. Dr. Younger, 
dean of Salisbury, who stood behind his 
chair. 

These conversations of the king with the 
dean finally created so great a scandal that 
Lord Townsend, who was secretary of state 
sent the dean an order directing him to 
proceed immediately to Salisbury and to re- 
main at his deanery until further orders. 
The dean, who believed the injunction em- 
anated from the king, obeyed without re- 
monetrance or delay, and Lord Townsend 
thereupon went to the king and informed 
him that the dean Jad received a kick from 
a horse which had fractured his skull, and 
that he wae dead. , 

It was only several years afterwards that 
King George going down to review some 
regiments on Salisbury plain, and having 
consented to receive the bishop and chapter 
of Salisbury cathedral, recognized to his 
amazement at the head of the chapter Dean 
Younger, whom he had believed to be long 
since dead. The king was frightfully angry 
at the deception which had been practiced 
upon him, and had given orders for the ele- 
vation of his former clerk of the closet to 
a bishopric, :the dean, however, dying in 
real earnest before the royal intentions could 
be put into execution. | 

The late vice chancellor of Oxford, Provost 
Monro, who as the executive head of Eng- 
land’s ancient university, is quite as grand 
‘a personage in his way as a crowned head, 
had a tilt only last year with a young clergy- 
man of the university because the latter had 
preached at him. The vice chancellor has 
the common failing of falling to sleep during 
the sermon, and, exasperated thereby, the 
preacher chose for his text the words. 
*“* What cannot ye watch for one hour?’ This 
text he managed to bring in so many times 
during the delivery of the sermion, <ach time 
accompanying it with such a_ resounding 
thump. on the pulpit that not only was the 
vice chancellor repeatedly aroused from his 
slumbers but the whole congregation was 
made fully aware of the object of the sermon. 

The vice chancellor took the first oppor- 
tunity after this of getting rid of the daring 
preacher by securing for him the appoint- 
ment to a Hving in-the gift of the university 
at a town situated in Devonshire. The 
preacher fully appreciated the object of the 
intervention of the vice chancellor in his be- 
half, and before leaving Oxford to take up 
his new dutfes preached a farewell sermon 
at which the vice chancellor was present, 
and for which he chose the significant text, 
“Sleep on now, and take your rest.” 


The marquis of Ormonde, who is well 
known in this country as a frequent visitor 
end as commodore of the royal yacht squad- 
ron, was preached at some time ago by a 
poor Irish clergyman, rejoicing in the Chris- 
tian name of Joseph, and who had rendered 


out receiving the promised recognition. 

The reverend gentleman, finding Lord Or- 
monde among his congregation, and recalling 
that he 1s hereditary chief butler of Ireland, 
gave out the text, “ Yet did not the chief 
butler remember J h.* but. forgot him.” 
Lord Ormonde took the hint and a few weeks 
later appointed the Rev. Joseph to one of the 
fat livings of which he is patron.

Strange, Unique Diseases.

Another brings death after an 
hour of‘agony, during which thé skin is 
covered with huge yellow biotches. 
a death that comes after one has put on 
a shirt on which has been sprinkled a liquid 
furnished by a Mamaloior Papaloi. 

It comes like fire that eats into the skin 


wherever the garment has touched. Again, — 


some of the diseases that come to a person 
who has made himself objectionable do not 
kill’ One will waste the. victim day after 
day. until death. seems only a few hours off; 
then will come a hint that a voodoo doctor 
‘can cure. If the victim is wise, he will pay 
the. priest whatever he asks; if he doesn't, 
the disease will end in, death. 
other-digéase that causes sudden blindness. 
That; too, can be cured, suddenly, swiftly 
and mysteriously. by .a. voodoo priest after 
the doctérs-have given it up.

by a ragged and barefooted sentinel, 
but a little judicious bribery will overcome 
the soldier’s sense of duty and the drum will 
do the guiding, for it can be heard for an 
incredible distance.

The Mamaldl, a tall, fine looking woman, 
was dressed in a loose gown of white, with 
oernamentations on her shoulders, and

Money Is Easy Nowadays. — 
There are several reasons suggested as to 
why the loan sharks are hungry. One rea- 
son is because people generally have become 
acquainted through the papers with their 
methods, but probably the rea! reason is be- 
cause times are good and money is easy. 
When people are hard pressed and have-to 


charge 25 per cent interest and hound them 
like an avenging Nemesis doesn’t keep them 
from going to one to secure aloan. But the 
present era of prosperity has made it easy 
for debtors. People are generally able to 
pay their debts, or if they aresiow in making 
payments their creditors are not compelled 
to be exacting on them and can afford to 
wa.. patiently for the indebtedness to be 
paid. .

Fads of Millionaires 
\ Hobbies Eat Big Holes in 
| ‘Their Fortunds. 


IVEN a.million a year to spend at 
pleasure, find something on which to 
spend it. That is the proposition 
which is met by multi-millio s 
of this country; England, and - 

many. It is a peculiar fact that the men 

who have this opportunity choose one thin 

as the object of their expenditures. + 
The millionaires choose their hobbies an 


numerous. Apart from the expenditures re- 
quired in business these millionaires spend 
@nore on their hobbies, than they Go on them- 
selves personally. 

In some celebrated instances the “ spend- 
ing’”’ is not spending, but giving, and many 
of the immensely wealthf men are giving 
@way more than they spend. A Car- 
negie’s teachings and his practices are the 
best known. He is one of the three great 
snulti-millionaires who gives away far‘more 
than he spends. Of the otheptwo one is an 
Englishman and the other a German. 

Pictures more than anything else make 
big holes in the bank accounts of the men 
ot wealth. There are seven millionaires 
who spend more for paintings than for any- 
thing else outside their business; and J. 
Pierpont Morgan leads this list. | 

Morgan’s Fad Is Pictures. 

Mr. Morgan is credited with an annual 
personal expenditure of about $150,000, and 
his average annual bill for paintings ie about 
$250,000, not far from double what he spends 
on himself. Hie biggest purchase last year 
was ‘the Colonna Raphael, for which he 
gave $500,000. To this purthase he added 
seven others, werth altogether $250,000, so 
that his expenditures last year were 
above his average and amounted to nearly 
‘$1,000,000. That was the biggest year in pic- 
ture buying that Mr. Morgan has had. His 
entire collection of famous paintings now 
amounts to 200 pictures, and is valued at 
$10,000,000. | 
_ Americans are conceded to lead in. pic- 
ture buying and their zeal in collec mas- 
terpleces has aroused the ‘fear, in some 
cases the enmity, of Europeans. Stephen 
Gould has been one of Mr. Morgam’s chief 
rivals in bidding for famous paintings. He 
broke all records by buying fourteen old 
masters in one year, and his checks for 
pictures make the biggest hole in his bank 
account. - 

Staveley Bruce, the English shipping and 
iron king, has made a specialty of statuary, 
as well as paintings. The Italian laws for- 
bidding the exportation of art treasures has 
hed a pec effect on the collection of 
Mr. Bruce. e is obliged to keep $500,000 
| worth of statuary in Malian cities. He adds 
a love for pictures to that for statuary and 
seldom spends less than $200,000 a year for 
paintings. : 

Fortune Spent for Prints. — 

Duffus Grant, another English mjlMonaitre, 
has a different hobby in the art line. Mr. 
Grant wants fine prints and he spends a 
fortune annually i rare prints, and in the 
last few years has made a half million dollar 
collection. 

In the collecting of prints the buyer is 
especially liable to imposition, but Mr. Grant 
is an authority—one of the chief authorities 
in England. Although he has purchased 
more than 20,000 prints he has the reputa- 
tion of never having been deceived. This 
collection is now as valuable as it was when 
he made it. That is one of the features of 
the art hobby. The man. who spends his 
money for art treasures has a tangible as- 
set. The millionaire who makes his ex- 
penditures in racehorses and yachtsis money 
out at the end of the year. 

Mr. Carnegie’s fad, as is well known, is 
the public He its credited with 
handing out $15,000,000 annually in putting 
his preaching into practice.. Last year his 
gifts in this direction amounted to $5,000,000 
in the»United States. He gave in addition 
$5,000,000 to English workmen and$10,000,000 
to Scotiand. As he now is giving away a 
good deal more than his income, which is 
$10,000,000 a year, he may be able to realize 
his ambition to escape the “ disgrace of dy- 
ing rich.”"" It has been computed that at his 
present rate of giving it will require twenty 
years before he can ‘bécome “ poor.” 


Treats for Slim Children. 

An English millionaire, another of the 
three multi-millionaires. who give away most 
of their income, is Mr, Spiller, the cloth 
and cotton magnate, His favorite amuse- 
ment is a peculiar oné, and it has e him 
known as a sort of fairy godfather to the 
poor children of northern English towne. 
He organizes and pays for huge treats for 
slum children. The outings and pleasure 
excursions he gives these children cost him 
in the neighborhood of $600,000 a year. In 
addition to this he supports eight children’s 
hospitals and orphanages. His hobby on the 
betterment of poor children gives him no 
time for any other amusement. He lives In 
a fashion similar to that of a well to do 
professionali man, and tTnaintains but one es- 
tablishment for himeelf..

~ Corner Stone of Marriage. 

Squire Brown regards the Declaration of 
Independence as the corner stone of marriage 
in the United States. When a young man or 
woman comes to Squire Brown to ask his 
advice in regard to marrying Squire Brown 
first inquires as to what doubts exist in the 
inquirer’s mind on the subject. Then he Gits 
his silk hat on the back of his head and, 
pacing up and down, repeats the Declara- 
tion of Independence word for word, and 
then proceeds to expound the various pas- 
Sages and draw suitable deductions to fit 
the casein hand. 

Squire Brown is known as the Chesterfied 
of the Aurora bar. He is now 74 years of 
age, but tall and straight, and as vigorous 


‘as a man of half his years. He came to 


Aurora from Winnebago county twenty-two 
years ago, amd shortly afterwards was el<ct- 
ed justice of the peace, and reélected four 
successive times since then. He has occupied 
one office almost all of that time, an office 
which is far from being considered modern, 
but which, with its old style furniture and 
dignified air, makes a good setting for Squire 
Brown, who is a fine specimen of a gentle- 
man of the old school. In this room the 
squire has married the majority of the 404 
couples who have come to him. Some of the 
weddings. have been at high noon, some at 


@vening, and some while the courthouse bell 


was striking the hour of midnight, and the 
only light in the room came from two candles 
standing in a pair of old fashioned candle- 


- pticks. 


Always Ready to Aid Cupid. 
The squire is always ready to perform a 
ceremony. Not only that, but when young 
people from a distance arrive in Aurora at 
an unseasonable hour the good hearted 
squire acts the part of the friendly native, 
and after installing the bride elect In a com- 

fortable chair, with two or three papers 
magazines to read while she waits, he pro- 
cures a carriage and personally conducts

When the license is finally secured the jus- 
tice puts his head out of the office window, 
and, as he knows every man, woman, and 
child in Aurora by name, calls out to some- 
body passing: nie 


“ Hey, Jim; come up_here. Want you for 


a wedding.”’ 

No matter on what tmportant business a 
citizen of Aurora may be bent, the voice of 
Justice Brown calling from theoffice window 
is the voice of duty and is instantly obeyed. 
The judge calls his two witnesses, and when 
they have arrived he bids the couple who are 
to be married arise and take hands. Then, 
taking his position in front of them, he says 
impressively: 

*“ By this act of joining hands you do take 
upon yourselves the relation of husband and 
wife, and as such promise, each to the other 
in the presence of these witnesses, that you 
will love and honor, cherish and comfort, one 
another so long as you both shall live. By 
virtue of the authority in me vested by the 
laws of the state of Illinois I pronounce you 
husband and wife.” 


This would seem to end the ceremony, but 
it does not. The squire follows this by im- 
mediately saying: 

“Now is the time for the bridegroom to 
salute that dear little bride.” 

The bridegroom of course ebeys, and then 
the squire always imprints a paternal 
salute on the obride’s alabaster fore- 
head that its said to resemble the sound of 
a toy balloon exploding. Then the cere- 
mony is ended before the witnesses, no mat- 
ter how sinister their designs, have an op- 
portunity to follow the squire’s example. 

Justice Brown says*that young couples 


' have come to him from all over the state as 


well as from neighboring states. He has 
married Catholics to Protestants; Jews to 
Gentiles, and republicans to populists. He 
says he will marry two people legally en- 
titled to wed regardiess/of everything ex- 
cept color. He positively declines to offi- 
ciate when the contracting parties are mem- 
‘bers of different races. When young people 
who are of different religious beliefs come 
to him for advice he invariably recites to 


them the Declaration of Independence and . 


then points the morals wherewith to adorn 
the tale. 


| 
Parents Shouldn't, Balk Cupid. 


“TIT commenced that when I cothmenced 
marrying people,” said Justice Brown. 
“There came to me at the beginning of my 
career as a marrying squire a young couple 
who were in much.trouble. They loved 
each other devotedly, but the young woman 
was a Catholic; while the young man was a 
Protestant. The young woman's father and 
mother and all of her other relatives bitterly 
opposed a marriage. She appealed to me for 
advice. I read her the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Then I called attention to the 
passage, ‘All men are created free and equal 
and are endowed with certain inalienable 
rights. That among these are life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness.’ I told her 
that she would see that from the Declaration 
that all men were equal, that differences of 
religion or party or factions were not to be 


considered. That no. man wae better or 
worse merely because he was a Catholic or 
Protestant, Jew or Gentile. I also cited to 
her the fact that, under the Declaration, 
every human being in this country had the 
right to life, Mberty, and the.pursult of 
happiness. Therefore no one, not even her 
own parents, hada right to come between her 
and these greatest of all blessings: - I told 
her that if she had searched her own heart 
and found that Hfe would be valueless and 
her happiness destroyed if she did not marry 
the man of her choice thén, in all reason 
and acting according to the greatest humen 
document ever written, she should disregard 
the attempts of others to, deprive her of 
the liberty which was hér undoubted pos- 
session, and wed the man her heart had 
called. 

“ She listened in silence, and then, looking 
up at me with her great beautiful eyes filled 
with tears, said, ‘I know you are right. "I 
will marry him,’ and immediately I called 
in the witnesses, the two joined hands, and 
I married them, and of all the couples I 
have married never ever lived happier.” 


Women Mustn’t Be Slaves. . 

Justice Brown says he does not believe in 
the use of the word “‘ obey.” in the marriage 
ceremony, because it implies slavery. 

“I do not think a woman should be made 
to swear that she will be the slave of the 
husband,” said the justice. “I cannot ask 
a woman who may be much stronger intel- 
lectually and morally than the man she is 
marrying to obey him. If one of the con- 
tracting parties to a marriage should obey 
the other it should be that one who is weak- 
est, not physically, but in morals, in educa- 
tion, and in birth and breeding. The word 


we, 


*obey’ has no place in the marriage cere- 
mony.

“The moral is not far to seek,” he an- 
swered. “ Pending their announcement we 
have a new motive’ to live on to old age, 
and a great one.

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there to live he probably answered 
to a less disreputable name, and it 
is barely possible he was the pet 
of some Chicago household that still mourns 
his absence. He was found in the doorway 
of a barber shop at 872 State street one 
frosty morning three years ago this coming 
winter by the proprietor, George Norris. If 
you were to ask the saloonkeeper next door 
who George Norris was he would shake his 
head and eay, Never heard of him.’ For 
Norris is known only as Props.” 

“Bum Bill” was a pup about 3 months 
old when he was found almost frozen to 
death im the barber shop entrance. “ Props ”’ 
carried him in end made a bed for him under 
the stove. The colored porter raked the 
heater and dumped in another scuttle of 
coal. After awhile the little black pup began 
to get thawed out. He timidly crept out 
from under the stove and took a turn around 
the room, miffing for the pan of food which 
he undoubtedly was used to before he left 
his happy home. 

A saucer of milk was set before him, and 
to show his appreciation he drank every 


drop. of tt. Then he played with the barbers . 


until he get tired and again sought the cozy 
spot under the stove. 


Makes Many Disreputable Friends. 

That is how “ Bum Bill” came to the 
levee. The story of his life since that win- 
ter morning when “Props” found him 
would make a good sized book. Heis known 
to everybody in State street, from Van Buren 
to Twelfth Having lived for nearly three 
years in the toughest part of Chicago, it is 
not strange that the dog has become con- 
taminated from evil associations. He goes 
from one saloon to another “‘ down the line,” 
a welcome visitor everywhere, and, as Tom 
McGinnis says, a “ privileged character.” 
Living in the atmosphere of ‘“‘ Whisky row ” 
the dog has formed the acquaintance -of 
many persons that a well behaved, respect- 
able dog would be ashamed to admit he was 
on speaking terms with. Men and women 
whose names frequently appear on the blot- 
ter at the Harrison street police station are, 


. for the most part, the kind of people that 


‘Bum Bill’ has on his visiting list. Race- 
horse touts, cabmen, bartenders, “shell 
workers,” confidence men, street fakers, 
prize fighters, and cheap ‘‘grafters”’ all 


~ know “ Bum Bill ” and takeno little interest 


in his welfare. Women who dodge in and 
out of saloon entrances are fond of the beast, 
and, no matter when or where they meet him, 
hey will stop to stroke his head. 


Gan Understand Slang Only. 

“ Bum Bill” has never heard anything but 
the language of the levee, and for that rea- 
son he would not understand a person who 
did not use elang. For instance, if “* Go on 
home” was shouted at him he would not 
know what was meant. But just say, 


. " Twenty-three to you, Bum,”’ and he’ll trot

off in the direction of the barber shop or 


some other favorite haunt. In the vernact- 


lar of the levee, “ Twenty three ’’ means to 
leave a place or to go home. | 
‘“ Bum Bill” has been inthe * bandhouse ” 


UM BILL” ts what they call him. 
é< on the levee, but before he came 


twice. “The “ bandheuse” is what “ Bum 
Bill’s”’ associates call the dog pound. Last 
summer he was caught without a license, 
and it required an order from the mayor to 
secure his release from the pound. This 
year severat friends of the dog chipped in 


‘and bought a brasstag for him. He wore it 


two days and lost it in a fight. Soon after 
this the dog catchers came along State street 
one morning early and found “ Bum Bill” 
without a tag. He made a second trip to the 
bandhouse,” and Mayor Harrison again 
used the prerogative vested in him to secure 
the animal’s freedom. ° 


Tried to Warn Thief. 


Ike Roderick, court clerk at the Harrison 
street station, is one of “‘ Bum BIil!’s” nu- 
merous friends. This is a story that Roder- 
ick tells of the dog’ssagacity: 

“ One. night. about a year ago ‘ Bum Bill’ 
followed me from State street to the station. 
There had been a ‘touch’ a day or two be- 
fore that in a State street saloon and the 
man who was robbed was at the station when 
*Bum Bill’ and I came in. He was telling 
the ‘coppers’ om the case that the woman 
who stole his money was at that moment in 
@ saloon a few doors from where the robbery 
had taken piace. He had been doing a little 
detective work on his own hook and.haéd seen 
her enter the saloon with a man. The po- 
lice had recognized her from the description 
and her name was mentioneé while ‘ Bum 
Bill’ and I were standing by Mstening. 

“The officers and the victim hurried over 
to State street to get the woman, but ‘ Bum 
Bill’ beat them to the saloon. We afterward 
learned that the dog rushed into the room 
where the woman and her escort were drink- 
ing and he began to tug at her dress skirt. 
She tried to drive him away, but he kept on 
barking and tugging at her garment. From 
the dog’s queer actions the woman got a 
“hunch ’ that something was doing and out 
the back door she goes with ‘ Bum Bill’ just 
as the ‘coppers ’’ came in the front way. An 
hour later she was arrested, but through no 
fault of ‘Bum Bi:l's.’ He knew. the police 
were next to him for tipping then? off to the 
woman and he kept away from the ¢tation 
for weeks. Every man in the station knows 
that to be true.”’ : 


. Eats Three Squares a Day. 


“Bum Bill” eats three squares a day—as 
they call it on the levee—at Stross’ restau- 
Tant, State and Harrison streets. He is as 
regular as clock work in showing up at meal 
time, and the patrons of the place all know 
him as the star boarder. 

There isn't a dog in town that “ Bum Bill ”’ 


“won't tackle if he ventures on ‘* Whisky 


Row.” He has been chewed up several 
times, but, like all real prize fighters, he 
doesn’t know when he’s whipped. He's a 
terror to cats, and one of them can’t live 
in. the neighborhood. 

Like the denizens of the levee, ‘‘ Bum Bill ” 
‘is most wakeful at night. He makes his 
nightly rounds of the saloons and other 
gesorts and sleeps late in the morning. 

af there is such a thing as degeneracy in 
the. canine family “Bum Bill” is a de-

HE IS A SUFFERER FROM THE COAL STRIKE. 


LD ENOUGH MORE

UST as Jerusalem had a wailing place 
for the Jews, so Chicago ought to havea 
wailing place for the landlords of apart- 
ments and flat buildings so that they 
could get, together and mingle their 

tears over the prospect of buying coal for 
their bufidings this winter. 

It’s going to be a long, co-d winter, and the 
price of coal ie rising steadily. It’s high now, 
evem before the first frost, and what it will 
be when the snow begins to fall no one can 
say, and the landlords talk of the future with 
sad faces and hushed voices. 

Soft coal is now selling at $7.50 a ton, twice 


as much as the usual price. Many of the’ 


landlords, of course, especially those who 
own a number of flat buildings, have con- 
tracts with the coal companies which will 
enable them to get their coal at a cheaper 
rate than the market price, but still high 
enough to cause anxiety and foreboding. 


The amount of coal used in an ordinary six 
apartment flat building runs between forty 
and fifty tore a season. The quantity depends 
upon the cdnetruction of the bullding, the 
kind of furnace, and the disposition of the 
janitor. A janitor who thoroughly under- 
stands the stoking of furnaces will keep his 
building uniformly warm with a smailer 
quantity of coal than will a well meaning but 
misguided janitor, who will have his build- 
ing sometimes melting hot and at other times 
eolder than the north pole and yet use fifteen 
or twenty tons more coal during the winter 
then the good janitor. 
It ie @ mistaken idea that the landlords 


instruct their janitors to be chary in the 


use of coal and to pay no aftention to the 
kicks of the frostbitten tenants, Even ifa 
landior@ had a heart as ecld as the snow 
that falls in January he is usually also 
enough of a business man to remember that 
he will want tenants in his building during 
the following year and that in order to do 
he must not have his building gain the 

a of being the second cousin to an 


icehouse. A lease only lasts a year, and a 
tenant who has to climb under the mattress 
every night in winter to keep warm will, 
when the spring. violets and moving day 
comes around, again hie him to some flat 
building that, while it may lack a south ex- 
posure and be anything but accessible to 
steam. and surface lines, is generally ac- 
credited with being hotter in the winter 
time than India’s coral! strand. 


One cause for flats being at times as cold 
as Alaska and again as hot as the top gal- 
lery of a theater on an opening night is be- 
cause the smaller flat buildings have not a 
janitor of theirown. Some half dozen three 
or six apartment flat buildings may have 
only one janitor between them. While he is 
looking after one building and making it so 
hot that the tenants have to open the win- 
dows to keep from sweltering the inhabitants 
of the other apartment on his circuit are 
lighting matches to keep from freezing to 
death. 

What the landlords want is for the build- 
ings to be kept uniformly warm with as small 
expenditure of coal as possible. This is best 
effected by the janitors looking after the 
fires frequently. But sometimes the janitor 
wants to go down the street to look after 
some bulldings that he is taking care of on 
the side, or he may want to debate the hard- 
ships of the HNfe of an apartment building 
janitor with a friend of his across the way, 
go he piles his furnaces full of coal, shuts 
the door, and f away. There follows 
an intensely hot period, followed by falling 
barometer and intense cold. 


It is the careless janitor that the landlords 
are thinking of with grave misgivings. With 
soft coal at $7.50 a ton and the price to run 
up much higher than that within a short 
time, the landlorde lay awake nights won- 
dering whether the income from thelr apart- 
ments during the coming winter will be

The 
enemy suffered heavily, his dead being thick- 
ly strewn along the road between the bridge 
and the trenches around the church.”’ 

“The new volume of reports reciting the 
happenings of the campaign that followed 
the first, instead of telling of burning vil- 
lages and roads strewn with dead natives, 
tells of simple minded, dark skinned men 
going about their work {in the rice fields or 
on the plantations and.singing with happy, 
lusty voices: “ Soy feliz, soy feliz, y en su 
favor, me gozare."’ 


Report of Bible Society. 
The new volume of reports is called the 


Eighty-sixth Annual Report of the Ameri- 


gan Bible Society.’’ The society is thor- 
oughly untSectarian. It was founded for the 
sole purpose of circulating the bible without 
note or comment. Its aim is to provide the 
scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, 


either by sale at the lowest possible cost 


consistent with thorough workmanship, 
or by gift to all of the needy in all 
lands. The society has transiated the 
bible into the different languages of the 
earth, until it has been printed in near- 
ly 100 tongues, and, altogether, with 
the British and Foreign Bible society, the 
National Society of Scotland, and other 
erganizations in Germany, in France, and in 
other parts of Europe, the bible has been 
translated into over 400 languages. This 
jhas been done by missionaries and by na- 


tives under the supervision and pay of the 
different bible societies of the world. 

The new volume of reports shows that the 
American Bfrble society alone has, in the 
eighty-six years of its existence, issu 
40,677,225 volumes of the scriptures, } 
nearly 100 languages and dialects. 

The American society, while working in 
every part of the globe, quite naturally 
directs special attention to the American 
field. In the past it has directed special 
effort to supplying all the immigrants land- 
ing on our shores with copies of the scrip- 
tures in their own language. The various 
In@ian tribes have had the bible translated 
into their languages, the American society 
having issued bibles in Choctaw, Ojibwa, 
Seneca, Dakota, Muskokee, and other 
janguages. 

Translated Into Native Tongues. 

The most interesting sections of the re- 
ports this year relate to the work of the so- 
ciety in the new colonial possessions of the 
government. From the reports it will be seen 
that the agents of the American Bible so- 
clety, like the constitution, have followed 
close behind the flag, and although the war 
in the Philippines is but barely over the so- 
ciety shows that it has already translated 
portions of the bible into Tagalog, Visayan, 
Pampanga, and Ilocano, the most wide- 
ly spoken native languages, of which’71,000 
copies have been distributed. 

Besides the copies of the gospel printed 
in the native dialects many thousand bibles 
printed in the Spanish Janguage have been 
distributed throughout the Philippines. But 
as the superintendent of education in the 
islands has reported that 95 per cent of the 
inhabitants cannot read the Spamish lan- 
guage the work of translating the books of 
the .bible into the native dialects is being 
pushed as rapidly as possible. Before the 
close of the year it ie expected that the en- 
tire New Testament will be translated into 
Tagalog, Pampanga, and Tocano. The nine 
colporteurs of the society in the Philippines 
traveled during the last year 6,798 miles and 
visisted 161 towns. These men traveled 
alone in the most desolate country, across 
mountains and down rushing, deep flowing 
rivers, and underwent great hardships and 


dangers, almost ali of them having numerous’ 
narrow escapes from death. 


Hard Work in Philippines. f 

The experiences of a colporteur of the bible 
society in the Philippines is shown by the 
recital of two of these agents, Bear and 
Turner, who in their report say: 

‘* While canvassing St. Thomas on Monday 
we heard of a‘ fiesta’ that was to beheldat 
Rosario. We inquired about transportation 
and found that the only way was by ox cart; 
the distance some seventeen miles over the 
mountains. We had canvassed all day and 
were weary, but thought we would beable to 
sleep on thé cart asit rattled along. So we 
started, but had not made three miles before 
the ox began to show signs of being tired, and 
the dgiver insisted that if we wished to reach 
our destination we must walk. After a four 
hours’ tramp we halted at a group of shacks 
on the mountain side and changed the tired 
animal for a freshone. The road began to be 
rough and steep, and we needed a sure footed 
and steady beast, and found we had just the 
opposite. As we would start down a hillinto 
a gulch the ox would go his own gait and 
give us a most uncomfortable jolting. Fi- 
nally we reached a high ridge with a eteep 
decline on the.other side, with a bridge over 
the stream atthe bottom. As usual, we went 
down with a rush, and a sharp turn on to the 
bridge was too much for the cart, and over 
it went, scattering our boxes down thegulch 
side. It was dark, and we were obliged to 
make 4 light and gather what we could of 
our books together. If there had: been water 
in the stream it would have been a total loss, 
We were delayed about two hours and started 
on with a broken axle. This we had tied up 
with strips of cane, and it held until we were 
within two miles of Rosario. Then the driver 
went on to borrow another cart while we 
threw ourselves on the ground and slept. 
We made good sales in Rosario the first day. 
On the second day the padre came and we 
sold less. When we came to the presidente 
for transportation to the next town he sent 
runners out into the hills, and they brought 
in some Igorrotes (wild hill men), who carr™td 
our boxes while we trudgedon. After travel- 
ing some nine miles we succeeded in finding a 
cart and sent the Igorrotes back.’’

Dr. Murri, father of the countess, is one 
of. the professors in the University of Rome, 
andihe has charged his son, Tuillo Murri, 
with the killing of the countess’ husband. 
The police, on the other hand, deny the pos- 
sibility’ of Murri’s being the criminal, in- 
sisting that Murri’s. confession is for the 
purpose only of shielding others. 

This belongs to the old type of the Italian 
murder—the murder that has had so much 
to do with the making of history in the 


stormy centuries that preceded a free and. 


united Italy, accomplished in 1870. Brig- 
andage, the Camorra, and the Mafia have 
been the teachers of the use of the knife 
and the stiletto, and everywhere Italian 
citizens of the lower orders stand charged 
before the nations as protecting the brigands 
and from the brigands, extending succor 
and support to the lawless elements of all 
classes, simply because of a fear and a 
prejudice against the operation of the law. 


Regard Law as Tyranny. 
Writing of the conditions of Italy before 
the reform of 1870, a student of cause and 


effect in that country has said: 


“The lower Italians never have regarded 
the law but as a harsh and cruel tyranny. 
They know it only in its severities and its 
penalties—they never have had recourse to 
it for protection or Gefense; it never has 
been to them a barrier against the exactions 
of a great man, or the unjust pressure of the 
powerful man; they have felt it in its moods 
of vengeance, and never in its moments of 
commiseration. 

“ Blevated above their fellows by a cer- 
tain wild and savage chivalry, the brigands 
long have exercised a terror over the people 
of the south. Their lives were full of ter- 
rible incidents and hairbreadth escapes, sure 
to excite interest in the minds of an,unedu- 
cated and imaginative race, which grows to 
regard the relators in the light of heroes. 

“ Brigandage is but the open expression of 
a @scontent which exists in every class and 
every condition in the districts it pervades. 
It is the assertion of the Catholic for the 
pope, of the royalist for the Bourbon, of the 
revolutionist against a discipline, and last 
of all, of the southern ItaHan against being 
ruled by that northern race whose intellt- 
gence he despises and for whose real quali- 
ties of manliness he has neither a measure 
nor a respect.” 


Venetian School of Poisoners. 


But beyond these conditions that existed 
in the middie of the nineteenth century, 
Venice as one of the independent provinces 
had a school of poisoners in the fourteenth 
eentury which is said to have operated for 
the state without a suggestion of a con- 
ecience. The appointment of the famous 
and infamous “ council of ten’’ was made 
jn 1811, and this council dealt in the lives 
of kings, princes, popes, and the powerful 
ones of state as if the victims of the setret 
gounciis of the tribunal were to be remuved 
from life like pawns from a chessboard. 

As a reminder of the work of this body, 
which was tn existence from 1811 to 1797. an 
o'a@ decument is still extant in which John 
of Raguba prepared a selection of poisons 
anf attached .to it a seale of fees for the 
disposition of personages who might be 
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persona non grata to the state. ‘These fees 
varied according to the prominence of the 
person to be made away with, and to the 
distances necessary for the executioner to 
go im carrying out the findings of death. 
. For the poisoning of the duke of Mila 
the charge was 60 ducats; for killing the 
pope he exacted a fee of 100 ducats; for 
the king of Spain 150 ducats; and for the 
** great sultan "’ his price was 500 ducats. 
This council of ten was an institution of 
the province of Venice until the republic be- 
came extinct in 1797. Its influemces have 
been charged as still reflected in the present 
criminology of Italy. 


Brigandage and Its Horrors. 


Sicily, one of the southern provinces of 
the country, has made much of the troubles 
that mark brigandage and its horrors. As 
late as 1889 Crispi took a stand against it. 


« He sought security by appointing 600 cara- 


binieres, made up wholly of Sicilians, to act 
in the seven provinces of the island. But 
on this move Crispi was defeated, and was 
succeeded by the Rudini-Nicoteri ministry. 
This ministry tried to carry out the’ Crispi 
design and also was defeated. The Giolotti 
cabinet that followed the last one dropped 
the whole subject. Then in Palermo, Ca- 
tania, and Messina the brigands took ad- 
vantage of the conditione that had been 
left untouched and terrified the whole coun- 
try with their lawless seizures-.and their de- 
mands for ransom. 

One of the famous members of the Sicilian 
banditti was Leone, of infamous memory. 
Operating in the boldest manner in the year 
1876, he showed of what kidney was his 
kind in several of the most bloodthirsty and 
revengeful of raids. In that year hie bloody 
nature was best shown in the murder of 
Paoli, a merchant of Termini. Paoli had 
offended the powers in the camp of the out- 
law, probably through intemperate speech 
against the banditti, and one night, with 
little show of secrecy, Leone swooped down 
on the town and took the merchant captive. 

The victim was taken into the impassable 
interior of the island and was killed in cold 
blood. Friends, presuming that he had been 
taken with the purpose of exacting the usua! 
ransom, sent messengers to the bandit, of- 
fering 80,000 lire for his release, but impress- 
ing it upon the two messengers not to give up 
the money until the prisoner was delivered 
to their hands. 

Leone had insisted upon the payment of the 
money, but as the messengers held out stub- 
bornly, Leone followed them as they left the 
place, riddled their bogies with shot, and took 
the ransom money ffom their dead bodies. 

This was am action a bandit could not 
always stand for, and De Pasquale, one of 
Leone’s followers, decided to take revenge 


_ upon the leader for his bad faith. Leone 


learned of the decision, and in the ni h 
killed De Pasquale. and the next day men 
into the town of Alia, having a population of 
5,000, and there boldly stuck the head of his 
dead follower upon a cross at the roadside. 


J 
Captured an Englishman. 


And all of this time, too, the over 
had a promised outstanding 
capture of Leone, dead or alive. In that 
same year this same terror of Sicily captured 
an Englishman named Rose. connected with 
& Siciliam house. The story, as told in the 
Fnglish papers at the time, follows: 

‘‘ Mr. Rose and his brother, with two serv- 
ants, alighted at the railway station of 
Lercara, There Mr. Rose mounted a horse 
accompanied by one of his servants. His 
brother followed in a carriage with the 
other servant. Other carriages immediate- 
ly appeared behind them, filled with ap- 
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parently friendly people. But suddenly at 
the turn of the road the celebrated brigand, 
Léaone, accompanied by three 
confederates, though for three years this 
murderous ruffian had been sought, with 
a price of £1,000 on his head. Rose was 
forced to dismount, was placed on a strong- 
er mount, and the party headed for Monte 
Maggiore. 

** Looking back, Mr. Rose saw his broth- 
er’s carriage and those behind, still fol- 
lowing, ‘arid, jumping from the back of the 
mule, he ran back, calling upon the party 
td stand and make a fight. 

**Leone charged back after the English- 
man, daring any one to lift a finger. Rose 
was,replaced on the mule, and the party 
continued to ride for sixteen hours, pur- 
sued by the carabinier!, which had lost four 
hours in starting. Rose's offer of 50,000 
lire for ransom was rejected, and at the 
end of a long ride he was taken into a cave, 
where, for seven days, he was well fed, 

“ Then for many nights the brigands kept 
on the move over unknown roads, resting 
through the day in the woods, and making 
observations of their neighborhoods. Final- 
ly,-on receipt of a ransom of £4,000, Rose 
was set at liberty near the Sciorra railway 
station, the brigands giving him a cap, 
mantie, and a third class railway ticket.” 


Murder of Billoti. 


Only a few years ago,; when brigandage 
had passed to the lower orders, almost with- 
out question, the: province of Caltanisetta 
suffered severely. One of the most unpro- 
voked of crimes was that through which 
the Cavalier Francesco Billoti was finally 
murdered. 

Billoti had gone to one of his farms over 
night and was sleeping on a thrashing floor, 
together with a peasant and the peasant’s 
two sons. The peasant suddenly was awak- 
ened mh the night by a blow on the head, and 
& moment later his master was struck heavily 
with a musket. Blindfolded and mounted 
upon mules the whole party was taken cap- 
tive and jogged on to the cave of the ban- 
dits. The demand upon the friends of Billoti 
was for 60,000 lire as a ransom, but they 
could raise only 4,000, and, as a last resort, 
they had the peasant, who had been released, 
lead a rescuing party to the cave. There 
only the ashes of poor Billoti were found, and 
these in such small quantity as not to fill 
pocket handkerchief. 

The supposition in this case was that the 
prisoner had been badly wounded and that 
the chances of his dying were so great that 
the brigands concluded to kill the prisoner 
as the easiest way out of it. 

In the same month, Baron Antonio Spida- 
Here, a noted wine grower, was taken by 
brigands on the way to the house of his 
mother. He was turned back toward his 
own home, and, coming up before the gates 
of the place, a demand was made upon the 
baroness for the usual 50,000 lire. This sum 
was thrown from the windows of the chateau, 
when, reconsidering, the brigands made a 
new demand, and, on being refused, entered 
the house, took 110,000 lire more and moved 
on, apologizing in a mock solemnity for hav- 
ing disturbed the ladies of the household. 

Sangiorgio of Trapani was another victim. 
He was captured and kept in a cave in spite 
of the fact that « large reward was paid 
to the brigands for his release. One day 
at @ village festival a peasant in the crowd 
was observed spending an unusual amount 
of money and was arrested, Under the in- 
quisition of the police he confessed to com- 
plicity in the abduction of Sangiorgio and le@ 
the way to the cave where the victim, half 
starved, lay waiting the death that he a;

district, and it is said of him that he can tell 
a blind pig a block away. 

A blind pig, as pretty nearly every one 
knows, is a place where liquor is sold without 
a license. Hyde Park has been troubled with 
these pests since the days it was a village. 
With its incorporation with Chicago the old 
limits inside of which the law held that no 
liquor might be sold remained the prohibi- 
tion limits, but it soon. became patent that 
the mere presence in the city’s list of ordi- 
nances of one against the sale of liquor with-

in those limits was far from an effective. 


eheck on the sale. 

So Inspector Hunt commissioned Detective 
Gilman to hunt the pigs. This has been his 
work for several years, and in his time he 
has found liquor where the ordinary observer 
would see only a mild and inoffensive cigar 


store or popcorn stand. 


In Strange Masquerade. 
He hat discovered blind pigs in apartments 


 peeupied by persons supposed by their neigh- 


bors to be law abiding. He has dug fllegal 
liquor sellers from basements and taken 
them from woodshed rdofs. He has found 
er disguised as ginger ale, cough medi- 
cine, root beer, and lemonade. Whisky has 
been called soothing sirup and varnish, and 
if Detective Gilman were at all credulous he 
would have to believe countless ‘well con- 
cocted staries which, while they would de- 
ceive almost anybod?, cannet pass muster 
'with a man main work is the punish- 
ment of. those w keep blind pig menag- 
eries. ‘ 
To arrest 
University’ of Chicago it. was necessary to 
assume students’ clothes, and, wearing a 
maroon #weater, the arrest was made. In or- 
der to get the proper evidence Detective Gil- 
man has had to take great chances on ruin- 
ing his digestion by eating prodigtous quan- 
tities of pop corn and peanuts, which many 
meh have sworn was the closest they came to 
keeping whisky. 
Arrested 125 Men in Two Days. 
Gilman’s most far reaching exploit was the 
arrest of 125 beer wagon drivers in two days. 
The breweries came to the defense, of their 
employés and succeeded in proving that the 
law against blind pigs did not apply to them, 
but Gilman had had, his hard work jyst the 


same. 

He is likely the most expert blind Pig de- 
tective in the United States, because in few 
places except Hyde Park is such a, strenu- 
ous effort made to keep the blind pigs out of 
business, and Gilman has had more experi- 
ence as a blind pig detective than any officer 
of whom Inspector Hunt Knows. —. -

inspector particularly was-.done during the 
erection of a big apartment building in 
Woodlawn.

Gilman declined. _ 

“I don’t think,’’ he said, in telling about 
it afterward, “‘ that a policeman has to make 
a fruit wagon of himself.’ 


Can Disguise His Voice. 


Detective Gilman is the only officer in the 
Hyde Park station who ever finds it neces- 
sary to assume a disguise of either personal- 
ity or clothes. 

He can disguise his voice, too. This may 
not appear to be a difficult feat, but it used 

to be hard for him, and fér a peculiar 
reason. 

When the blind pigs were much stronger 
than they are now some of the more im- 
portant ones made it a practice to keep a 
man around the Hyde Park police station. 
This man was known as a “ leak,’’ because 
through him leaked out news of intended 
raids. Much of his time was spent shadow- 
ing Gilman and running on ahead to report 
that the officer was at his heels. 


Gilman found this out, and-on one cecasion | 


used the phone to advantage. He called up 
a place where he suspected that a blind pig 
was in operation and; giving a fictitious 
name, ordered a dozen bottles’of beer made. 
ready for him... He. then started from the 


police station and walked north. The blind | 


pig upon which’ he, had’ his eye was to the 
west and only_a blocks away. ~ 

When he got'out of sight of the station he 
turned upon his Shadower and told him he 
would arrest him if he did not go into a cer- 
tain barber shop and stay there. The shadow 
went and the head barber was told to watch 
him.

IME was when man, of necessity, wrapped him- 
self in the skins of wild animals in order to 
protect himself from the cold. But times have 
changed. It is the women now who have to 
robe themselves in the furs of wild animals, in 
spite of the fact that the silkworm, the Angora 
goat, and the domestic sheep have made furs 
anything but a fashionable necessity and in 


spite of the fact that these furs have increased in prices 


_ almost to the point of the fabulous. 3 

Higher and higher these’prices have gone, year after year. 
until in the coming season of cold in Chicago women who are 
to be clothed in fur may expect to pay prices beyond any- 
thing in the years past. It is this fashionableness of furs that 
has so nearly caused the extinction of the fur bearing animals 
even in the wildest of the wild and frozen territories where 
they once abounded. : 


. 
Popular Because of Cost. ; 


Today it seems as if the money value that is in some furs 
is as much @n ificentive to a purchaser as are their intrinsic 
beauties. Accepting this as a possible fact, the woman in Chi- 
cago who wishes to appear in the most elaborate and fashion- 
able of fur garmefite cannot do better than buy them off the 
backs of the sea otter. 

“ You can-see why in a moment,” said C. F. Periolat, an 
authority on furs, both with reference to trapping the animals 
in the Alaskan wilds and fn ‘handling the undressed skins in 
the wholesale markets of the United States. “‘ In London only 
a few years ago it was no uncommon thing for 4,000 skins of 
the sea, otter be marketed. This season there were only 381

"* Nowadays it is no uncommon thing for the regulation 
hunting party of nine Indians in canoes to be out a whole sea- 
son without even seeing a sea otter. But when such a party 
has sighted its prey, there is much hard work before the crea- 
ture is finally killed. The animal can be hunted in smooth wa- 
ter only, and under such circumstances the Indians have the 
wiliest animal in the world to bag. It is almost human in its 
intelligence, and in the construction of its front feet it still 
further suggests the human. The feet behind are webbed, but 
the front ones are like hands, having four fingers and a 
thumb, and in this hand the creature can pick up a clam, tap 
it on a stone, and scoop out the meat in a moment. 

“'The nine Indians in canoes surround the animal in the 
water, drawing a cordon around him that is a mile in diam- 
eter, perhaps. Gradually these boats close in on the otter and 
the hunters take turns in firing on him at the moment he 
rises to breathe. This is kept up sometimes for a day and 
night, until finally the creature is so nearly drowned that he 
may be picked up out of the water. The Indians, in ghooting, 


use marked bullets, and if in closing in on the otter a bullet - 


lands and kills it, the Indian who fired it gets the carcass. 
after paying each of the other hunters a $10 gold plege.”’. 


Rarest of American Fans. 


But even surpassing the sea‘otter in the value of its’ fur 
is a certain freakish member of the silver fox family. This 
animal is the least silvery of foxes, being of a steel’ black. 
Their searcity ig proved by the fact that at the recent London 
sales only five of them were put up. The finest one of these 
skins brought $2,300 and the others ranged down in price to

One of the closest imitations of this black fur of the silver 
fox family is to be found in the fur of the strange “ steel 
blue "’ bear, found in the glaciers that still lie in between the 
foothills of Mount St. Elias, in Alaska. These animals are 
found on the ice, often. 4,000 feet above the sea, and are hunted 
exclusively by the Yakutat Indians, The creature ig not 
large, as bears go, being about six and a half feet long and 
weighing about 500 pounds. It is a savage creature, how- 
ever, and has to be hunted with great cau...a. In the four- 
teen years that Mr. Pepiolat has been interested in the Alaska 
fur trade, he has received only six of these rare skins, three 
of them perfect and three of them with the feet cut off by the 
Indians. Of the perfeet skins, two of them were sold to the 
Smithsonian institution, and one of them has been purchased 


by V. Shaw Kennedy and presented to the Field Columbian. 


museum, Their fur, while so closely resembling the fur of 
the dark silver fox, shows pelts more than five times as large 
as the skin of the fox. , 

Among thé great skins from the Alaska country are those 
of some black bears killed at the foot of Mount McKiniey. 
These black bears are wholly unlike the black bears of this 
latitude. Their fur is almost jet black and is between six 
and seven inches long. Their skins are worth at least 
each, and are cut into muffs, boas, and trimmings. 

Three pale fox skins, the first of the kind Mr, Periolat has 
seen, are among his freak furs.

There is a chinchilla, often 
passed’ for the Brazilian skin, that is hardly half as large as 
the real animal, with a fur that does not approach that from 
the South American creature. The fur is not half so long 
and it is much coarser.

Skill of workers in furs have made many things possible 
in art that were impossible to nature. For instance the 
Alaska sable has been converted into the Russian sable an 
thousands of cases, but in the necessary dyeing process the 
darker brown of the “doctored” skin never cam compare 
with the warm brown of the Russian animal's coat 

“To be certain of what one Is getting.'’ said Mr. Periolat, 
“the purchaser of furs should look at the skin back of the 
fur. If the skin is not a light, yellowish tan, it has been 
dyed; no process has yet been discovered for coloring the. fur 
without also dyeing the skin.”’ 

Ermine has been talked of always among the people as a 
fur of immense value. Its associations with the garb of 


royalty may have given it much of this popular value, for 


an ermine skin is worth only $1 in the markets. It Is a small 
skin, however, and to line a cloak, for instance, or a robe of 
state, a good many skins are necessary, each carrying with 
it the black tip of the tail. 

In fur jackets this season everything will be short 
measuring about 22 inches down the back. The most populaft 
furs in their order will be chinchilla, Russian sable in natural 
colors, black bear, ermine, seal, and Persian lamb.

Be Careful What You Drink. 


The idea is that water fatt ns and that all mineral waters 
tend to this also. Tea, coffee, and every kind of liquid, sour or 
sweet, feeds the hungry tissues and the weight increases. 

’ Women who practice in a gymnasium an hour and then 
rush off to drink a glass of cold water will never grow thin. 
Water is necessary and the stomach should have a pint at 
least of it a day, or of some other liquid that answers the 
purpose, But the woman who is too fat is in the habit of 
drinking two glasses of water every few minutes in the day. 
And when she goes out into the street she gets an ice cream 
soda, and winds up her shopping tour with a phosphate or two. 

These things are supposed to be bad for the stomach, but 
experience will prove that they are not really harmful. There 
is nothing about an ice cream soda that injures the digestive 
organs. The only objection to it, for the woman who is re- 
ducing, is that it makes her fat. 

Try not to drink too much and you will certainly reduce 
vour weight, if, at the same time, you will take the proper 
exercises.

Begin with the abdomen, for this is the feature that will 
disturb you most. De not stop your efforts until it is flat and 
lodks nice. The hew corsets will help, but; of course, they 
cannot do everything. They can flatten you out a little, but 
they cannot make you over, nor can they slice a piece off your 
too abundant front. . 

if you are fat, and know it, begin by lying flat upon your 
face on the floor. This will completely upset you, for the 
fat woman cannot lie on her face.

Lift the feet behind you, throwing them up by bending the 
knees backward. 

Let some one hand you a wand. Take it in both of your 
hands.

Pull upon the wand and the feet will 
be drawn up toward your waist line. You will thus make a 
sort of hoop of yourself and your figure will get an easy, 
graceful line that will be of benefit to you when you stand 
upon your feet again.

The second exercise for the reducing of the abdomen looks 
much easier, but it is really more tiresomy. 

Take an ottoman and place it In the middle of the floor. 
Let it be a heavy square one, quite tall, and capable of holding 


weight. 


Lie backward over it and ae'on tipping yourself back until 
you swing suspended. Your feet will extend over one end of 
the ottoman and your head over the other. Take the wand in 
your hand, by the way of balance, and lie in that way with 
the wand swinging back of your head. 

This brings a strain upon the muscles of the abdomen and 
you must not keep it up too long. But try it often, for it is 
easy. Lie on your back on any round stool, or even on a table 
and you will get*the same exercise.

_ its logarithmic proportions, antedates Napier’s logarithmic 
tables by more than forty years. 
As used in Chicago today the slide rule is not confined to 

any one business. : 

“jt is remarkable,’ says Prof. Philip B. Woodworth of 
Lewis institute. “into just what general use this instrument 


has come. It does not argue by any means that a man 
ignorant of the principles of arithmetic can use it. but it does 
mean that one who has a knowledge of figures can make use 
of it at an enormous saving in time and in the wear and tear 
of ealculations by meays of pencil and paper. ‘For instance. 
in the night class in engineering in the institute. we have 
a problem that in itself brings the slide rule to the attention 
of the new student in the most marked way.

Then, ac- 
cording to the metric system, he takes hold of the problem 
and discovers that he can get results in perhaps twenty min- 
utes. Coming up to the Instructor to discover if his answers 
‘are right the student sees the instructor pick up the slide 
rule, set it, and in a moment te:l him what the answer is. 
“The whole performance is a revelation to him. He has 
been wrestling with the grains, acruples, drams. and ounces 
of the English troy weight for hours and hours: then he dis-

vovers that in a comparatively few minutes the metric system 
has given him a thoroughly satisfactory answer to his quest, 
and finally he has come to the instructor, who, with an ap- 
pliance, makes the same calculation in a few seconds. Just 
two things are at once impressed upon the mind of the new 
student on the spot. He is a convert to the metric system 
and he ig an earnest searcher into the mysteries of the slide 
rule.” 

Incidentally he is given the materials for the making of, 
his own slide rule, and the least of mechanical skill is neces- 
sary for him to put the instrument together in neat form. A 
piece of good bristol board is printed on one face, with the 
sliding portion of the rule in the center as it lies at rest in its 
frame... With a knife this slide is cut along the dark lines that 
run lengthwise, bisecting the ruled lines. Thé two edges are 
pasted tO. the cardboard back, with just room enough for the 
rule to slide between. Glass is laid over the face of the rule 
and a strip of black gummed paper holds it in place, leaving 
the slide rule to run easily behind it and between the ruled 
edges on each side. 

As to a demonstration of what this rule accomplishes in 
a simple way. the accompanying reproduction of a series of 
multiplications, with the figures 18 as a muyltiplicand, is most 
interesting. In doing this the first unit iapatte on the rule, 


Hivided into loths and loiths, is taken. To make the number 
18 the figure 1 is presupposed before the figure S$ on the slide 
and before the corresponding figures below the slide. By 
sliding the rule until the figure 8 rests at the line 1, the mul- 
tiplicand 18 is in place. Then, multiplying by the figures 
below the line, each with a numeral 1 before it, the results 
may be read, for instance: 
11x18—198, 15x18—270, 20x18—360, 30x18—540, 45x18—S10. 

This is in demonstration of the process of multiplication, 
the products reading off mechanically in the center of the 
slide, just above the multiplier in each case. To accomplish 
a division simply the reverse of the operation is necessary. 

Wherever measurements and calculations have to be made 
the slide rule has come to be indispensable. To be able to 
handle it with celerity the person must keep in practice, but 
once familiar with the face of it and capable of reading off 
figures as readily as they can be adjusted, two men—one call- 
ing off figures to another—can go through the dimensions, 
weights, and numbers of the thousands of things that have 
to be kept“track of in the business of the world. 

For instance, the rule will give the area of a cirele in an 
instant, whether the radius or the diameter be given. 

“ But one of the most universally available uses of

We overexert ourselves in walking, carry- 
ing parcels, sitting, lying down, in standing, 
riding, and talking. We talk with the whole 
body when we need to use only the brain 
and the vocal organs. Observe people in 
conversation and see how few stand or sit 
perfectly still. Perhaps women manifest 
more hervousness than men in this partic- 
ular. If sitting, a woman will grasp the 
arms of the chair, move her feet, sway her 
body, rock, twirl a handkerchief, gloves, or 
fan. If standing. she will not allow her 
arms to hang naturally, but insists on carry- 
ing them and clasping her hands tightly to- 
gether.
